Ree consent thereto of the superintendent of banks of the State of 

abama. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 
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Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

H. 27. To authorize the sale and issuance of not exceeding ten million 
dollars principal amount of general obligation bonds of the State of Alabama 
for the purpose of acquiring, providing, constructing, renovating and 
equipping one or more prisons and penal institutions; to pledge the full 
faith and credit of the state for payment of the principal of and the 
interest on such bonds; to create a prison commission with authority to 
specify the details of and to make provision for the sale and issuance of 
such bonds; to provide for and specify the terms, execution and issuance of 
such bonds and the use of the proceeds from the sale of such bonds; to 
vest in the building commission (created by Act No. 128 adopted at the

of those of the Kilby Prison properties not needed in the operation of the 
new prisons and penal institutions to be constructed pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act; to require application of the net proceeds from the 
sale of such Kilby Prison properties to retirement of the principal of and 
the interest on the bonds authorized in this act; to provide for the general 
powers of the prison commission; and to provide that this act shall become 
effective only upon the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama authorizing the issuance of such bonds.

Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said 
committee, in session, has compared the following engrossed bill with the 
original bill and finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit: 


H. 203. To implement the provisions of that certain Constitutional 
Amendment that was proposed by Act No. 151 adopted at the 1957 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama and that authorizes the State to 
engage in works of internal improvements by promoting, developing, con- 
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structing, maintaining and operating along navigable streams and water- 
ways of Alabama all manner of docks and facilities of every kind, in aid 
of commerce and use of waterways of the State, and to incur indebted- 
ness and issue bonds for said purpose; to authorize the State to engage 
in such works of internal improvement at an additional cost of not exceed- 
ing $1,500,000; to designate the Alabama State Docks Department and 
any department or agency of the State that may succeed to its functions 
as the Agency to undertake, manage, operate and control such developments 
and improvements; to prescribe the powers, duties and authority of said 
Department in connection therewith; to authorize the State to become 
indebted to the extent of not exceeding $1,500,000 in principal amount to 
carry out the provisions of this Act and to issue its interest bearing direct 
general obligation bonds therefor; to prescribe in general the terms of 
such bonds and the method and manner of the sale and issuance thereof; 
to exempt the same and the interest thereon from taxation; to provide 
for the payment for any indebtedness evidenced by bonds issued pursuant 
to this Act and to pledge the full faith and credit of the State to the 
payment of such indebtedness; to provide for the refunding of any bonds 
issued under the said Constitutional Amendment; to provide for investment 
of the proceeds of any bonds issued hereunder and other funds received 
under this Act, pending the need for such funds; to provide for the use 
of funds obtained from the operation of improvements constructed with 
proceeds of any bonds issued under the provisions of said Constitutional 
Amendment; to make appropriation for payment of the principal of and 
interest on bonds issued under the said Constitutional Amendment from 
the General Fund of the State; to provide for the acquisition of property 
for the purposes of this Act and for the exercise of the power of eminent 
domain with regard thereto; to prescribe the powers and duties of the 
Governor, the said Department and other officers of the State in carrying 
out the provisions of this Act; to authorize the said Department to fix 
and collect reasonable rates and charges for services rendered by, and 
for use of, facilities established pursuant to this Act; and to require the 
maintenance of records of the total cost of, the gross revenues from, and 
the expenses of operating, each unit of development acquired, constructed, 
or operated pursuant to the provisions of this Act or Act No. 311 adopted 
at the 1957 Regular Session of the Legislature or Act No. 98 adopted at 
the 1959 Regular Session of the Legislature; and to provide that surplus 
revenues derived from operation of the state docks facilities at the Port 
of Mobile may be used to meet operating deficits of the facilities constructed 
under said Constitutional Amendment.

H. 842. To amend Act No. 348, H. 71, approved August 20, 1957 (Acts 
of 1957, vol. I, p. 453) which provided further for the execution of certain 
public contracts and provides for competitive bidding for certain purchases 
by the state. 


S. 219. Relating to motor vehicles; to provide for the use of only 
one license tag or plate; amending Code of Alabama 1940, Title 36, Section 
75, and Title 51, Section 705. 


Mr. Smith (Russell), Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways 
and Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
with amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit:

of all of its assets, contracts, properties, obligations and liabilities to the 
said public corporation and the assumption of all thereof by the said 
public corporation; providing for the dissolution of the said board created 
and provided for in the said Act No. 105, as amended; and providing that 
bonds and other securities issued by the said public corporation shall not be 
deemed to constitute debts of Mobile County within the meaning of 
Section 224 or debts of any of said municipalities within the meaning of 
Section 225 of the constitution and shall not constitute bonds of said county 
or a subdivision thereof within the meaning of Section 222 of the constitu- 
tion.

To amend Sections 3, 4 and 6 of Act No. 46 adopted at the 
1949 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama so as to permit the 
governing body of any county having a population of 225,000 according to 
the last or any subsequent federal census to require, in the resolution 
consenting to the organization under said act of a public corporation for 
hospital purposes, (a) that the board of directors of such public corporation 
shall consist in part of directors elected by the governing body of the 
county and in part of directors elected by municipalities in the county 
that fall within population classifications specified in the said resolution, 
(b) that the number of the said directors and their terms of office shall 
be as specified in said resolution, (c) that the said public corporation shall 
accept the transfer to it and assume the assets, properties, obligations and 
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liabilities of any incorporated or unincorporated public board or body, 
designated by the said governing body in said resolution, that may have 
been theretofore organized or attempted to be organized in the county for 
public hospital purposes; and (d) that upon the happening of any contin- 
gency specified in said resolution, the directors of the said public corpora- 
tion shall thereafter be elected, in specified number and for specified 
terms, by the governing body of the county from persons nominated in 
the manner provided in said resolution; so as to provide that the certificate 
of incorporation of any public corporation organized pursuant to authori- 
zation in any resolution containing any of said requirements shall comply 
with the said resolution and that any such public corporation when organized 
shall comply with the provisions of the said resolution respecting the 
transfer and assumption of assets, properties, contracts, obligations and 
liabilities; and so as to permit the governing body of any such county 
to provide in the said resolution that any director of a public corporation 
organized pursuant to said resolution may be a member of the governing 
body that elects him as director.

To repeal Act No. 245, H. 348, approved June 26, 1945, 
entitled “To create the office of Commissioner of Licenses in all counties 
of this State having a population of not less than 140,000, nor more than 
400,000, according to the last or any subsequent Federal census; to provide 
for the method of electing said officer; to fix his term of office; to fix 
his compensation; to prescribe his duties and define his powers; to provide 
for the appointment of a Deputy Commissioner of Licenses and for the

U. S. Veteran Hospital, located in Alabama Counties of more than 
600,000 population, including records of admission, medical, clinical, hospital, 
occupations, disease, injury and disability histories, X-rays and written 
interpreialions thereof, picturcs, photograph, charts, files, written orders, 
directions, findings and reports of physicians, doctors, surgeons, patho- 
logists, radiologists, specialists, dentists, technicians and nurses, as 
well as aii emnioyees of such hospital, forming a part ef such hospital 
records, as to the health, physical and mental condition, state, injury, 
disabilities, sickness, disease, mental and physical and nervous condition 
and disorder, duration and character of such ailments and disabilities, and 
the diagnosis, prognosis, progress, operations, incisions, contusions, con- 
cussions, wounds, cuts, lacerations, bruises, breaks, examinations, tests, 
transfusions, hospitalization and duration thereof, medication, medicines, 
supplies, treatment, and care and the charge sheets and the costs, expenses, 
fees and charges therefor and thereof, as to and of a patient in said 
hospital, and when the custodian of such hospital records certifies and 
affirms in writing that the hospital was operated or organized under or 
pursuant to the laws of Alabama or of the United States of America, 
including U. S. Veterans Hospiiuis, iueated in Alabama Countics of more 
than 600,000 population, and that the same are a true and correct copy 
of such hospital records; with the proviso that all circumstances of the 
making of such hospital records, including lack of personal knowledge by 
the entrant or maker, may be otherwise shown to affect the weight of such 
hospital records but that this shall not affect their admissibility; and to 
provide for the costs and taxing and collection thereof for said copies 
and certificates and affirmance in writing thereto and the filing of said 
copies with the Clerk or Register of the Court having jurisdiction of 
the suit or proceeding, and to provide for subpoena duces tecum therefor. 
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H. 1404, To amend an Act of the Legislature, approved September 
16, 1947, General Acts of Alabama of 1947, Page 280, entitled “An Act 
to apply in, and only in, counties which have a population of 400,000 
inhabitants, or more, according to the last or any subsequent Federal 
Census; and to require the payment to each such county of a license tax,

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the levy of additional taxes for certain purposes in 
Lamar County; authorizing the court of county commissioners, board of 
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revenue, or other like governing body of the county to levy, when ap- 
proved by a majority of the qualified voters of said county, special 
county privilege license and excise taxes paralleling state sales and use 
taxes as provided for in Act No. 100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, 
and Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as hereto- 
fore amended and supplemented; providing for the collection and enforce- 
ment of such taxes by the state department of revenue. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
SECTION 1. This Act shall apply only in Lamar County. 


SECTION 2. (a) If approved by a majority of the qualified voters of 
Lamar County in the manner provided for in subsection (b), the court 
of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other like governing body 
of said county may adopt an order, ordinance, or resolution levying special 
county taxes, to parallel state sales and use taxes in the manner and 
at the rates prescribed in this Act. 


(b) Upon filing with the probate judge of Lamar County petitions 
signed by a majority of the qualified voters of said county stating that 
they favor the levying of an additional one-cent sales tax for educational 
purposes in said county, the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue or like governing body may levy taxes pursuant to this Act. 
A certificate signed by the chairman of the county board of education and 
attested by the county superintendent as the secretary thereof, under the 
seal of the county board of education, shall be affixed to the petitions 
above required, stating in effect that the names appearing thereon also 
appear on the official poll list of said county of Lamar as prepared by 
the judge of probate for said county for the last general election. 


Section 8. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this Act 
shall be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 

1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (nui including the State 
of Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
stores) engaged or continuing within the county in the business of 
selling at retail uiiy tangible personal property whatsoever, including 
merchandise and commodities of every kind and character not including, 
however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal to 
one percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a 
different amount is expressly provided herein. Any person engaging or 
continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay 
the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such businesses 
at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show separately the 
gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books are not so 
kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporuiiun engaged or continuing within 
the county in the business of conducting or operating places of amusement 
er entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amusement de- 
vices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving picture shows, 
vaudeville, amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrestling matches, 
prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball games 
(including athletic contests conducted by or under the auspices of any edu- 
cational institution, or any athletic association thereof, or other association 
whether such institution or association be denominational, a state, county, 
or a city school, or other institution, association, or school), skating rinks, 
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race tracks, golf courses or any other place at which any exhibition, display, 
amusement, or entertainment is offered to the public or places charged, 
including public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and 
description, conducted or carried on within the county, an amount equal to 
one percent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing within 
the county in the business of selling at retail machines or machinery used in 
mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of tangible 
personal property, and the parts of such machines or machinery, attach- 
ments and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured for use 
on or in the operation of such machines or machinery, and which are 
necessary to the operation of such machines or machinery, and are cus- 
tomarily so used, an amount equal to one-half of one percent of the gross 
proceeds of the sale of such machines or machinery, attachments, parts 
and replacements therefor. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half of one per- 
cent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, 
as a credit or part payment of the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax 
levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the 
new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken in trade. 


5. An excise tax may be imposed on— 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible per- 
sonal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other consumption in 
the county, at the rate of one percent of the sale price of such property, 
regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in the 
county or in this state, except as provided in paragraphs a and b below; and 


a) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any new or 
used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or semi-trailer purchased at retail 
for storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate of one-half 
of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or 
semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi- 
trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment 
on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied shall be paid on the 
net difference, that is, the difference in the price of the new or used 
vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken in trade; and 


b) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any machines 
or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and 
manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts of such 
machines or machinery, attachments, and replacements therefor which are 
made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines 
or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in 
the county, at the rate of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such 
machines or machinery or the parts, attachments, or replacements therefor. 


(b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted from the 
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levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the storage, use, 
or other consumption of which is exempted under the state use tax statutes 
from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, every person storing 
or using or otherwise consuming in the county tangible personal property 
purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed, and the liability 
shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; pro- 
vided, however, that a receipt from a registered seller given to the pur- 
chaser of any property to be used, stored, or consumed in the county shall 
be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for the tax to 
which such receipt may refer. The term “registered seller” means the person 
registered with the state department of revenue pursuant to the state sales 
tax statutes. The term “state sales tax statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 
94, approved August 18, 1959, which levies a retail sales tax for state 
purposes, and includes all statutes, including amendments to said Act No. 
100 heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied in said Act No. 100, and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the ad- 
ministration of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of the tax 
imposed therein. The term “state use tax statutes” means Article 11 of 
Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, in- 
cluding all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said Article 11 and 
all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport 
to affect, the administration of the said article and the incidence and col- 
lection of the tax imposed therein. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes shall 
become effective on the first day of the second month next following the 
date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of adoption of 
such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to the commissioner 
of the state department of revenue not less than 45 days before the taxes 
are to become effective. The taxes levied and imposed shall be in ad- 
dition to all other taxes now provided by law and shall be collected as 
hereinafter provided. 


Seciiou 5. All taxes levicd pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and 
collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or 
before the due dates of the iuxes levied cach person subject to such taxes 
shall file with the state department of revenue a report or return in such 
form as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth with re- 
spect to all sales and business that are required to be used as a measure- 
ment of the tax levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all 
such sales and the gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth 
with respect to the use tax levied, the total sales price of all property, 
the use, storage, or other consumption of which became subject to the 
tax during the then preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall in- 
clude also such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes and 
the amount thereof as the state department of revenue may require. Any 
person subject to the taxes levied may defer reporting credit sales until 
after their collection, and in the event he so defers reporting them, he shall 
thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections made during 
the month preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of 
filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the state department 
of revenue under this section shall be available for inspection by the gov- 
erning body of Lamar County, or its designated agent, at reasonable times 
during business hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually making 
sales of tangible personal property for storage, use, or other consumption 
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in Lamar County (which storage, use, or other consumption is not ex- 
empted from the tax imposed) shall at the time of making such sale or, if 
the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible personal property 
in the county is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such storage, 
use, or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect the tax from 
the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the 
manner and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On the 
twentieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly period, 
each registered seller shall file with the state department of revenue a 
return for the preceding quarterly period in such form as may be prescribed 
by the department, showing the total sales of the tangible personal property 
sold by such registered sellers, the storage, use, or other consumption of 
which became subject to the tax imposed during the then preceding quar- 
terly period; and each return shall be accompanied by a remittance of the 
amount of the tax required to be collected by such registered seller during 
the period followed by the return; provided, that any registered seller may 
defer collecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the 
proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after 
their collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collec- 
tion of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all credit 
collections made during the preceding quarterly period, and shall omit the 
taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any 
person who has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, 
storage, or other consumption of tangible personal property in Lamar 
County need not file a report or make any further payment of the said 
tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, the storage, 
use, or other consumption of which is subject to the tax imposed, and who 
has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall 
report and pay the tax as required by Section 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Lamar County 
in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 shall add to 
the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the person 
paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on account of said 
taxes; and every registered seller shall likewise add to the sales price and 
collect from the purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered 
seller is required to collect. It shall be unlawful for any person subject to 
the tax levied to fail or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee 
and to collect from the purchaser or person paying the admission fee the 
amount herein required to be so added to the sales or admission price and 
collected from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for any 
person subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any part 
of the amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly 
the absorption or refund of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall like- 
wise be unlawful for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the 
sales price and to collect from the purchaser the amount of the tax im- 
posed or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or 
indirectly the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute a 
debt due Lamar County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all 
other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, together 
with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute and be 
secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom said taxes 
are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All provisions of the 
revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforcement of liens for 
license taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collection of the county 
taxes levied and that state department of revenue, for the use and benefit 
of Lamar County shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have 
and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
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that this state or the department has for collection of the state sales tax 
and the state use tax. The state department of revenue shall have full 
authority to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time 
to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this Act, 
and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act, including any litigation 
involving the Act; and the department shall pay such special counsel such 
fees as it deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes 
collected by it for Lamar County. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of 
reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
after due date of tax, penalities for failure to pay tax, make reports or 
otherwise comply with the State Sales Tax and the administration and 
enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act when applied to the tax levied pursuant to 
Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the county tax levied; and all provisions of 
the state use tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection 
of the state use tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving 
records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for 
failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the state use 
tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
state use tax, and the administration and enforcement of the state use tax 
statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when 
applied to the county use tax levied shall apply to the county tax. The 
commissioner of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have 
and exercise the same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the 
county taxes levied as are imposed on the commissioner and the depart- 
ment, respectively, by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax 
statutes. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the state use 
tax statutes that are made applicable in this Act to the county taxes 
levied and to the administration of this Act are incorporated herein by 
reference and made a part hereof as it fully set forth herein. 


Section i6. The siate department sof revenuc shall charge Tamar 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or 
percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner 
of revenue and the court of county ecommissiuners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any event exceed 
three percent of the total amount of special county taxes collected here- 
under within the county. Such charge for collecting the special taxes for 
the county may be deducted each month from the special sales and special 
use taxes collected before certifying the amount of the proceeds thereof 
due Lamar County for that month. The commissioner of revenue shall 
pay into the state treasury all county taxes collected under this Act, as 
such taxes are received by the department of revenue; and on or before the 
first day of each successive month (commencing with the month following 
the month in which the department makes the first collections hereunder), 
the commissioner shall certify to the state comptroller the amount of 
taxes collected under the provisions of this Act and paid by him inio the 
state treasury for the benefit of Lamar County during the month 
immediately preceding the making of such certificate. Provided, however, 
that before certifying the amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury 
for the benefit of the county during each month, the commissioner may 
deduct from the taxes collected in said month the charges due the depart- 
ment for the collection of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of 
the comptroller to issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of 
the public funds of Lamar County in an amount equal to the amount so 
certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected for the 
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use of the county. The custodian of public funds for Lamar County shall 
deposit the revenue derived from the taxes levied herein in a special ac- 
count separate and apart from other county funds, and shall maintain 
separate records of such special account. 


Section 11. The net revenue derived by the county from the taxes 
levied under this Act shall be paid over to the board of education of Lamar 
County and shall be spent by the board for the operation and maintenance 
of the schools in the county school system. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The probate judge of Lowndes County shall be ex-officio 
treasurer of the Lowndes County Racing Commission, and shall collect all 
the license fees, taxes, and monies provided in this Act, and shall supervise, 
check, and audit the operation of the pari-mutuel wagering pools and the 
conduct and distribution thereof. 


: Section 5. The county solicitor shall act as attorney for the com- 
mission, without additional salary therefor; he shall counsel and advise the 
commission and represent it in all proceedings. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Lowndes County Racing Com- 
mission to carry out the provisions of this Act; and it shall have the 
following specific duties: 


(1) To fix and set the dates upon which race meetings may be held 
or operated. 


(2) To make an annual report to the county board of revenue or like 
governing body of its operation, showing its own actions and rulings, the 
receipts derived under the provisions of this Act, and such suggestions as it 
may deem proper for the more effective accomplishment of the purpose of 
this Act. 


(3) To require of cach applicant, who shall be a member or members 
in good standing in the Alabama Greyhound Breeders Association, Inc., 
seeking a license to operate a race meeting an application setting forth: 


(a) The full name of the person, association, or corporation, and if a 
corporation, the name of the State under which the same is incorporated, 
and the name of the corporation’s agents for service of process within the 
State of Alabama. 


(b) If an association or corporation, the names of the stockholders and 
directors of the corporation or the names of the officers and directors of 
the association. 


(c) The exact location where it is desired iv conduct or held 2 race 
meeting. 


(d) Whether the racing plant is owned or leased, and if leased the 
name and address of the owner, or if the owner is a corporation, the names 
of the officers and directors thereof; provided, however, that nothing in this 
Act shall prevent any person, association, or corporation from applying to 
the commission for a permit to conduct races where the racing plant has 
not been constructed; provided, however, that such person, association, or 
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corporation is a member or members in good standing of the Alabama 
Greyhound Breeders Association, Inc. 


(e) The kind of racing to be conducted and the dates requested. 
(f) Such other information as the commission may require. 


(4) To require an oath of every applicant, or by the president or 
executive officer of the association or corporation, stating that the infor- 
mation contained in the application is true. 


(5) To make uniform rules and regulations governing the holding, 
conducting, and operating of all race tracks, race meetings, and races held 
in Lowndes County. 


Section 7. All books, records, maps, documents, and papers of the 
commission, including those filed with the commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shall at all times be open for the personal inspection 
of any officer of the State of Alabama, or of any county, municipality or 
other subdivision of the State, or of any official investigative body or com- 
mittee, and no person having charge or custody thereof shall refuse this 
right to any officer or investigative body or committee, and it shall be the 
express duty of such person to assist such officer or committee in locating 
records or information desired by them. Any member or employee of the 
commission who violates the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be fined no more than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) or imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding 
three months. If any member of the commission violates the provisions of 
this section he shall be subject to removal from office. 


Section 8. Any person, association, or corporation desiring to operate 
a race track in this county shall have the right, subject to the provisions of 
this Act, to hold and conduct one or more race meetings at such track each 
year, provided that no such license shall be granted to any person, asso- 
ciation, or corporation, or to any track, for a period longer than one 
hundred twenty racing days in any one year. Any and all applicants for 
license to operate under this Act shall be a member or members, in good 
standing, in the Alabama Greyhound Breeders Association, Inc. No race 
or racing shall be permitted on Sundays; nor shall minors be permitted to 
be employed in any manner about said race track, except as exercise boys 
and grooms; nor shall minors be permitted to attend said races except 
when accompanied by their parents. 


Section 9. On or before the 15th day of October of each year, any 
person, association, or corporation possessing the qualifications prescribed 
in this Act shall have the right to apply to the commission for a permit or 
license to conduct race meetings and racing under this Act. On or before the 
first day of December of each year, after the receipt of any such application, 
the commission shall convene to consider and act upon all permits or licenses 
applied for. Approved permits or licenses shall be granted for a period of 
not less than ten years from the date of issuance and shall set forth, in 
addition to any other information prescribed by the commission, the name 
of the licensee, the location of the race track, the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing desired to be conducted, and shall show the 
receipt by the commission of the license fee hereinafter provided. No such 
license shall be transferable, nor shall it apply to any other place, track, or 
enclosure except the one specified in this license unless approved by the 
Alabama Greyhound Breeders Association, Inc. 
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Section 10. The commission may revoke the license of any licensee 
conducting a race meeting upon the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Act, or any rule or regulation promulgated by the commission. 


Section 11. The commission is empowered to compel the production of 
any and all books, memoranda or documents showing the receipts and dis- 
bursements of any person, association or corporation licensed to conduct 
race meetings under the provisions of this Act. The commission may at any 
time require the removal of any employee or official employed by any 
licensee hereunder whenever it has reason to believe that such employee or 
official is guilty of any improper practice in connection with racing, has 
failed to comply with any condition of the license, or has violated any rule 
adopted by the commission. The commission shall have the power to require 
that the books and financial or other statements of any licensee be kept 
in a manner and method provided by the commission; and the commission 
shall be authorized to visit, investigate, and place auditors and inspectors in 
the offices, tracks, or place of business of any person, association or cor- 
poration licensed under this Act. The commission shall have power to 
summon witnesses before its meetings; to administer oaths to such 
witnesses, and to require testimony on any issue before it. Any person fail- 
ing to appear before said commission, or failing to produce books, records, 
and documents ordered, or refusing to testify thereon, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction in a court of competent 
jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment not to exceed six months, or both fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 


Section 12. The commission shall have the power to grant, refuse, 
suspend, or withdraw licenses to all persons connected with race tracks, in- 
eluding gate keepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, grooms, stable foremen, exercise boys, veteri- 
narians, valets, sellers of racing forms or bulletins, and attendants in con- 
nection with the wagering machines pursuant to such rules and regulations 
as the commission may adopt and upon the payment of a license fee as fixed 
and determined by the commission in accordance with the position and com- 
pensation of such person. Any license may be revoked by the commission, 
at its discretion, and any person whuse liceiise is revoked shall be ineligible 
to participate in such occupation connected with racing unless the license is 
returned by the commission with permission to operate thereunder. The 
commission may deny or reveke 2 license to any persui who has been 
sat ape or denied a license by any other state racing commission or racing 
authority. 


Section 13. The commission shall make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on dog races under the form of mutuel wager- 
ing by patrons known as “Pari-Mutuel Wagering,” which method shall be 
legal to the extent that, and so long as, the same is carried on and con- 
ducted strictly in conformity with this Act, and not otherwise. Only the 
persons, associations, or corporations receiving a license from the com- 
mission shail have the right or privilege to conduct this type of wagering, 
and the licenses shaii resirict and confine this form of wagering to a 
space within the race meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on 
the result of dog races shall continue to be illegal, and any or all wagering 
outside of the enclosure of such races, where such races shall have been 
licensed by the commission shall be illegal. 


No person or corporation shall directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the purchase of any part of a pari- 
mutuel pool for another for hire or for any gratuity and no person shall 
purchase any part of a pari-mutuel pool through another, wherein he 
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gives or pays directly or indirectly such other person anything of value, 
Any person violating this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction in a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprison- 
ment not to exceed six months or both fine and imprisonment in the dis- 
eretion of the court. 


Section 14. Every licensee conducting race meetings under the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall pay to the Probate Judge in his capacity as ex 
officio treasurer of the Racing Commission of Lowndes County, Alabama, 
for the use of the commission, a sum equal to seven percent (7%) of the 
total contributions to all pari-mutuel pools conducted or made on any race 
track licensed under this Act. The commission of a licensee on a pari- 
mutuel pool shall in no event exceed eighteen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed thereto, which amount shall include the seven percent (7%) 
tax heretofore provided. After the deduction of 7% for the use of the 
commission and the percentage commission of the licensee the remainder 
of the total contributions to each pool shall be divided among and re- 
distributed to the contributors to such pools betting on the winning dog. 
The amount of each redistribution for each winning bet placed shall be 
determined by dividing the total amount remaining in the pool after the 
deductions hereinabove provided for by the number of bets placed on the 
winning dog. Each redistribution shall be made in a sum equal to the next 
lowest multiple of ten. The licensee is entitled to retain the odd cents of all 
redistributions to be known as the “breaks to a dime.” Under the pari- 
mutuel system of wagering herein provided, the licensee shall be permitted 
to provide separate pools for bets, to win, place, and show, also a daily 
double pool, quiniela pool and double quiniela pool. Each pool shall be re- 
distributed separately as herein provided. Should there be no ticket bet on 
the winning dog, the entire pool will be divided among the holders of tickets 
on the dog running next in line until the pool has been redistributed to the 
contributors. The licensee shall be required to use a totalizator machine to 
record the wagering and compute the odds. Rules and regulations governing 
the operation of each of the pools shall be set out in book form by the 
Lowndes County Racing Commission. The licensee shall collect from each 
person attending the race meetings under the provisions of this Act fifteen 
percent (15%) of the established admission price or ten cents, whichever 
sum is the greater, as an admission tax. Licensees shall make payment of 
such taxes every seventh day of any and every race meeting, which payment 
shall be accompanied by a report on the races covered by such report and 
such other information as the commission may require. 


Section 15. If any free passes or complimentary cards shall be issued 
to guests by any licensee, such licensee shall nevertheless be responsible for 
payment of the admission tax upon such complimentary admission ecards or 
passes as though they had been sold at the regular admission price. How- 
ever, nothing herein contained shall be construed to prohibit the issuance 
of tax-free passes to officials and actual employees of the licensee, or other 
persons actually engaged in working at such track, including persons actually 
employed and accredited by the press or other news service; provided, that 
the issuance of all such tax-free passes shall be governed by the regulations 
and orders of the commission and a list of all such officers, employees, and 
news service representatives shall be filed with the commission. 


Section 16. The license fees, commissions, and excise taxes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of all license, excise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, town, or other political subdivision 
thereof, 


Section 17. All fees, commissions, taxes, and other monies, including 
fines and forfeitures, received under the provisions of this Act shall be 
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paid to the probate judge of the county, and remitted by him to the county 
treasurer for deposit in the county treasury to the account of the Lowndes 
County Racing Commission. All such monies remaining after payment 
of the expenses incurred in the administration of this Act, including the 
payment of the salaries and expenses of the members and employees of this 
commission shall be distributed as follows: forty percent (40%) of the 
remaining monies shall be remitted to the treasurer of Lowndes County 
for distribution as follows: Forty percent (40%) to the Lowndes County 
Department of Education, forty percent (40%) to the General Fund of 
the Board of Revenue of Lowndes County, ten (10%) percent to the in- 
corporated municipalities of Lowndes County and division shall be on a 
population basis and ten percent (10%) to the Lowndes County Racing 
Commission for the specific use of Industrial development in Lowndes 
County; and the remaining sixty percent (60%) of such monies shall be re- 
mitted to the Alabama State Treasurer for equal distribution among the 
Alabama Special Education Trust Fund and the Alabama Public Welfare 
Trust Fund. 


Section 18. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to the running 
of races conducted by any state fair association or county fair association 
which holds not more than one meeting annually and which restricts such 
annual meeting to three days or less. 


Section 19. Any corporation, association, or person who directly or 
indirectly holds any dog race without having procured a license as prescribed 
in this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person wagering upon 
the results of such a race, except in the pari-mutuel or mutuel method 
of wagering when the same is conducted by a licensee and upon the 
grounds or enclosure of said licensee, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Any corporation, organization, association, or person who violates any 
provision of this Act, for which a penalty is not expressly provided shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Upon conviction of any of the above mis- 
demeanors in a court of competent jurisdiction, the penalty shall be a fine 
of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00), nor more than one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not less than five days nor 
more than six months, or both, such fine and imprisonment to be in the 
discretion of the court. 


Section 20. No person who engages in the practice of professionai 
gambling on dog races, or in the practice of making gambling or wagering 
books on such races, or who knowingly takes any part in such practices, 
shall be eligible as an applicant for any license or permit to operate a 
race track or a race meeting under the provisions of this Act, or to be 
connected therewith in any capacity; and any association or corporation 
which has as an officer, director, stockholder, executive, or employee any 
person who engages in such practices shall likewise be ineligible as a 
licensee, and the commission is hereby empowered to inquire into such 
matters in entertaining any such applications and otherwise in adminis- 


tering this Act. 


Section 21. Any person who shall influence or have any understanding 
or connivance with any owner, groom, or other person associated with or 
interested in any kennel, dog, or race in which any dog participates, to 
prearrange or predetermine the results of any such race, or any person 
who shall stimulate or depress a dog for the purpose of affecting the re- 
sults of a race, shall be guilty of a felony and upon conviction thereof shall 
be imprisoned in the state prison for not less than one year nor more than 
ten years, or shall be fined not less than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) 
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nor more than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00), or both, in discretion of the 
court, 


Section 22. It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit or com- 
municate to another by any means whatsoever the results, changing odds, 
track conditions, or any other information relating to any dog race from 
any race track in this county, between the period of time beginning one 
hour prior to the first race of any day and ending thirty minutes after 
the posting of the official results of each race, as to that particular race, 
except that this period may be reduced to permit the transmitting of the 
results of the last race each day not sooner than fifteen minutes after 
the official posting of such results. Provided, however, that the commission 
may, by rule, permit the immediate transmission by radio, television, or 
press wire of any pertinent information concerning feature races. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit by any means whatso- 
ever racing information to any other person or to relay the same to any 
other person by word of mouth, by signal, or by use of telephone, telegraph, 
radio, or any other means, when the information is knowingly used or 
intended to be used for illegal gambling purposes, or in furtherance of such 
gambling purposes. 


Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be guilty 
of a felony and, upon conviction, shall be imprisoned in the state peniten- 
tiary for not less than one thousand dollars ($1,000) nor more than five 
thousand dollars ($5,000), or both, in the discretion of the court. 


Section 23. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 24. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The annual salary of such assistant clerks shall 
be such amount as the Board of County Commissioners or like governing 
body of the County prescribes, but not less than $2,400.00 and such salary 
shall be payable in equal monthly installments out of the County Treasury 
of Madison County. 


“Section 7. In the event of sickness or absence of the judge of said 
court, the presiding judge of the Circuit Court of Madison County or in his 
absence the judge of such circuit who is next in length of service, shall 
appoint a special judge to hold court during the absence of the regular 
judge.

of trustees to accept gifts, donations, devises, and bequests; and to buy, 
hold, sell or otherwise dispose of real and personal property for and in the 
name of the college; to authorize the governing bodies of Jackson and 
DeKalb Counties and of each incorporated municipality in any of such 
counties to make appropriations of public funds in aid of the college; to 
authorize the board of education of each of these counties and the board 
of education of any incorporated municipality in these counties to use 
public school funds in aid of such college and to provide transportation and 
certain other facilities to students attending the college; to exempt from 
taxation the property of the college; to exempt officers and employees of 
the college from certain civil duties and from certain municipal privilege 
licenses.

said court to “The Morgan County Court of Alabama,” and providing for 
juvenile detention facilities in Morgan County. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established in and for Morgan County a 
court of limited jurisdiction, which shall be calied ““The Morgan Cuounty 
Court of Alabama.” 


Section 2. (a) “The Morgan County Court of Alabama” shall be a 
court of record and shall have and exercise the following jurisdiction, 
authority and powers: 


(b) Exclusive jurisdiction of all causes against persons charged with 
misdemeanors, except that this act shall not restrict the criminal jurisdic- 
tion of Justices of the Peace. On all indictments returned by Grand Juries 
of Morgan County against parties charged with a misdemeanor, the clerk of 
this court shall issue capiases returnable to this court. 


(e) Bxclusive jurisdiction of ali criminal cases appealed from the 


court of any Mayor, Recorder, “Justice of the Peace, or Notary Public 
ex officio Justice of the Peace, and of bastardy proceedings provided for 
by Title 6, Code of Alabama, 1940, as last amended and recodified. 


(d) Exclusive jurisdiction of all civil cases appealed from the court 
of any Justice of the Peace or Notary Public ex officio Justice of the Peace. 


(e) Concurrent jurisdiction with the Circuit Court of Morgan County 
in all civil and equity matters. 


(f) Unlimited jurisdiction concurrent with the Circuit Court of Mor- 
gan County in all civil and equity matters. 


(g) It shall have power to issue any and all special and extraordinary 
writs that circuit courts or judges thereof are authorized to issue. 


(h) It may exercise all other powers and authority that are, or that 
may hereafter be conferred upon the circuit courts or the judges thereof, 
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including the power to punish for contempt, consistent with the jurisdiction 
conferred hereby. 


(i) Exclusive jurisdiction of all matters cognizant before a juvenile 
court, including the powers and jurisdiction conferred on courts authorized 
to try matters provided for by law in Chapter 7, Title 13; Article 3, Chapter 
4, Title 34; Chapter 6, Title 45; Chapter 11, Title 52; all, Code of Alabama, 
1940, as last amended and recodified. Matters before the court relating to 
juveniles generally shall not be limited by statutes pertaining to juveniles, 
but shall be limited only by the general powers of equity courts as the law 
applies to equity courts in the exercise of their inherent jurisdiction to pro- 
tect and care for children under the doctrine of parens patriae. Should any 
adult be charged with violation of the law in the juvenile division of said 
court, he shall be tried by the judge without the intervention of a jury. 
Should any adult defendant desire a jury trial, he shall demand a jury trial 
in writing prior to entering into trial on the merits of this cause, and after 
demand for jury trial has been made, the register of said court shall forth- 
with forward the warrants and complaint or affidavit to the clerk of this 
court, who shall place the case on the trial docket for the next ensuing 
jury term of the criminal division of said court. Appeals from the de- 
cisions and orders of this court in the juvenile division of same, shall 
lie directly to the Supreme Court or the Court of Appeals in the same 
manner as appeals from the orders and decisions of circuit courts of this 
state. A record of the evidence and testimony shall be made and maintained 
in juvenile cases in the same manner as in the equity cases tried before 
said court. Costs in juvenile cases in this court shall be taxed as they are 
taxed in circuit courts in equity on appeals from Probate Courts exercising 
juvenile jurisdiction in accord with Chapter 7, Title 13, Code of Alabama, 
1940, as last amended and recodified. No costs shall be taxed in non- 
support cases. 


Section 3. (a) All laws and rules of practice with reference to process, 
pleading and practice, and the drawing of juries in the several proceedings 
in the circuit court shall be applicable to this court, and all statutes and 
rules of practice pertaining to county courts and to the circuit court shall 
be applicable to criminal causes pending in this court. 


(b) Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Morgan County 
may be instituted in Morgan County by making an affidavit before the 
Judge or the Solicitor of said Court, the writ on said affidavit to be issued 
by the Clerk, Solicitor or Judge of said court, and when the defendant is 
arrested on said affidavit, the cause shall be docketed for trial and be tried 
as though the defendant had been indicted by a Grand Jury. Justices of 
the Peace and all Officers or Magistrates having the powers of Justices of 
the Peace in Morgan County shall have authority to issue warrants return- 
able to said court, and it shall be their duty in such cases to forthwith 
transmit the affidavits, warrants and bonds to the clerk of said court, 
which causes shall be placed upon the docket and tried in the same manner 
as if the same had been returned by indictment of a Grand Jury. 


(c) Appeals from judgements of said court in all law, equity, criminal 
and juvenile cases shall be taken directly to the Supreme Court or the 
Court of Appeals in the same manner and within the same time that appeals 
are now taken from judgements in such cases in the circuit courts of this 
state. 


(d) The Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals of this state shall 
have supervisory jurisdiction over this court in the same manner as over 
circuit courts. The judge and solicitor of said court may be removed from 
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office in the same manner as is provided for the removal of circuit judges 
and cireuit solicitors. The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama 
may when he deems proper, by order spread upon the minutes of said court, 
designate any circuit judge to hold said court or to try any cause pending 
in said court. 


(e) Vacancies in any office created hereby, unless otherwise provided 
herein, shall be filled by appointment of the Governor, and persons so 
appointed shall hold office as required by the Constitution of this state. 


Section 4. (a) A judge of the court herein established shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of Morgan County at the general election 
of 1964. His term shall be for six years, from the second Tuesday after the 
First Monday in January, next following his election, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. 


(b) The first judge of the court created hereby shall be the person 
holding office as the Judge of “The Morgan County Court” when the same 
is abolished by this act, and he shall hold office until his suecessor is 
elected or appointed and assumes office as provided herein. 


(ec) The judge of this court shall receive a salary of Eight Thousand 
Nine Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments at 
the end of each month out of the couniy treasury. 


(d) The judge of said court shall be a qualified elector of Morgan 
County, shall be learned in the law, shall be of the age of 25 years or over, 
and shall not engage in the practice of law while in office. 


(e) The judge of this court shall keep an office in the courthouse of 
Morgan County, and it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue and 
Control of Morgan County, Alabama, to provide such an office, and supply 
the same with necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationery, and supplies. 


Section 5. (a) There shall be a solicitor of this court, who shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of Morgan County at the general election 
of 1962. His term shal! be for four vears frum the second Tuesday after the 
first Monday in January next following his election, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. 


(b) The first solicitor of the court created hereby shall be the person 
holding office as solicitor of “The Morgan County Court” when the same 
is abolished by this act, and he shall hold office until his successor is 
elected or appointed and assumes office as provided herein. 


(c) The solicitor of this court shall receive a salary of Four Thousand 
Eight Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments 
at the end of each month cut of the county treasnry. 


(d) The solicitor of this court shall be a qualified elector of Morgan 
County, shall be learned in the law, shall be of the age of 25 years or over. 
He shall not, nor may any member or associate of his law firm, engage in 
the defense of criminal cases in any court in this state, either state or 
federal, while he is in office. 


(e) It shall be the duty of the solicitor of this court to prosecute all 
criminal and juvenile cases pending in this court and to attend upon the 
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sessions of the Grand Juries of Morgan County, Alabama. He shall further 
assist the circuit solicitor in all matters concerning criminal causes arising 
in Morgan County when so requested by the circuit solicitor. 


Section 6. (a) The judge of said court shall appoint a competent 
person to serve as probation officer of the juvenile division of said court, 
who shall hold office at the pleasure of the judge. The probation officer 
shall be an officer of the court and shall not be related to the judge within 
the fifth degree. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the probation officer to assist the court 
in the rehabilitation of children made wards of the Court and of the State 
of Alabama, and any other children or persons who are proper subjects 
of this courts juvenile jurisdiction. The probation officer shall supervise 
persons placed on probation by the court in its capacities as a juvenile 
court, and investigate cases involving dependence and neglect, delinquency, 
non-support, and related areas involving the welfare of juveniles and their 
families, and make proper reports to the court as requested by the judge 
or solicitor. 


(c) The probation officer shall receive a salary prescribed by the 
judge, but not in excess of, Four Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars per 
annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of the county treasury, 
on the certificate of the judge of this court at the end of each month. 


Section 7. (a) There is created hereby a Board of Juvenile Supervision 
to be composed of the judge of this court, the chairman of the Morgan 
County Board of Revenue and Control, and the Director of the Morgan 
County Department of Pensions and Security, or their respective successors 
in office. It shall be the duty of said Board to administer local detention 
facilities provided by the county for the purpose of housing temporarily, 
children who are delinquent, dependent or neglected children within the 
meaning of the law pending the proper disposition of the cases involving 
said children by the court, to the end that incarceration of juveniles in the 
jails of this county may be avoided. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the Morgan County Board of Revenue and 
Control to appropriate a reasonable sum of money each year out of the 
treasury of said county to acquire, provide for, and maintain proper juvenile 
detention facilities in Morgan County for the temporary shelter and care 
of dependent and neglected children and the detention of delinquent chil- 
dren until such time as appropriate orders may be made by the court for 
the transfer of said children to the proper state school for delinquent, or 
to the Morgan County Department of Pensions and Security in the case 
of dependency and neglect. Said facilities shall be located in Morgan 
County and shall in each instance, be occupied by a man and woman of 
lawful relationship and good moral character who shall supervise, care 
for, and feed wards of the court committed to said facilities, and shall serve 
at the pleasure, and under the direction, of said Board of Juvenile Super- 
vision. Such facilities shall be completely separate and apart from any jail 
or penal institution provided by said county for the incarceration of adults. 


Section 8. The clerk of the circuit court of Morgan County shall be 
ex officio clerk of this court, and shall have the powers and discharge the 
duties which devolve upon the clerk of the circuit court, except in equity 
cases, and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties with regards to 
duties of the office, and shall be entitled to same fees which are now, or 
hereafter allowed the Circuit Clerks of Alabama, and the same shall be 
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collected as such fees are collected in the circuit court, and the deputy 
clerk of the circuit court of Morgan County shall be ex officio deputy 
clerk of this court, and exercise the same powers and duties as are 
exercised in the circuit court by such deputy clerk. 


Section 9. (a) The register of the circuit court of Morgan County 
shall be ex officio register of this Court, and as such ex officio register, 
shall have the same powers and discharge the same duties which devolve 
upon the register of the circuit court, and shall be subject to the same 
pains and penalties with regards to duties of the office, and shall be en- 
titled to the same fees as are now or hereafter allowed the register of the 
circuit court, and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected in the 
circuit court. 


(b) All juvenile cases shall be docketed and recorded in the office of 
the register of this court, and where fees for costs are allowed herein, or 
by the general laws of the State of Alabama, he shall collect and receive 
the same. No costs shall be taxed in non-support cases. 


Section 10. The judge of said court shall appoint a competent short- 
hand reporter to perform the duties of official court reporter of said court, 
who shall hold office at the pleasure of the said judge and who shall receive 
a salary prescribed by the judge, but not in excess of Four Thousand Hight 
llundred Dollars per annum, navable in equal monthly installments out of 
the county treasury on the certificate of the judge of the said court at the 
end of each month. In all criminal cases and causes pending on the law 
side of said court, there shall be taxed as a part of the costs a reporter’s 
fee of $3.00 on each case, to be collected as other costs and paid by the 
clerk of the said court into the county treasury for the benefit of the 
general fund. The said court reporter shail have authority to administer 
oaths, and shall be an officer of the court, and shall not be related to the 
judge of the said court within the fifth degree. The reporter shall also 
serve as secretary to the judge. 


Section 11. The said court shall be held at the courthouse of Morgan 
County, and shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and the trans- 
action of business. In the case of sickness or disqualification of the judge 
of said court, the law applicable to the appointment and service of special 
judges in the circuit court shaii appiy. The judge and the solicitor of this 
court shall be subject to the same penalty for failure to attend upon the 
court as circuit judges and solicitors of this state. 


Section 12. The judge of said court may determine and fix the time 
of holding the session of said court for the trial of all cases triable in said 
court, provided that the judge of said court shall designate and set a term 
or session of said court at least once a year, by entering and making an 
order upon the minutes of said court; provided however, that the judge of 
said court may call and hold as many special, extra, or adjourned sessions 
of said court as in his judgment is necessary. 


Section 13. The sheriff of Morgan County shall in person, or by a 
deputy or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by 
judge of this court, be required to attend said court and preserve order 
and execute all writs of process and perform all such other duties in all 
respects as in the circuit courts of this state, and for himself and each 
deputy required for attendance at sessions of said court, he shall receive 
the sum of $3.00 per day, payable out of the county treasury upon his 
warrant approved by the judge, provided that the sheriff and his deputies 
shall not receive pay except for the time that the court is actually in session, 
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and none of which compensation to the deputies shall be shared in by the 
sheriff. 


Section 14. The clerk and the register of this court shall each have 
and maintain an official seal of this court. 


Section 15. All laws pertaining to costs and fees in cases in the 
circuit court and criminal cases in the county court as provided by the 
general laws of this state shall be applicable to this court except as herein 
otherwise provided. A trial tax of $2.00 is imposed in each case, criminal 
and civil both at law and equity, excepting juvenile cases, which is docketed 
in said court to be taxed and collected as other costs in said court, and 
when collected, to be paid into the county treasury for the benefit of the 
general fund. 


Section 16. Act No. 415, H. 665, approved September 24, 1919 en- 
titled “An Act to establish a county court for Morgan County, to define its 
jurisdiction and power, to provide for its officers, their powers, duties and 
compensations, to provide that the said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business, prescribing rules and pro- 
cedures of said court, and to provide for the transfer of certain causes 
now or hereafter pending in the circuit court of Morgan County to the 
Morgan County Court” and all other acts, the subject of which is to amend 
or modify the act above entitled, are hereby repealed and “The Morgan 
County Court” as created and amended thereby is hereby abolished. 


Section 17. All cases and causes pending in “The Morgan County 
Court” including law, equity, criminal and juvenile cases, together with the 
records pertaining to such pending cases shall be transferred to “The 
Morgan County Court of Alabama” on the effective date of this act, and 
thereupon “The Morgan County Court of Alabama,” shall immediately after 
this act becomes effective, assume complete jurisdiction over all such pend- 
ing cases, and shall have the same power and control over these cases as 
if they had been originally filed in “The Morgan County Court of Alabama.”

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create, establish and regulate an Inferior Court or County Court for 
the County of Montgomery; to provide and define the jurisdiction of said 
Court, and the terms thereof; to provide for the Judge and the officers of 
such Court, and their powers, duties and compensation; to fix the term of 
office for such Judge, and to fix the fees and costs for such Court; to 
provide rules of procedure for said Court, and for the operation thereof; 
and to provide for registering, and in lien of its judgments. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established an Inferior 
Court. for Montgomery County. Such Court shall be known as and be called 
the Montgomery Cuunty Court. 


Section 2. That said Inferior Court, known as the Montgomery County 
Court, shall have jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices of the 
peace have jurisdiction under the general laws of the State throughout the 
County of Montgomery. Said Court shall have and exercise original and 
final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in Montgomery County 
concurrent in such misdemeanor cases with the jurisdiction now conferred 
by law or that may be conferred hereafter by law upon the circuit courts 
of this State, except as may be herein otherwise provided, and said Court 
shall have preliminary jurisdiction in all felony cases committed in said 
county, that is now or may be hereafter conferred by iaw upon justices 
of the peace. Affidavits may be taken and warrants issued by justices of 
the peace in the respective precints of said county where such justices of the 
peace have jurisdiction to issue such warrants returnable to the said Court 
hereby created. Said Court, except as is otherwise provided in this Act, shall 
conform to and be governed by the rules of practice and procedure, and 
shall have the same power and authority as is now or may be hereafter 
eonferred by law upon justices of the peace of this State in all cases 
wherein the defendant is charged with a felony; and in all cases wherein 
the defendant is charged with a misdemeanor, such Court shall have the 
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same power and authority, and shall conform to and be governed by the 
rules of practice and procedure, evidence and punishment as govern circuit 
courts and courts of like jurisdiction of this State. 


Section 8. That in addition to the power and jurisdiction hereinabove 
conferred upon said Court, it shall have the power and authority and is 
here given jurisdiction to sentence to hard labor for the payment of fine 
and costs. 


Section 4. That in all civil cases arising in Montgomery County, 
wherein the amount involved does not exceed two hundred fifty dollars or the 
value of the property sued for in an action of detinue does not exceed 
two hundred fifty dollars; and in all cases of forcible entry and detainer and 
unlawful detainer cognizable in said county, the said Court shall have and 
exercise final jurisdiction, but it shall not have jurisdiction to try and 
determine actions of libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or actions 
in the nature of ejectment. 


Section 5. That said Court shall have jurisdiction of all bastardy 
cases or proceedings in said county, and all laws now in foree or that may 
be hereafter enacted relating to bastardy proceedings before justices of the 
peace shall apply to and be in force in said Court, and the same rules 
of bp eae before justices of the peace in this State shall also apply in 
said Court. 


Section 6. That the Judge of said Court shall have been a resident of 
Montgomery County for at least five years at the time of his election or 
appointment and shall reside in said county during his continuance in office. 
He shall be at least twenty-five years of age, shall be learned in the law, 
and shall not, during his term of office, practice law in any of the courts 
of this State or of the United States. 


Section 7. That the Honorable Alex A. Marks is named and designated 
and shall be commissioned by the Governor as Judge of this Court and 
ahet hold said office until his successor is elected and qualified as provided 
in this Act. 


Section 8. That the term of office of the Judge of this Court who shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Montgomery County at the general 
election for State and County officers in the year 1966, shall be for six 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1967, and 
every six years thereafter and until his successor is elected or appointed 
and qualified. 


Section 9. After the election of such Judge, the Governor shall issue 
to him a commission, and such Judge, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall take the oath of office in form required by law to be taken 
by the judges of the circuit courts of this State, and any Judge of this 
Court shall be removable for the same causes and in the same manner now 
provided by law for the circuit judges of this State. In cases of a vacancy 
caused by resignation, removal or death of such Judge, or other causes, 
the Governor shall fill the vacancy by appointment, and the person so 
appointed shall hold office as provided in the Constitution of this State. 
In case the Judge of this Court shall be unable at any time to discharge 
the duties of the office from any cause whatsoever, he shall make an order, 
when the facts warrant it, stating the cause of the inability and said order 
shall be entered upon the minutes of the Court. Thereupon the Judge of 
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the said Court shall designate some practicing attorney learned in the law, 
and resident of Montgomery County, to act as special judge during the 
continuance of such disability. The said person so designated by the said 
Judge of said Court shall perform all the duties and exercise all of the 
powers and authority of the Judge of said Court, and hold such office until 
the regular Judge of said Court shall be able to resume the duties of the 
office. While so acting such special judge shall receive the same compensa- 
tion for each day he is holding court as the regular Judge of this Court, 
which compensation shall be paid out of the county treasury upon a warrant 
drawn by the Judge of this Court showing that said special judge has 
performed the duties of his office for the period of time he has served as 
such special judge. If for any reason the Judge of this Court is unable to 
appoint a special judge, he shall be appointed by the clerk of this Court 
hereinafter provided for. 


Section 10. That the salary of the Judge of this Court shall be nine 
thousand (9,000.00) dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments out of the general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, 
upon warrants drawn upon the county treasury, in the same manner as the 
salaries of the other county officers are now paid. 


Section 11. That the Judge of said Court shall appoint a clerk who 


shall hold office during the term for which said Judge was elected or 
appouiited, Said clerk shall give a bond in a rene! sum of not Tess than Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) payable to the County of Montgomery, and 
conditioned to faithfully perform the duties of his office, and said bond 
shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of Montgomery County and 
must be approved by him. Upon said bond there shall be the same liabilities 
and remedies as upon the bonds of the circuit court clerks of this State 
It shall be the duty of said clerk to keep all the records and files of said 
Court in an orderly manner. The Court shall also have a seal which the 
clerk shall keep in the office of the clerk of said Court. The clerk of said 
Court shall have the power and authority to administer oaths and take 
acknowledgements and affidavits in all cases in which oaths, acknowledge- 
ments and affidavits are required or permitted by law. and to sign and is- 
sue ali processes issuing oui of said Court, including warrants, affi- 
davits, summons, subpoenas, writs, executions, commitments, and re- 
leases of said Court. The clerk shall also have the power and author- 
ity toe take acknowledgements of convevance, and to fix bail in all 
eases where a person charged with crime is entitled to bail under any 
warrant issued by said clerk; and to issue any and all other processes 
necessary for the conduct of the business of the said Court, and to approve 
all bonds in civil and criminal cases, and to enter all judgments and orders of 
said Court; and he shall certify all appeals, certiorari and transcripts; but 
all judgments and orders of said Court shall be signed by the Judge thereof. 
For the services of the clerk in taking affidavits and issuing warrants the 
clerk of said Court is entitled to the same compensation now, or which may 
hereafter be, allowed by law to justices of the peace of this State. In addi- 
tion to the powers hereinabove conferred upon said clerk, he or she shall 
have the power to issue peace warrants for a breach of the peace and search 
warrants to be executed either in the day time or night time, and he or 
she shall also have all the powers and authority, ministerial and judicial, 
now, or which may hereafter be, vested in clerks of the circuit courts of 
this State. The salary of said clerk shall be payable in monthly installments 
out of the general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, upon war- 
rants drawn upon the certificate of the Judge of said Court that said clerk 
has performed the duties of his office for such month, the amount of such 
salary to be fixed from time to time by the Personnel Board of the City 
and County of Montgomery, so long as said Personnel Board shall continue 
to exist, and thereafter by the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County. 
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Section 12. That the clerk of said Court shall keep a docket of civil 
cases in which must be entered all civil actions brought in said Court, the 
names of the parties, the character of the action, the name of the attorney 
by whom brought, and the sheriff’s return, and in which must be entered 
all judgments and orders of the Judge of said Court. The clerk shall also 
keep a criminal docket in which must be entered all criminal cases in their 
order, showing the nature of the offense, the return of the sheriff, the 
amount of bail and the orders and judgments showing the disposition of 
all cases. The clerk shall also keep in said dockets, both civil and criminal 
the names of all witnesses subpoenaed, the date of such subpoenas and the 
sheriff’s return thereon. The clerk shall show on said dockets every execu- 
tion that has been issued and the date thereof, the amount of the costs, and 
all other matters that may be necessary to keep a perfect record at all pro- 
ceedings had in said Court. All the records and files of said Court shall be 
open to the public for inspection free of charge. 


Section 138. That the Judge of said Court shall appoint a deputy 
clerk of said Court who shall hold office in like manner and for the same 
term as the clerk of said Court. Such deputy clerk shall have and exercise all 
the rights, duties and powers of the clerk of said Court, and he or she shall 
give bond conditioned and payable as the bond of the clerk of said Court, 
which bond shall be in a penal sum of not less than Five Thousand Dollars 
($5,000.00) and filed in the office of the judge of probate of Montgomery 
County and approved by him. The premiums on the bonds of the clerk and 
deputy clerk shall be paid by the County of Montgomery. The salary of 
said deputy clerk shall be payable in monthly installments out of the 
general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, upon warrants drawn 
upon the certificate of the Judge of said Court that said deputy clerk has 
performed the duties of his office for such month, the amount of such 
salary to be fixed from time to time by the Personnel Board of the City 
and County of Montgomery, so long as said Personnel Board shall continue 
to exist, and thereafter by the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County. 


Section 14. Neither the Judge of said Court, clerk, deputy clerk, nor 
other personnel shall receive any other compensation than the salaries 
herein provided to be paid to them, and all fees, fines and forfeitures must 
be paid to the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County or to the State of 
Alabama as provided by law. 


Section 15. That from all final judgments rendered in civil cases by 
the Judge of this Court either party shall have the right of appeal to the 
circuit court of Montgomery County, and from convictions in this Court in 
criminal cases the defendant shall have the same right of appeal to said 
circuit court. All appeals from this Court to the circuit court shall be 
governed by the laws relating to certiorari and appeals from the courts of 
justices of the peace of this State, except that an appeal or certiorari from 
this Court must be taken within fifteen days from the rendition of any final 
judgment of this Court. 


Section 16. That no trial or prosecution shall be instituted in this Court 
by indictment by any grand jury, but all trials or prosecutions in this Court 
shall be begun upon an affidavit and warrant. All trials of misdemeanors in 
this Court shall be without a jury, and no trial by jury can be demanded. 
The Judge of this Court shall determine both the law and the facts and shall 
award the punishment which the character of the offense demands. No state- 
ment of the offense need be made other than that contained in the affidavit 
and warrant of arrest. If the defendant sees fit to appeal from a judgment 
of conviction by this Court, a jury trial may be demanded at the time of 
taking such appeal to the circuit court and the case shall be tried in the 
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circuit court de novo as is now provided by law and shail be governed in all 
respects by the rules and regulations as now provided by law, or which may 
hereafter be provided by law in the trial of cases appealed from the courts of 
the justices of the peace of this State. 


Section 17. That whenever there is any defect or other objection found 
in the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint, or warrant pending 
in such Court, the solicitor or other person prosecuting for the State shall 
have the right to amend said warrant to which objection is found and make 
the same sufficient. The Judge may also cause the clerk of said Court to 
issue a new warrant and affidavit for the prosecution of said cause. 


Section 18. That all proceedings as to bail, conditional judgments, 
forfeitures, judgments final and alias warrants of arrest shall be the same 
in this Court as are now or may be hereafter provided for by law. Condition- 
al judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made absolute, and the 
same orders and judgments made and taken in such matters as could be 
made or taken in the circuit courts of this State, and the same procedure 
shall be followed. 


Section 19. That when a fine is assessed said Court may allow de- 
fendant to confess judgment, with good and sufficient sureties, for the fine 
and costs. as provided by the general laws of this State. Execution may 
issue for the fine and costs, or any portion thereof remaining unpaid the 
same as in civil cases. The clerk may issue execution against the defendant 
and his sureties on all confessions of judgment after the time fixed for the 
payment of same in the order of the Court, said execution to be returnable 
within ninety days after the issuance thereof. Immediately after the execu- 
tion is delivered to the Sheriff of Montgomery County the same shall be 
a lien on all the property of the defendants in said execution, and it shall 
iy the duty of the sheriff to collect such execution in the time stated 
therein. 


Section 20. That in any prosecution in this Court, if it appears to the 
Court to be malicious or frivoious, the Court may tax the preseeuter or the 
person who made the affidavit with the costs, and when the costs are im- 
nosed on the prosecutor or person who made the complaint or affidavit, he 
may coniess juagment for the seme with good and sufficient sureties, and 
failing to do so, or to pay the same presently, he may be imprisoned in the 
county jail or sentenced to hard labor for the County for not exceeding 


ten days. 


Section 21. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors now in 
force, or that hereafter may be enacted shall apply to and extend to this 
Court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by this Act. 
The Judge of this Court shall have discretionary power and authority to 
dismiss any misdemeanor prosecution upon the payment of costs by any 
defendant charged with a misdemeanor in said Court. 


Section 22. The Judge of this Court in addition to the powers con- 
ferred by this act, shall have authority to take acknowledgements and proofs 
of all deeds of conveyance required by law to be recorded and certify the 
same for registration; to perform marriage ceremonies the same as the 
circuit judges of this State; to administer oaths and take affidavits in all 
cases in which oaths and affidavits are required by law; to issue search 
warrants, to take recognizances, admit to bail, approve bail bonds in and 
out of court, and do every act and issue every process, mense or final, 
necessary to effect the due administration of the laws in cases of offenses, 
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jurisdiction of or powers over which are conferred by this Act; to correct 
after final judgment any error in judgment or process upon the whole 
record; to secure parties or privies in their rights against any oppression 
or abuse of execution, or other process, or upon any release, discharge or 
payment after judgment. 


Section 28. That the solicitor of the circuit court of Montgomery 
County or the assistant solicitor shall be required to attend said Court, and 
shall be the prosecuting officer therein; and shall, also, represent the State 
in all preliminary trials for felony in such Court. For every conviction of a 
misdemeanor in said Court where the defendant pleads not guilty and goes 
to trial there shall be taxed and collected as part of the costs in each 
case the same solicitor’s fees provided for convictions in such cases in the 
circuit courts of this State, but no solicitor’s fees shall be taxed or charged 
in any case where the defendant pleads guilty and pays the fine and other 
costs assessed by the Court. 


Section 24. That the Judge of said Court shall have the power to 
punish for contempt in all cases where judges of the circuit courts of this 
State can punish for contempt by a fine of not exceeding fifty dollars and 
by Sn peoumen in the County jail for not exceeding five days, either 
or both. 


Section 25. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of said Court after 
the lapse of fifteen days from the rendition of any final judgment in any 
civil suit therein, if an appeal is not taken, unless otherwise directed by the 
court, to issue executions on all judgments in favor of the successful party, 
which must be signed by the clerk, dated on the day it was issued, and made 
returnable not less than twenty nor more than sixty days from date of its 
issue and the clerk shall place the same in the hands of the sheriff; alias 
writs shall be made returnable in like manner. 


Section 26. Upon the rendition of judgment, execution may be issued 
by leave of the Court before the time described in Section 25 of this Act for 
the issuance of executions if the plaintiff, his agent or attorney shows 
sufficient cause thereof by affidavit, but the defendant is not prevented 
thereby from moving for a new trial nor deprived of any other right that 
he would otherwise have had. 


Section 27. That all processes of what ever nature or kind issued out 
of said Court, shall be directed “To any Sheriff of the State of Alabama,” 
who shall either by self or deputy execute the same with diligence. Pro- 
vided, however, in any civil case or matter service of any process or pro- 
cesses issuing out of this Court may be by certified mail in lieu of any 
other service of process now or hereafter provided for by law. The pro- 
cedure for service of process by certified mail under this Act shall be the 
same as now provided for under the general law for service by certified 
mail in lieu of registered mail, except that service of process under this 
Act by certified mail shall not be limited to cases and matters in which 
service is authorized by registered mail. Where service is to be by certified 
mail the clerk of the Court shall require the party for whose benefit the 
process is issued to deposit with him sufficient funds to pay mailing costs 
and postal fees. 


Section 28. That the sheriff of said County shall in person or by his 
deputy or deputies attend on such Court at all times when the same is in 
session, to preserve order, to execute its processes, and to perform such 
other duties in all respects as is required by the circuit courts of this State, 
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and he shall furnish all such other subordinate officers as may be necessary 
to expedite the business of said Court, the same as are required under the 
laws governing him as an officer of the circuit court. The Judge of such 
Court shall have authority to exercise general supervision of the sheriff and 
his deputies that they may attend strictly to the prompt and diligent dis- 
charge of their duties in all matters pertaining to the proper dispatch of 
the business of the Court and the preservation of order therein. 


Section 29. That the sheriff shall receive for his services in said 
Court, in civil and in criminal cases the same fees as are now or may here- 
after be provided by law for similar services in the circuit courts of this 
State, to be taxed as costs in such cases. The fees allowed the sheriff and 
witnesses shall be paid directly to them. 


Section 80. That the same fees and costs that are now or may here- 
after be allowed by law to justices of the peace in all civil and criminal 
cases shall be taxed and collected by the clerk in such cases in said Court 
in the same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided by law for 
taxing and collecting costs in the courts of justices of the peace in this 
State, and when collected shall be paid by the clerk of said Court once a 
month into the treasury of said county; provided that in civil cases for 
summons and proceedings thereon to judgment, if judgment be for more 
than one hundred dollars the fee shall be one dollar and fifty cents. 


Section 31. That said Court shall be held in the County Court House 
of Montgomery County and the Board of Revenue of said County shall 
provide suitable and adequate rooms for the Court and its officers, and 
shall supply them with all necessary records, books, files, stationery, 
stamps used for official business, typewriters, telephones, or other proper 
facilities for the efficient discharge and performance of the work and duties 
of the Court and its officers. The Board of Revenue of said County shall 
also pay the salary or salaries of clerical personnel in addition to the clerk 
and deputy clerk of this Court provided for in Sections 11 and 13 of this 
Act, when, in the opinion of the Board of Revenue of said County, after 
requesi therefor by the Judge of said Conrt, such additional clerical person- 
nel is needed for the efficient discharge and performance of the work of the 
Court and its officers; such additional clerical personnel to be paid a salary 
or salaries to he fixed by the Personne! Board of the City and County of 
Montgomery, and be subject to all the pertinent ruies and reguiuiions of 
the said Board governing employees of Montgomery County, so long as the 
said Personnel Board shall continue to exist, and thereafter the salary or 
salaries of such additional clerical personnel shall be as determined by the 
Board of Revenue of Montgomery County. 


Section 32. The Judge of said Court shall be deemed a county officer 
within the meaning of the general election laws and other laws of this 
State and such general election laws shall govern the election of such Judge, 
unless otherwise provided in this Act.

Section 38. That if for any reason any section, clause, or provisions of 
this Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be deemed 
or held to affect any other section, clause, or provision, but the same shall 
remain in full force and effect. 


Section 39. That all laws, whether local, general, or special, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed, 
insofar as they may conflict with the provisions of this Act. 
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Section 40. That this Act shall take effect on the first day of 
October, 1961.

partly within the limits of the City of Montgomery. Said Court shall have 
and exercise original and final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed 
in Montgomery County concurrent in such misdemeanor cases with the 
jurisdiction now conferred by law or that may be conferred hereafter by 
law upon the Circuit Courts of this State, except as may be herein other- 
wise provided, and said Court shall have preliminary jurisdiction in all

Said Court shall have jurisdiction of all bastardy cases 
or proceedings in said county, and all laws now in force or that may be 
hereafter enacted relating to bastardy proceedings before justices of the 
peace shall apply to and be in force in said Court, and the same rules of 
procedure before justices of the peace in this State shall also apply in 
said Court. 


“Section 6. The judge of the Montgomery County Court created by 
act of the legislature enacted at the regular session, 1961, shall be ex 
officio judge of the court of Common Pleas of Montgomery and shall serve 
as such without compensation. 


“Section 7. All civil and criminal cases now pending in any court 
that has been or may be abolished or superseded by this act shall be trans- 
terred for final dispusitivi to the Court created hy this act, and the 
dockets, official papers and records of such abolished or superseded court 
shall be delivered to the court created by this act. 


“Section 8. The clerk of the Montgomery County Court shall be ex 
officio clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Montgomery and shall serve 
as such without compensation.

The Court 
shall also have a seal which the clerk shall keep in the office of the clerk 
of said Court. The clerk of said Court shall have the power and authority 
to administer oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits in all cases in 
which vaths, acknowledgments and affidavits are required or permitted by 
law, and to sign and issue all processes issuing out of said Court, including 
warrants, affidavits, summons, subpoenas, writs, executions, commitments, 
and releases of said Court.

Section 1. All elected officials or former elected officials of Mobile 
County or any incorporated municipality therein shall be covered under the 
retirement system or systems applicable to their respective governmental 
agencies, in the same manner as other employes, except as herein otherwise 
provided.

In all criminal cases in this court hereby established, 
wherein justices of the peace formerly had jurisdiction there shall not be 
charged a solicitor’s fee. In all other criminal cases solicitor’s fees shall be 
taxed and collected as provided for under the general laws of the State 
of Alabama for criminal cases. 


Section 9. The judge of the Lauderdale County Court must be a 
resident and qualified elector of Lauderdale County, admitted to the practice 
of law in the State of Alabama and not less than 23 years of age. The 
county governing body shall immediately after this Act becomes effective, 
and every four years thereafter, and at such times as a vacancy may occur 
appoint a judge of the Lauderdale County Court from among at least two 
persons nominated by the Lauderdale County Bar Association. Such 
nominations by the Lauderdale County Bar Association shall be certified 
to the county governing body by letter over the signature of the duly 
elected president of said Lauderdale County Bar Association. Should the 
county governing body fail or refuse to appoint a judge from among nomi- 
nees submitted by the Lauderdale County Bar Association within 14 days 
after receiving the names of such nominees, the Presiding Circuit Judge of 
Lauderdale County Circuit Court is empowered and directed to make such 
appointment from among these persons nominated by the Lauderdale 
County Bar Association. The judge shall take and subscribe to the con- 
stitutional oath of office before he enters upon the discharge of the duties 
of his office. He shall take office on the day after his appointment, and 


of iaw; provided, however, that he shall not act as attorney in any matter 
previously heard in this court nor shall he practice criminal law in any 
court of Lauderdale County, Alabama, 


Section 10. The judge of the Lauderdale County Court shall receive 
a salary which shall be fixed by the county governing body of Lauderdale 
County, but in no event shall such salary be less than Forty-eight Hundred 
($4,800) Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of 
the general fund of Lauderdale County, Alabama, upon warrant of the 
Probate Judge of Lauderdale County. The Probate Judge is hereby 
authorized and directed to issue such warrants monthly. 


Section 11. The Circuit Court Clerk of Lauderdale County shall be 
eX-Officio ciecxK of the Lauderdale County Court. Said clerk shall have the 
power to issue search warrants and shall also have all the powers and 
authority, both ministerial and judicial, which are now or which may here- 
after be vested in the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County. 
Said clerk shall be entitled to fees in all civil causes as hereinafter set 
out in section 15 and in all criminal cases the clerk shall be entitled to the 
same fees, and shall be paid in the same manner as are now or may 
hereafter be allowed to ex-officio clerks of county courts, law and equity 
courts and courts of like jurisdiction under the general laws of the State 
of Alabama. The county governing body may require a bond of the clerk 
not to exceed Five Thousand ($5,000) Dollars. 
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Section 12. The clerk of the Lauderdale County Court shall keep a 
docket book or books in which he shall make fair and accurate entries of 
all causes brought before the court, and shail keep minutes of all the pro- 
ceedings, including the service and return of process, the appearance of 
such parties as may appear, the fact of trial, the judgment, including dam- 
ages, fine and sentence, with costs separately stated, the issuing of execution 
and to whom issued, with the date thereof and the return thereon, and a 
memorandum of the items of all costs, including witness fees, which shall 
be in the same amount and paid in the same manner as now exists in the 
Cireuit Court of Lauderdale County. The docket or a certified copy thereof 
shall be evidence of the matters therein stated. The clerk shall also be 
under the duty to do any and all other acts necessary or incident to the 
efficient operation of the court created by this Act. 


Section 18. Said court shall be in session continuously from day to 
day. Cases may be set for trial at any time. The clerk of said court shall 
keep and maintain a trial calendar and the placing of any case on said trial 
calendar with the date of trial shall be notice to all persons. 


Section 14. (a) A civil action shall be commenced by the filing of a 
statement of a claim, including the last known address of the defendant, in 
concise form and free from technicalities. 


(b) <A notice to appear shall be served on the defendant to which shall 
be attached a copy of the verified statement of claim, and such service 
shall be sufficient to give the court jurisdiction of the premises. The time 
for appearance shall be not more than ten days from the date of the service 
of said notice, after which time a hearing on the claim shall be had. All 
processes issued by the court shall be served by the Sheriff of Lauderdale 
County or by Registered or Certified mail with return receipt, or by any 
person not a party to or otherwise interested in the suit, especially 
appointed by the judge for that purpose. For the service of such processes, 
the Sheriff shall receive the same fees as are allowed by law to him for 
similar services performed in the Circuit Court. 


(c) When notice is to be served by Registered or Certified mail, the 
clerk shall enclose a copy of the statement of claim, verification, if any 
there be, and notice in an envelope addressed to the defendant at his last 
known address, prepay the postage and mail the same forthwith, noting 
on the record the day and hour of mailing. When the return receipt indi- 
eating that delivery has been made to the defendant is received, the clerk 
shall attach the same to the original statement of claim and it shall con- 
stitute prima facie evidence of service upon the defendant. 


(d) When service is by a private individual, as above provided, he 
shall make proof of service by an affidavit, showing the time and place of 
service on the defendant. 


(e) The plaintiff shall be entitled to a judgment by default, without 
further proof, upon failure of defendant to appear as ordered by the court. 
When the claim of the plaintiff is verified and for a liquidated amount 
damages may be assessed without further proof; when the amount is 
unliquidated, plaintiff shall be required to present proof of his damages. 


Section 15. The clerk shall be allowed a fee of $3.50 in all cases in 
which the matter in controversy does not exceed $100.00, and in all cases in 
which the matter in controversy exceeds $100.00, the clerk shall be allowed 
a fee of $6.00; provided, however, that in all proceedings of garnishment, 
replevin, and attachment the fee allowable to the clerk shall be $7.00. In 
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addition to all other costs, the clerk shall collect the sum of Fifty cents 
($.50) per case library tax. 


Section 16. (a) On the return day or within ten days thereafter, as 
the judge may designate, the trial shall be had. Immediately prior to the 
trial of any case, the judge shall make earnest effort to settle the con- 
troversy by conciliation. If the judge fails to induce the parties to settle 
their differences without a trial, he shall proceed with a hearing on the 
merits. 


(b) The judge shall conduct the trial in such manner as to do 
substantial justice between the parties according to the rules of sub- 
stantive law, and all rules and regulations relating to pleading, practice and 
procedure shall be liberally construed so as to administer justice. 


(c) If the plaintiff fails to appear, the suit may be dismissed for want 
of prosecution, or defendant may proceed to a trial on the merits, or the 
case may be continued, as the judge may direct. If both parties fail to ap- 
pear, the judge may continue the case, or order the same dismissed for 
want of prosecution, or may make any other just and proper disposition 
thereof as justice may require. 


Section 17. The judge of said court shall forthwith from time to time 
make rules for a simple, inexpensive and speedy procedure to effectuate 
the purposes of this Act and shall have full power to prescribe, modify and 
improve the civil forms to be used therein, including forms of writs of at- 
tachment, garnishment and replevin. All rules and forms authorized by 
this section shall be effective upon approval of the presiding Judge of the 
Circuit Court of the Circuit in which Lauderdale County is located. 


Section 18. (a) Judgments of the Lauderdale County Court may be 
recorded in the same manner, under the same conditions and, when so 
registered, shall have the same effect as judgments in circuit courts. 


(b) Upon judgment being entered in any cause, execution may there- 
upon be issued against the party against whom the judgment is rendered 
for the amount of such judgment and costs, and such execution shall be 
directed to any sheriff or constabie of the State of Alabaiia, and shall be 
of full force throughout the State. 


Section 19. Prosecution for misdemeanors committed in Lauderdale 
County may be commenced in this court by making an affidavit before the 
judge or clerk of said court, writ on said affidavit to be issued by the 
clerk and when the defendant is arrested on such affidavit, said cause 
shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant had 
been indicted by a grand jury. An amendment of the affidavit without the 
defendant’s consent shall entitle the defendant to a continuance. 


Section 20. There shall be no right to trial by jury in the Lauderdale 
County Court, either in civil or criminal cases. 


Section 21. Appeals may be had to the Circuit Court of Lauderdale 
County from judgments returned in the Lauderdale County Court, in the 
same manner that appeals may be taken from judgments in justice of the 
peace courts, and all provisions of law which apply to and govern appeals 
from justice of the peace courts shall also apply to and govern appeals 
from the Lauderdale County Court. 
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Section 22. The county governing body shall furnish suitable quarters 
for the court hereby established and provide the necessary forms, books, 
records, stationery, equipment and supplies required for the efficient 
functioning of the court. 


Section 28. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not effect 
the part which remains. 


Section 24. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 25. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Whereas records indicate that this may be the largest family of men 
to have enlisted in the Confederate army, 


Now therefore, be it resolved that the legislature of the State of Ala-

Gentlemen: 
I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill No. 
244, as amended, with the following suggested Executive Amendment: 
Substitute the following for House Bill 244, as amended: 
“A Bill 


To Be Entitled 
An Act 


To regulate further primary elections held for the purpose of nominat- 
ing candidates for election as representatives in Congress. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
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Section 1. If any political party holds primary elections for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election as representatives in the Congress 
of the United States from Alabama, in 1962, or at any time thereafter until 
the state is redivided into eight congressional districts, such elections shall 
only be held as provided in this Act. 


Section 2. On the day of the first primary election held in May 1962, 
and every two years thereafter, until the state is redivided into eight con- 
gressional districts, a candidate for election as representative in Congress 
may be named by vote of the qualified electors of each of the nine congress- 
ional districts described in Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Section 426. 
The name of the candidate receiving the largest number of votes in the dis- 
trict shall be certified by the chairman of the state executive committee of 
the party holding the primary to the probate judges of the several counties 
of the state, who shall cause the names of such candidates as so certified 
to be placed upon the ballots or voting machines to be used in a statewide 
runoff primary election, which shall be held on the fourth Tuesday next 
following the date of the first primary. The names of the eight candidates 
receiving the highest number of votes cast in the Statewide runoff primary 
shall be certified by said state chairman to the secretary of state as the 
party’s nominees for election to Congress at the ensuing general election. 
Every voter who votes in the runoff primary must vote for eight and only 
eight of the candidates whose names appear on the ballots; provided, how- 
ever, that if the Congress, at the present session or the next session, au- 
thorizes nine (9) members of Congress for Alabama, then this bill shall 
have no force nor effect and the present nine (9) congressional districts in 
Alabama shall remain as they are now situated. 


Section 3. Except as otherwise provided in this Act, primaries held 
for the purpose of nominating candidates for election as representatives in 
Congress shall be conducted in the same way and according to the same 
laws as prescribed for conducting other primaries. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repeaied. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pass- 
age and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.” 


In a message to the Legislature last May I urged enactment of a con- 
gressional redistricting bill which would be fair to the people of every 
county and section of Alabama. In my considered judgment, House Bill 
244, as amended, which dissects Jefferson County into four parts and 
deprives our most heavily-populated area of direct representation in Con- 
gress is not a fair and equitable answer to the redistricting problem. 


It is the fundamental duty and obligation of the governor to serve and 
promote the best interests of our entire state. Because I am convinced that 
Mouse Bill 244, as amended, is injurions and unfair, not only to Jefferson 
County, its multiple thousands of industrial workers and its great pro- 
ductive enterprises, but to the people of Alabama as a whole, I am returning 
it without my approval for the following reasons: 


1. Redistricting has been necessitated by the loss of population during 
the last decade in some Alabama sectors; yet House Bill 244, as amended, 
goes to the center of growth and economic development, destroys a con- 
gressional district which has greatly increased in population, and Pemstines 
that area for its progress. 
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2. This bill would be interpreted, in and out of Alabama, as creating 
an unfavorable industrial climate calculated to work irreparable injury 
upon our state for years to come. Needed industries would regard it as 
an unfriendly legislative act toward prospective creators of plants and 
payrolls. The effect on our industrial workers, many of whom now are 
in need of jobs, could be catastrophic. 


3. Historically, our Legislature has respected and protected our 67 
counties as political entities. Never has an Alabama county been parti- 
tioned except by consent. This bill would destroy that basic tradition and 
establish a dangerous precedent for the future. I would unhesitatingly go 
to the assistance of any county in Alabama if that county were the victim 
of detrimental] legislation. 


4, Admittedly, any county in this state or in any state of the United 
States with sufficient population might conceivably and justifiably be 
divided into more than one congressional district. But to divide a single 
county, having enough population to warrant a congressional district of 
itself and in fact being the most populous county and congressional dis- 
trict in the state into four separate parts and parceling these out to sur- 
rounding congressional districts so as to divest the citizens of that county 
of direct representation in Congress, is to me unthinkable, unwise, above all 
wrong, and therefore unconstitutional, when considered from the stand- 
point of constitutional government in its larger concept. 


5. Growing areas should not be required to take the brunt of this re- 
districting program. This is not the democratic way to settle the problem. 
It is inconsistent with the sense of fair play which all Alabamians share. 
To deny the people of our most populous county a concerted voice in a con- 
gressional district is illogical, unwarranted, punitive and unjust. 


6. I believe that House Bill 244, as amended and passed, would have 
wide-flung repercussions tending to divide our people, retard our steady 
economic advance and jeopardize the harmony, cooperation and friendly 
understanding now existing between the people of all of our counties. 


I submit for your consideration the above executive amendment to 
House Bill 244 which, if adopted, will prevent injustice and harm to our 
state and approach the problem in a way that is democratic and eminently 
fair to every member of our splendid congressional delegation and to the 
people of every county in the State of Alabama. 


On the first day of this Regular Session of the Legislature, May 2, 
1961, I appeared before you and stated to you that we had serious problems 
facing us in this session. One of the problems which I had in mind at that 
time was the congressional redistricting of the State. I stated to you that 
we must do everything that we possibly can to better serve every citizen of 
Alabama. I further stated, and I quote, “It is our duty to lay aside personal 
desires, political aspirations, and feelings of regionalism so that we may 
discharge our duties in a manner that will merit the confidence of all Ala- 
bamians.” House Bill 244, as amended, in my opinion, was not motivated 
in the best interest of all of our citizens, but on the other hand was mo- 
tivated by personal desires, political considerations and feelings of region- 
alism. As you know, I did not take part in the deliberations of the Legis- 
lature while this bill was under consideration before your bodies. However, 
realizing that it is the duty of the Governor of Alabama to represent all 
of the citizens of our state no matter who they are or where they live, I

eannot conscientiously allow a bill to become law without my signature 
or to sign a bill into law which has been so motivated. 


Adoption of the above suggested amendment will remove my objections 
to the bill and resolve this problem in a democratic manner by giving the 
people themselves a direct voice in the matter. With adjournment almost 
at hand, I recommend this as the best way, under the circumstances now 
existing, to deal with the issue on a basis of democratic action and fair 
play at this time. The people of Alabama, always noted for their fairness, 
can be depended upon to render a just verdict and judgment. ;

WHEREAS, according to a resolution adopted by the Alabama State 
Board of Education at its meeting on August 17, 1961, at Montgomery, 
Alabama, the public elementary and high schools of Alabama have suffered 
a severe financial loss of $20,364,849 due to four years of proration and 
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face a further loss of $14,352,757 because of an estimated proration of 
18.6 per cent during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1961; and thirty 
county and sixteen city school systems closed the 1959-60 year with a 
deficit in the General Fund with short-term loans amounting to $6,565,274 
and accounts payable amounting to $1,944,358 for a total indebtedness of 
$8,509,632; and sixty-seven school systems have recently reported they 
will close the fiscal year ending September 30, 1961, in debt, while many 
school systems were unable to secure the necessary loans to complete 
the school year 1960-61; and the public schools of Alabama face a very 
precarious and uncertain future as evidenced by the following facts: 


1. e goodly number of teachers were not paid when their salaries were 
ue. 


2. There is speculation that salaries of teachers may have to be re- 
duced next year. 


8. There has been considerable publicity in recent weeks regarding the 
possibility that some school systems may be unable to open their 
schools this fall. 


4, Although the schools open on schedule, many of them may be unable 
to continue for the normal term of nine months. 


5. Several school systems have announced the postponement of the 
opening of schools. 


6. The flight of teachers from Alabama continues at a record-breaking 
rate.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The heads of the divisions and subdivision of the Circuit 
Court of Mobile County, Alabama, namely The Circuit Court Clerk and 
Circuit Court Register, or their duly appinted deputies, shall be authorized 
to cause any record, document, plat, court file, books, maps, paper or writing 
made, acquired or received as required by law, now on hand and which 
may in the future be required by law, to be photographed or microfilmed 
or by other permanent reproduction. Such photographs, microfilms, re- 
produced prints made therefrom, when duly authenticated by the custodian 
thereof, shall have the same force and effect at law as the original record 
or of a record made by any other legally authorized means, and may be 
offered in like manner and shall be received in evidence in any court where 
such original record, or record made by other legally authorized means, 
could have been so introduced and received. Provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this Act shall not apply to the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare, the State Health Department, the State Board of Health, the State 
Department of Industrial Relations, or to any other office, court, commis- 
sion, board, institution, department or agency of the State which is other- 
wise authorized by law to provide for the reproduction of its records. 


Section 2. The aforementioned Clerk and Register, or their deputies, 
shall be charged with the full responsibility of such reproduction of all 
public records as heretofore authorized by law; that an index to this record 
be kept on the consolidated docket sheet of the causes filed. 


Section 8. The defrayment of the costs of such reproductions of such 
records and the costs of equipment, supplies and personnel required for 
the maintenance, use and operation of such records by such Court shall be 
paid by the Court of Mobile out of the General Fund of said County. 


Section 4. All provisions of any Act inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby expressly repealed to the extent of such inconsist- 
ency, 


Section 5. If any section or part of any section of this Act is declared 
to be unconstitutional, the remainder of the Act shall not thereby be 
invalidated. 


Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1. The Tax Assessor of any county in this State having a 
population of not less than 300,000 nor more than 500,000 according to the 
last or any subsequent Federal decennial census shail have the prime 
responsibility and authority as hereinafter provided for assessing all prop- 
erty subject to ad valorem taxes within such county which are subject to 
assessment by him, within any such county and shall, also, have the prime 
responsibility and authority as hereinafter provided for equalizing the 
asessments against all such property. 


Section 2. As soon as practicable after the provisions of this Act are 
effective in any county of this State the Tax Assessor shall divide the 
county into districts for the purpose of setting up the geographic listing 
of assessments as required herein. All such divisions of such counties 
shall be made in such a manner as to clearly define the district and shall 
parallel and conform to any and all plat books maintained by such Tax 
Assessor in accordance with Sections 66, 67 and 68, Title 51, Code of Ala- 
bama, 1940, as amended. The names of all recorded subdivisions shall be 
used where applicable to describe parcels grouped together within such sub- 
divisions and/or additions thereto or subdivisions thereof. For undeveloped 
or sparsely developed (less than 20 persons per acre) areas the division 
shall be by township and range.

Section 3. The Tax Assessor, in addition to all other duties placed on 
him by law, shall prepare and maintain in a current, up-to-date fashion a 
geographic listing of all assessments made by him. Such geographic list- 
ing shall conform to and parallel any and all plat book listings of property 
owners (or assessors) as are kept by any such Tax Assessors in accordance 
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with the provisions of Sections 66, 67 and 68, Title 51, Code of Alabama, 
1946, as amended, and shall be kept as an integral part of any such plat 
books, with the entries required herein entered on the same page as the 
name information maintained as part of the plat book records. Any tax 
Assessor coming under the provisions of this Act is hereby required to 
maintain the plat book listings of property owners (or assessors) in a cur- 
rent, up-to-date manner.

All information and/ 
or entries as required within this section shall be neat and legible, either 
printed, handwritten, or typewritten, in a color other than red or green, 
and presented in such a manner on the page that a searcher (for informa- 
tion) after examining the plat book to determine the identifying number, 
letter, or symbol of the property, may, by referring to the left-hand column 
of the geographic listing of assessments, find the particular number, letter 
or symbol of the parcel of property in its proper numeric, or other logi- 
cal sequence. All information required, or listed, in addition to the identi- 
fying description, shall be on the same line from left to right across the 
page. All listings shall be so spaced horizontally, that three changes in 
any listing may be made beside the initial listing. Whenever any change 
is made either in the assessed or appraised value of a parcel such change 
or changes, along with the assessment ratio, will be entered on the line of 
such listing in the space designated in the Tax Assessor’s record for the 
year in which such change is made, such new information not to include 
the initial description of the parcel. Whenever property, after initial list- 
ing for assessment as a parcel, is divided by sale or subdivision into more 
than one parcel, or more than one parcel is consolidated by purchase or 
otherwise into a lesser number of parcels or into a single parcel, then new 
listings will be made by the Tax Assessor for such changed parcels as 
newly constituted as scen as the same are renorted for assessment by the 
owner or his agent; provided that no parcels having any improvements 
located thereon may be consolidated with other parcels (for assessment) 
except upon written application to the Board of Equalization hy the owner 
or his agent and approval of such application, certified to the Tax Assessor, 
by such Board. In those years wherein no changes are made in a listing 
the space provided in the Tax Assessor’s record for that year shall be left 
blank. Whenever all spaces for one listing have been used by reason of 
such changes, or for any other reason, the Tax Assessor, shall transfer the 
last entry for all listings on such page to a new page and shall insert the 
new page in the place of the old page. The Tax Assessor shall preserve

and the improvements thereon, located within such county which are subject 
to assessment by the Tax Assessor under the general laws of the State 
within a period not to exceed four years.

some conspicuous place in the courthouse of such county should there be no 
newspaper of general circulation within such county, an alphabetical, or 
other logical list of the districts of the county in which he has completed 
the equalization program required by this Act, such lists after the first list 
to be cumulative.

meetings, inspect the geographic listing of all assessments maintained by 
the Tax Assessor in accordance with the provisions of this Act. The Board 
of Equalization shall insure that for each successive three year period, after 
the first four years that this Act has been in effect in any county, the 
ratio of assessments to the appraised value is the same for all parcels in 
the county. Should there be parcels whose ratio of assessments to appraised 
value is not the same as the standard set by the Board of Equalization, 
the Board shall immediately appraise such parcel or parcels, and based 
on such appraisal, make and declare assessments on such properties, which 
assessments so made and entered on the records of the Tax Assessor shall 
be and continue to be the official assessment of such properties. During 
the first four years that this Act is in effect in any county in the State, 
the Board of Equalization of such county shall examine in great detail, the 
records of assessments of such Tax Assessor to ascertain whether or not 
he is proceeding expeditiously to carry out the provisions of this Act and 
shall make public its findings. To accomplish the duties required of it in this 
section any such Board of Equalization shall appoint appraisers and other 
necessary personnel in accordance with the provisions of Section 95, Title 
51, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended, or may with the approval of the 
governing body of the county retain the services of competent, recognized, 
qualified professional appraisers, who are not employed by any person, 
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firm, or corporation other than another professional appraiser, or an associ- 
ation of professional appraisers, to make such appraisal or reviews, to 
properly check all appraisals made by the Tax Assessor, which, in the 
judgment of the Board of Equalization, are either questionable, incorrect, 
or are not compatible with other appraisals in the same district. In the 
event that the appraisals of the Board of Equalization are different from 
the appraisal of the Tax Assessor of any such county the Board of Equaliza- 
tion shall direct its Secretary to correct, in red ink, the Tax Assessor’s 
entry. After reviewing and/or correcting the Tax Assessor’s geographic 
listing of assessments the chairman of the Board of Equalization shall enter 
the year and his initials on each page of the geographic listings of assess- 
ments. 


Section 11. Nothing in this Act shall be construed or interpreted so 
as to allow, authorize, require, or direct the Tax Assessor or the Board 
of Equalization in any county in the State coming under the provisions of 
this Act to alter, adjust, or change the total assessments in such county in 
any manner which might impair any outstanding obligations of such county, 
any political subdivision thereof, any school district, or any governmental 
agency for the payment of which the proceeds of any tax, either in whole 
or in part, derived from, or affected by, the assessments of real property 
within such county has been pledged. 


Section 12. Any appeals from the findings, assessments, or appraisals 
of the Tax Assessor of such counties shall be to the Board of Equalization 
of such counties except as provided in Section 6 of this Act. Where the 
Board of Equalization decides and rules that the Tax Assessor is in error, 
it shall direct its Secretary to change, in red ink, the entry or entries on 
the Tax Assessors records to conform with the ruling of the Board of 
Equalization. Should any person, firm, corporation or association desire to 
appeal any ruling of the Board of Equalization such appeal shall be made 
under the provisions of Title 51, Section 110, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended. Upon final determination of such appeal the Board of Equaliza- 
tion shall make appropriate entry in the Tax Assessor’s records, in green 
ink, to show such final determination, 


Section 18. The Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners, Court of 
County Commissioners, the County Commission, or like governing body 
of any county coming under the provisions of this Act shall furnish to the 
Tax Assessor and Board of Equalization of such County all personnel, 
materials, supplies, and equipment necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. The costs of carrying out the provisions of this Act, insofar as 
they exceed the normal operational costs of the office of the Tax Assessor 
and the Board of Equalization of such county, shall be borne equally by 
the governing body of the county, all boards of education or boards of 
school commissioners within such county, and by any municipality in such 
county, in which the total assessed value of all taxable property is equal 
to or greater than fifty percent of the total assessed value of all taxable 
property located within such county. The governing body of such county 
shall bill such other governmental bodies or agencies, at convenient inter- 
vals, for their portion of the costs of carrying out the provisions of this 
Act. All agencies and governmental bodies contributing to the support of 
the Board of Equalization within such counties shall furnish its share of 
the expenses necessary to provide all personnel, materials, supplies, and 
equipment to permit the Board of Equalization of any such county to carry 
out the provisions of this Act as they pertain to such Board of Equalization. 


Section 14. Whenever used in this Act the word “parcel’ shall mean 
the land and all improvements and additions thereto. 
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Section 15. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 16. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are repealed. 
Section 17. This Act shall become law October 1, 1961, 
And the substitute was adopted.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 23 of Act No. 929 S. 676 approved September 12, 
1951 (General Acts of Alabama, 1951, page 1579) entitled “An act to create 
or provide in or for each and every city of the State of Alabama having a 
population of two hundred and fifty thousand or more inhabitants accord- 
ing to the last or any succeeding federal census a pension and relief or 
retirement and relief system for officers and employees of such city and 
their widows and children; to make the provisions of such system retrospec- 
tive as well as prospective; and, subordinately, to define officers and em- 
ployees of the board of health of any county in which any such city may 
be located as officers and employees of such city for the purpose of retro- 
spective and prospective application of the terms or provisions of such 
system” is hereby amended to read: 
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Section 23. (a) There shall be a board of managers of three members 
for the administration, management and control of the system, including 
administration, management, control, acquisition and disbursement of the 
fund. The board shall consist of the president of the commission of the 
city, who shall be chairman of the board, and two associate members, desig- 
nated, respectively, as “member number one” and “member number two.” 
Member number one shall be appointed by the personnel board to serve 
until death, resignation or appointment of another by the personnel board 
to serve in his stead.

wrong. The board is authorized to borrow money up to the par value of 
the securities of the fund and to pledge such securities for repayment of 
the money borrowed. No money of the fund shall be invested, paid out or 
disbursed except pursuant to order or authorization of the board. The 
board shall be trustee, and have entire management and control of the 
fund, and shall direct investment of monies of the fund not needed to meet 
disbursements provided for in this subdivision in the loans to members 
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hereinabove referred to and in bonds of the United States, the state of

2. To have at least one drill or practice per month in evacuating the 
pupils and teachers in such school or institution to the designated shelter 
area;

That Section 1 and Section 7 of Acts No. 343 of the 1953 regular session 
of the Legislature of Alabama as amended by Act No. 828 of the 1957 
regular session of the Legislature of Alabama, and Section 3 and Section 
4 and Section 5 of Act No. 343 of the 1953 regular session of the Legislature 
of Alabama approved August 17, 1953 are each amended to read as follows: 


Section One. This act is an emergency measure intended to supple- 
ment the civil service or merit system law applicable to all counties having 
a population of 400,000 or more according to the last or any future federal 
census, and to render more effective the law enforcement in such counties 
by providing for the retirement from positions of deputy sheriffs, wardens, 
assistant wardens, transfer agents, prison clerks, or identification clerks, 
those who have reached the age when they can no longer perform the active 
physical duties required of such employees. These measures are intended 
to be temporary in nature and any employee named herein who shall re- 
ceive Two Hundred Fifty dollars ($250.00) or more from any general em- 
ployee’s retirement system in force in such counties now or at the time of 
his retirement shall be barred from participating in the sheriff’s supple- 
mentary retirement fund created hereby provided, however, that this act 
shall apply only to those individuals who are set out in Section 3 of this 
Act. 


Section Three. Any person who was a deputy sheriff, warden, assist- 
ant warden, transfer agent, prison clerk or identification clerk under the 
direct supervision of the sheriff of such counties, and who subscribed to 
any merit system, and who was a member in good standing of the general 
employee’s retirement system under Act No. 328 of the 1945 General Acts 
of the Legislature approved July 6, 1945, and who has retired from his 
duties under the sheriff of such counties prior to July 1, 1962, and who is 
now 65 years old or at the subsequent date of retirement prior to July 1, 
1962 is 65 years old, shall be entitled to benefits as hereinafter provided. 


Section Four. The supplementary retirement fund for deputy sheriffs, 
wardens, assistant wardens, transfer agents, prison clerks, or identification 
clerks, created by Act 310 General Acts of 1949, approved July 28, 1949, 
and continued by Act 330, General Acts of 1951, approved August 1, 1951, 
is hereby continued in operation. All fees and contributions herein provided 
for shall be paid into said special supplementary retirement fund and shall 
be held and distributed for the benefit of those deputy sheriffs, wardens, 
assistant wardens, transfer agents, prison clerks, or identification clerks of 
said sheriff’s office as are described in Section Three hereof, of such 
counties and for no other purpose. 


Section Five. There is hereby taxed a fee of Five Dollars ($5.00) for 
each pistol permit issued by the sheriff’s office of the respective counties.

other employees, and for the disposition of money collected under this act

county. All expenses incurred by the barber commission, including the 
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compensation of members and their employees and compensation and ex- 
penses of inspectors shall be paid by the county treasurer out of such sepa- 
rate fund upon checks signed by the chairman of said barber commission 
and approved by the chairman of the county governing body, provided that 
the total expenses for every purpose incurred shall not exceed the total fees 
and charges collected and paid into the county treasury by said barber 
commission and all monies in excess of One Thousand Dollars remaining in 
said separate fund at the end of the fiscal year not expended as herein 
provided shall become a part of the general fund of the county. 


Section 4. Section Four of Act No. 661 of the 1951 Legislature ap- 
proved September 4, 1951 is amended to read as follows. “Section 4. 
Licenses for a journeyman barber, barber teacher and scalp specialist. 
Licenses shall be granted only to persons of good moral character, who 
have an elementary school education, or its equivalent, at least eighteen 
years of age, have practiced as an apprentice for a period of at least one 
year, and has passed a satisfactory examination conducted by the commis- 
sion and paid the required fee. Provided, however, the barber commission 
may grant an apprentice barber license to any person or persons who is 
seventeen years old or older, who has engaged in the occupation of barber- 
ing for a period of less than one year, and who has an elementary school 
education, or its equivalent and who is of good moral character, upon the 
applicant successfully passing said commission’s examination for licensing 
a barber, as herein set forth and paid the required fees. 


Tieense to onerate a barber shop, barber college or similar business 
shall be granted only to persons of good moral character wno nave at ieusu 
an elementary school education, or its equivalent, who are at least 21 years 
old, who have engaged in the occupation of barbering for a period of one 
year, who have been recommended by three licensed barbers of the county, 
who is a bona fide resident of the county over which the barber commission 
has jurisdiction and who has passed a satisfactory examination conducted 
by the commission and paid the required fees and licenses. 


Section 5. That Section Five of said Act No. 661 House Bill 978 
approved September 4, 1951 is amended to read as follows: “Application 
for license, hearings, appeals and fees. Every applicant for a barber’s 
license, apprentice barber’s license, barher teacher license, scalp specialist 
license shall apply therefor in writing on bianks prepared or furnished by 
said barber commission. It shall be accompanied by the recommendation of 
at least three barbers doing business in the county, not related to the appli- 
eant, certifying that the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to 
practice the profession of barbering, and recommending that a license be 
granted. The application shall be accompanied by the application fee of 
Thirty-Five Dollars ($35.00) and a reputable doctor’s certificate certifying 
that said applicant has no communicable or contagious or infectious disease. 
Applicant for a license to operate a barbershop or barber’s college, or other 
like business shall apply therefor in writing on blanks prepared or fur- 
nished by said barbers commission. It shall be accompanied by the recom- 
mendation of at ieasi three barbers doing business in the county, not 
related to applicant, certifying that the applicant is of good reputation, is 
qualified to practice the profession of barbering and to operate such estab- 
lishment, and recommending that a license be granted. The application 


shall be accompanied by the application fee of Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.00) 
and a reputable doctor’s certificate certifying that said applicant has no 
communicable or contagious or infectious disease. Should any application 
not be approved, one-half the fee filed therewith shall be refunded to the 
applicant and one-half thereof shall be retained by the commission for the 
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expense of conducting the investigation and examination by this act re- 
quired. The commission, after an application in proper form has been filed, 
shall before refusing to issue a license set the application down for hearing 
and determination as hereinafter provided. The commission shall issue a 
license in such form as it may prescribe, which shall show the name and 
address of the licensee and the barbershop or college, in which he is 
employed. The seal of the commission shall be imprinted and such addi- 
tional matter placed thereon as the commission may designate. It shall be 
the duty of each person, partnership, association or corporation to con- 
spicuously display his license in his place of business. The commission 
shall issue to each licensee a pocket card, on which shall be an imprint of 
the seal of the commission certifying that the person whose name appears 
thereon is a licensed barber or operator of one of the businesses named as 
the case may be. The original fee for each barber’s license, apprentice 
barber license, barber teacher license, and scalp specialist license shall be 
Thirty-Five Dollars ($35.00) and the annual renewal license shall be Twenty 
Dollars ($20.00). The original license for each person to operate a barber- 
shop, or other like business shall in addition to fee hereinbefore provided, 
pay Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.00) and the annual renewal fee of Two 
Dollars ($2.00) per chair. The original fee for each person to operate a 
barber college shall, in addition to the fee hereinbefore provided be Two 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) which fee shall be due and payable an- 
nually. Every license shall expire on the 31st day of December each year. 
Said licenses for the ensuing year shall be due and payable January Ist, 
of each year and delinquent on the first day of February of each year. 
There shall be no exemptions from the payment of these licenses by any 
barber, scalp specialist, barber apprentice, barber teacher, barber school, 
barbershop operator, partnership, association or corporation, or schoo] board 
or public institution where a fee is charged for barbering. Any barber, 
barbershop, barber college or other like business within the meaning of this 
act and any person, firm, partnership, association or corporation who fails 
to pay the licenses herein prescribed within the time required by this act 
shall in addition to the license required pay a penalty of twenty per cent of 
the amount of the license due and in addition to the licenses and penalty 
shall pay interest at the rate of one half of one per cent per month or frac- 
tion thereof from the date at which the license became due and payable. 
The commission shall issue a renewal license for the ensuing year in the 
absence of any reason or condition that might warrant the refusal of 
granting of the license upon the receipt of the written request of the appli- 
cant, accompanied by the annual license fee therefor, as herein required, 
and accompanied also by a certificate of a reputable physician asserting 
that the applicant then has no contagious, communicable, or infectious 
disease. The commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the 
verified complaint in writing of any three persons making out a prima 
facie case, investigate the actions, of any persons hereby affected, and 
shall have the power to refuse issuance of a license or renewal license and 
shall have the power to suspend or to revoke any license issued under the 
provisions of this act at anytime where the licensee has fraudulently ob- 
tained a license or where the licensee in performing or attempting to per- 
form any of the acts mentioned herein is found by the barber commission 
to be guilty of (a) violation of any state, county, or city statute or ordi- 
nance pertaining to the operation of the vocation or business hereby af- 
fected, (b) or violation of any of the printed rules or regulations established 
by the commission under authority of this act, (c) or who has failed upon 
request of the inspector to give evidence and/or proof of the compliance 
with the same. The commission shall, before denying an application for 
a license or a renewal license or before suspending or revoking any license, 
set the matter down for a hearing, and at least twenty days prior to the 
date set for the hearing, notify the applicant or licensee in writing, which 
notice shall contain an exact statement of the charges made and the date 
and place of hearing. The applicant or licensee at all such hearings shall 
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have the opportunity to be heard in person and by counsel. Such notice 
may be served by delivery of the same personally to the applicant or 
licensee, or by mailing the same by registered mail to the last known busi- 
ness address of such applicant or licensee. In preparation and conduct of 
hearings, the commission shall have the power to require by subpoena the 
appearance and testimony of witnesses and the production of papers, and 
any member of the commission may sign subpoenas, administer oaths, and 
examine witnesses. The fees and mileage shall be the same as prescribed 
by law in judicial procedure in the circuit courts of this state in civil cases. 
Any party to a hearing shall have the right to the attendance of witnesses 
in his behalf. In case of disobedience to the subpoena, any member of the 
commission may invoke the aid of any court of competent jurisdiction in 
requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production 
of papers and such court may issue an order requiring the persons to appear 
before the commission and give evidence or produce papers as the case may 
be, and any failure to obey such order of the court may be punished by the 
court as a contempt thereof. Any person so refusing to appear and give 
testimony required by such commission shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
If the commission shall determine that any applicant is not qualified to 
receive a license whether original or-renewal license, or that any licensee 
is guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of this act, or any of the 
printed rules and regulations adopted by this commission under authority 
of this act, a license shall not be granted, or the same suspended or revoked, 
as the case may require. Upon request of the applicant or licensee in 
writing, the commission shall furnish said party with a definite statement 
of its findings of facts and its reason or reasons for refusing to grant the 
license or for its suspension or revocation of same. The findings of the 
commission may Le appeatcd to the cirenit court of the eannty in which the 
principal office of the commission is located, provided an appeal is taken 
within thirty days after final determination of the commission. Any person 
desiring to appeal under this act shall file with the commission or some 
member thereof, a notice in writing that he appeals to the circuit court, 
with at least two solvent sureties payable to the county wherein the case 
will be tried, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, and upon fail- 
ure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be taxed against him 
by the circuit court on such appeal. Such appealed case shall continue to 
be given a nreferred setting in the circuit court until it is heard by the 
Court. Such bond to be approved by the circuit cierk of the couniy aiid 
any cause so appealed shall be tried de novo in said circuit court. The 
commission ghall at least every three months hold an examination for the 
purpose of determining the quulifications of any applicant te become har- 
bers, barber apprentices, shop operators or teachers in barber schools, 
scalp specialists and shall conduct said examination in accordance with the 
provisions hereof, and in accordance with the rules and regulations pro- 
mulgated by said commission not inconsistent with this act. Said exami- 
nation to be conducted in the city, town, or village where the principal office 
of the commission is located. 


Section 6. That Section Six of said Act No. 661 being House Bill 978 
and approved September 4, 1951 by the 1951 Legislature is amended so as 
to read as follows: Section Six. Penalty. Any person violating the pro- 
visions of this act or ihe printed rules and regulations adanted hy the com- 
mission under authority of this act shall upon conviction be punished by a 
fine of not more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) or by imprisonment 
for a term not to exceed two months or by both fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the Court. This provisions shall also have application to 
any officer or agent of a corporation, partnership or association operated 
in violation of this subdivision or in violation of any of the printed rules 
and regulations adopted by the commission under authority of this act. 
Any Court of competent jurisdiction in the county shall have full power to 
try any violation of this subdivision or any violation of any of the printed 
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rules and regulations adopted by the commission under authority of this 
act and upon conviction the court may in addition to the fine and imprison- 
ment hereinabove set out and at the court’s discretion revoke the license of 
the person, partnership, association or corporation violating the terms 
hereof. 


Section 7. Repealing clause. All laws and parts of laws inconsistent 
or in conflict with this act are hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 8. Effective Date. This act shall take effect on December 
31, 1961.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The County Commission, Board of Revenue or other gov- 
erning body in each county of the State of Alabama having a population of 
six hundred thousand or more, according to the last or any succeeding 
decennial federal census (each such county being hereinafter referred to as 
“the county’), is hereby directed to appropriate and pay in equal monthly 
instaliments from any unallocated funds of the county to each officer as 
herein defined whose compensation is fixed by statute or statutes on a 
salary basis and who is paid such salary in whole or in part from funds of 
the county, in addition to all other salary provided by law, a sum equal to 
8% of the annual salary fixed and provided by such statute or statutes for 
such officer. No fees or emoluments other than salaries shall be included 
in making such computation. The increase in salary provided in this Act 
shall take effect immediately if not prohibited by the Constitution and, if 
such immediate effectiveness is prohibited by the Constitution as to any 
such officer the increase as respects such officer shall take effect at the 
beginning of the next term of office of such officer. 
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Section 2. The word “officer” as used in this Act shall mean and in- 
elude the following: The sheriff, the judge of probate, the circuit judges in 
circuits comprised of only one county having the population set forth in 
section 1 of this Act, the circuit solicitor in circuits comprised of only one 
county having the population set forth in section 1 of this Act, all deputy 
circuit solicitors and assistant deputy circuit solicitors in circuits com- 
prised of only one county having the population set forth in section 1 of 
this Act, the tax assessor, the tax collector, the register in chancery, the 
circuit clerk, the judges of all inferior courts, whether exercising civil or 
criminal jurisdiction or both, whether such jurisdiction is in lieu of that 
of justices of the peace or otherwise, the county treasurer or other financial 
officer, the judge of any juvenile court in the county, and any officer per- 
forming like function and duties and serving in the county in place of any 
of the above named officers (A) including the deputy circuit solicitor, the 
deputy circuit clerk and the deputy county treasurer, tax assessor and tax 
collector of the branch offices if any in the county, and serving in any 
branch office as such deputy, provided that the compensation of each such 
officer is fixed by statute or statutes on a salary basis and is paid in 
whole or in part from county funds.

Section 3. In the event that the salary, compensation or emoluments

more any such increase allowed by any other Act of the 1961 regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama shall be deducted from any increase 
provided by this Act; it being the intent of this Act to provide a total 
increase in salaries of 8% of the total salary of each such officer, whether

Section 4. In the event that any clause, sentence, paragraph, section,

The majority of this House did not share my feeling in this regard, 
and have disapproved this executive amendment.

As this point the issue presented to me, as I understand it, is as fol- 
lows: Is it advisable and in the best interests of this State to sustain this 
veto, thus killing the only redistricting bill before this House at this late 
date in the session, thereby requiring candidates for Congress to run state 
at large; or, in the alternative, override the veto, thus enacting, as far as the 
House is concerned, a bill dividing the State in 8 congressional districts. 
It is my considered judgment and opinion as between these 2 issues, it is 
in the best interests of Alabama to enact a redistricting bill. I therefore will 
cast my vote to override the Governor’s veto. 


STATEMENT IN WRITING BY MR. NICHOLS 
Mr. Speaker, Gentlemen of House: 


I have consistently opposed the passage of H. B. 244 which would 
chop up Jefferson County. I felt it was unfair and preferred the 9-8 plan 
and therefore voted to support Gov. John Patterson’s executive amendment. 


The executive amendment is now lost and I face the choice of voting 
for the lesser of two evils. I cannot support a state wide race and therefore 
have no other choice but to vote to override the Governor’s veto.

To amend Sections 647 and 649 of Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
heretofore amended, relating to the excise tax on gasoline, so as to provide 
that the gasoline tax on certain fuels consumed in boats or vessels be paid 
into the “Water Safety Fund” and “Seafoods Fund”. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 647, as amended, of Title 51, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940, be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 647. (a) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer, or 
user of gasoline shall collect and pay over to the state department of rev- 
enue an excise tax of seven cents per gallon upon the selling, use or con- 
sumption, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage in this state 
for any use, gasoline, as defined or otherwise referred to in article 5 of 
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Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, and as amended; provided, that where the 
excise tax of seven cents per gallon upon the sale, use or consumption, 
distribution, storage, withdrawal from storage in this state of such gaso- 
line shall have been paid to the state by a distributor, refiner, or by any 
retail dealer, storer, or user, such payments shall be sufficient, the intent 
being that the tax shall be paid to the state but once. (b) the state depart- 
ment of revenue is hereby authorized to issue to the United States certifi- 
cates of exemption, upon forms prescribed by the department for use by 
the United States in purchasing gasoline within the state of Alabama and 
which is paid for by the United States. Any person in reporting and paying 
the tax to the department may deduct the number of gallons of gasoline 
sold to the United States, as shown by such certificate of exemption duly 
executed by the United States and filed with such report; and the depart- 
ment is authorized to adopt rules and regulations with respect to the issu- 
ance and use of such certificates. (c) The revenue, less the cost of collec- 
tion, obtained from the taxes on gasoline, naphtha, and other liquid motor 
fuels, or any device or substitute therefor, commonly used in internal com- 
bustion engines, as is provided for in this section, shall not be used for 
any purposes other than the following, namely: (1) The revenue arising 
from the sale of gasoline, as herein defined for aviation fuel, shall be used 
exclusively for the purpose of paying the cost of acquiring, engineering, 
construction, improvement and maintenance of existing or proposed air- 
ports and other air navigation facilities within the state, for the payment 
of the salary of the state director of aeronautics, the salaries of other 
employees of the Alabama department of aeronautics, and for the payment 
of other administrative and aeronautical expenses of the Alabama depart- 
ment of aeronautics and for the further purpose of creating a sinking fund 
for the payment of the interest and retirement of the principal of all bonds 
which may be hereafter lawfully issued, sold and delivered for funds to be 
used exclusively for the enumerated purposes. All gasoline or any substitute 
therefor, sold or delivered to any airport within the state for use as fuel 
to propel airplanes, is hereby classified as aviation fuel. (2) The revenue 
arising from the sale of gasoline sold or delivered to any marina and/or 
place of business selling gasoline, for consumption in the motor of a boat 
or vessel shall be paid into the “State Water Safety Fund” and “Seafoods 
Fund” as follows: Such revenue as is collected in the Counties of Baldwin 
and Mobile shall be paid into the “Seafoods Fund” and that collected in the 
other counties of the state shall be paid into the “State Water Safety 
Fund”. It shall be the duty of the Department of Revenue to certify and 
furnish to every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, or storer of gasoline a 
list showing the name and business address of each marina and/or place 
of business selling gasoline for consumption in the motor of a boat or ves- 
sel at the beginning of each State fiscal year and supplement same through- 
out the year as the Department deems necessary. Such distributors, re- 
finers, retail dealers or storers of gasoline shall file their reports with the 
Department of Revenue based on such certified list furnished to them by 
the Department of Revenue. (3) The revenue arising from the sale of gaso- 
line, as herein defined, for all other purposes shall not be used for any 
purpose other than for the construction, improvement, maintenance and 
supervision of highways, bridges and streets, including the retirement of 
bonds for the payment of which such revenues have been or may hereafter 
be pledged. The payment of the per diem and mileage of members of 
county governing bodies when engaged in supervising the construction, im- 
provement and maintenance of highways, bridges and streets, shall be con- 
strued as used in supervision. However, the governing body of each countv 
is authorized to expend an amount not to exceed one-third of the total 
amount of such revenue that may be received by such county in the payment 
of any debt that may have been incurred by such county for the construc- 
tion or maintenance of roads or bridges. This fund shall be allocated in 
the manner now provided by law. On the 20th day of each month following 
that. quarter of any fiscal year, all revenue derived from the sale of gaso- 
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line to be consumed in the motor of a boat or vessel as defined in (2) above 
shall be allocated to the “State Water Safety Fund” and “Seafoods Fund”. 
On the 20th day of each month following that quarter of any fiscal year, 
all revenue derived from the sale of gasoline purchased and used for avia- 
tion fuel, less the cost of collection, shall be allocated to the state depart- 
ment of aeronautics, or to the Alabama aviation commission, as the case 
may be, and the counties and municipalities which own or operate public 
airports where aviation gasoline is sold or delivered in the following man- 
ner, namely: Of the first twelve thousand five hundred dollars ($12,500) 
of such tax collected in any county in the quarter-fiscal year, the county 
and municipalities therein owning or operating public airports, or public 
airports where aviation gasoline is sold or delivered, shall receive twenty- 
five per centum (25%) thereof to be allocated to each unit of government 
owning or operating any such airport, whether it be the sole or joint 
owner thereof, in the proportion that the number of gallons of aviation 
gasoline sold or delivered at each of such airports bears to the number of 
gallons of aviation gasoline sold or delivered in the county; of the second 
twelve thousand five hundred dollars ($12,500) of such tax collected in any 
county in the quarter-fiscal year, the county and the municipalities therein 
owning or operating a public airport, or public airports, where aviation 
gasoline is sold or delivered, shall receive fifteen per centum (15%) thereof 
to be allocated to each unit of government owning or operating any such 
public airport whether it be the sole or joint owner thereof, in the propor- 
tion that the number of gallons of aviation gasoline sold or delivered at 
each of such airports bears to the number of gallons of aviation gasoline 
sold or delivered in the county; of the third twelve thousand five hundred 
dollars ($12,500) or over of such tax collected in any county in the quarter- 
fiscal year, the county ana the municipalities tue:cin uwiuug oF sporating 2 
public airport, or public airports, where aviation gasoline is sold or deliv- 
ered, shall receive five per centum (5%) thereof to be allocated to each 
unit of government owning or operating any such public airport, whether 
it be the sole or joint owner thereof, in the proportion that the number of 
gallons of aviation gasoline sold or delivered at each of such airports bears 
to the number of gallons of aviation gasoline sold or delivered in the 
county. Provided, however, if any public airport or airports is owned or 


such public airport or airports may he situated, such unit or units of gov- 
ernment shall receive its pro rata share of the funds allocated in the pro- 
portion hereinabove stated. The remainder shall be paid to the state de- 
partment of aeronautics, or to the Alabama aviation commission as the case 
may be. (d) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, or storer of gasoline 
shall add the amount of the excise tax levied and assessed herein to the 
price of the gasoline, it being the purpose and intent of this provision that 
the tax levied is in fact a levy on the consumer or user with distributor, re- 
finer, retail dealer, or storer, or in the case of a licensed user, acting merely 
as an agent of the state for the collection and payment of the tax to the 


state.” 


Section 2. That Section 649, as amended, of Title 51, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940, be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 649. On or before the 20th day of each month, every dis- 
tributor, refiner, retail dealer, or storer of gasoline, shall render to the 
department of revenue, on forms prescribed by the department, a true and 
correct statement of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline, as defined in 
this article, namely: (a) All gasoline sold or delivered to a marina and/or 
place of business selling gasoline for consumption in the motor of a boat 
or vessel as defined in (2). (b) All gasoline sold or delivered to an airport 
for use as aircraft fuel during the preceding month, and (c) All other 
gasoline sold or delivered for any other use during the same period of 
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time, and shall furnish said department such other reasonable information 
as it may demand and require, upon blanks to be formulated and furnished 
by the department, and at the time of making such report shall pay over 
to such department an amount of money equal to the excise tax levied under 
the provisions of this article.”

meaning of the Federal Insurance Contributions Act, would not constitute 
‘wages’ within the meaning of that Act. 


“(b) The term ‘employment’ means any service performed by an em- 
ployee in the employ of the State, or any political subdivision thereof, or 
any instrumentality of either, for such employer, except (i) service which 
in the absence of an agreement entered into under this Act would constitute 
‘employment’ as defined in section 210 of the Social Security Act; or (ii) 
service which under applicable Federal Law may not be included in an 
ee between the State and the Federal Agency entered into under 
this Act. 


“(c) The term ‘employee’ includes an officer of a state, political subdi- 
vision, or instrumentality, whose compensation is paid from funds of the 
state, political subdivision, instrumentality or employing official, and in- 
cludes all elected or appointed (salaried and fee basis) officers, deputies, 
assistants and clerks, or any other employees. 
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“(d) The term ‘State Agency’ means the State Agency for Social Se- 
curity and the State Social Security Advisory Board provided for here, or 
a majority of them, to-wit: one member to be a state employee in a perma- 
nent classified position under the Alabama Merit System appointed by the 
Governor; two members to be county officials or employees appointed by 
the Governor from nominations made by the executive authority of the 
Association of Probate Judges and County Commissioners; and two members 
to be municipal officials or employees appointed by the Governor from 
nominations made by the executive authority of the Alabama League of 
Municipalities; and each member shall serve during his good behavior, to be 
determined by the appointing power, or during his continuance in office 
or employment, as the case may be.

Section 1. That Section 4 of said Act approved May 29, 1931, shall be 
and is amended so as to read as follows: Section 4. That the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Lauderdale County shall be Ex-Officio Clerk of said court, 
and shall have the power to discharge the duties which will devolve upon 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court, and shall be subject to the same pains and 
penalties with regard to the duties of this office, and shall be entitled to 
the same fees in civil cases wherein the amount involved is more than fifty 
dollars, as are now or may hereafter be allowed to Circuit Court Clerks of 
Alabama. In civil cases wherein the amount involved is fifty dollars, or 
less, the clerk shall be entitled to three dollars for all his services in each 
case, and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected in the Circuit 
Court. In addition to the powers hereinabove conferred upon the said clerk, 
he shall have the power to issue search warrants.

Such trial fee in all cases shall be paid by the clerk of said court 
into the county treasury of Lauderdale County for the benefit of the general 
tuna. 


Section 3. That Section 8 of said Act approved May 29, 1931, and as 
amended by Act approved July 7, 1947, shall be and is amended so as to 
read as follows: Section 8. That there shall be a solicitor of and for said 
court, who shall be appointed by the Governor immediately after the ap- 
proval of this Act, and who shall hold office until the second Tuesday after 
the first Monday in January 1935, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified, and shall prosecute for the State all causes in said court and for 
so doing he shall receive a salary of Five Thousand Two Hundred dollars 
per year, payable Four Hundred Thirty-three and 33/100 dollars per month, 
out of tne Cuunty Treasury cn warrants te he drawn by the indge of said 
court, at the end of each month or semi-monthly, at the election of said 
solicitor.

That said solicitor shall be a quali- 
fied elector of Lauderdale County and shall be learned in the law, and 
said solicitor shall not defend any person charged with crime in any court 
in the State of Alabama; that he shall read and check the transcript in all 
criminal or quasi-criminal cases appealed from the Law and Equity Court 
and call to the attention of the trial judge any errors or discrepancies that 
may appear in said transcript of evidence; that he shall attend all 
hearings on any application for probation or suspension of sentence in said 
court and furnish the judge hearing the same all the information in his 
possession concerning such application for probation or suspension of 
pre ; and he shall prosecute in said court all cases of non-support and 
esertion. 


Section 4. That Section 9 of said Act approved May 29, 1931, as 
amended by Act approved July 7, 1947, and as further amended by Act 
approved May 30, 1951, shall be and is amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 9. That the duties of the solicitor of said court shall include those 
duties provided by law for Deputy County Solicitors. 


Section 5. That Section 23 of said Act approved May 29, 1931, shall 
be and is amended so as to read as follows: Section 23. The clerk of this 
court shall not record the affidavit, warrant and bond in criminal cases, 
provided, however, the court file containing the affidavit, warrant and 
bond shall become the permanent record in each case and the clerk shall 
prepare certified copies of same at the request of any attorney without 
charge. Should an affidavit in any case become lost another affidavit may 
be preferred in accordance with Chapter 1, Title 7, 1940 Code of Alabama, 
and used in the same manner as the original. 


Section 6. That Section 28 of said Act approved May 31, 1931, as 
amended by Act approved July 7, 1947, and as amended by Act approved 
May 30, 1951, and as further amended by Act approved February 24, 1959, 
shall be and is amended so as to read as follows: Section 28. The judge of 
said court shall secure the services of a competent person who shall serve 
at his pleasure to attend the terms of this court and report in shorthand 
all the cases tried herein. During the time such person is actually engaged 
in reporting or transcribing for the court or the attorneys practicing before 
the court he or she is an officer of the court. Such reporter shall be paid 
for such services Four Hundred dollars per month, said salary to be paid 
from the general funds of Lauderdale County at the same time and manner 
as the salary of the judge is paid, and in addition to such salary said 
reporter shall receive the same compensation for transcribing testimony, 
depositions, or other proceedings as is now provided for official court re- 
porters of the circuit courts, and all such reporter’s transcripts and notes 
shall be certified, preserved and filed in the same manner as now provided 
by law in the circuit courts. When not engaged in the duties as reporter, 
ee rnoree shall be required to serve as office stenographer to said judge 
in his office. 


Section 7. That Section 29 of said Act approved May 29, 1931, as 
amended by Act approved July 7, 1947, and as further amended by Act 
approved May 30, 1951, shall be and is amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 29. In all cases reported by such reporter in this court there shall 
be taxed and collected as part of the costs of the case the same reporter’s 
fee as is taxed in the circuit courts, provided, however, that such reporter’s 
fee shall not be taxed in non-jury cases having final judgments rendered 
after judgments by default or nil dicit. Such fees when collected shall be 
paid by the clerk into the treasury of Lauderdale County.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be in- 
troduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To define, regulate, and license barbers, barber colleges and other like 
businesses in Lauderdale County; to create a barber’s commission for the 
county; to fix the powers and duties of the commission, transfer to the 
commission all rights, powers, duties and authority, together with all funds, 
property, books, papers, records and effects belonging to, and all obliga- 
tions incurred by the barbers’ commission created for Lauderdale County 
by Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959 (Acts of Alabama 1959, 
Vol. v p. 491); superseding and repealing said Act No. 82, and prescribing 
penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) This Act shall apply only in Lauderdale County. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person, co-partnership, association or 
corporation to act as a barber, operate a barber college, barber shop, or 
other like business, to advertise or assume to act as such in Lauderdale 
County without a license issued by the barber’s commission of the county. 
No co-partnership, association or corporation shall be granted a license, 
unless every member or officer of said co-partnership, association or cor- 
poration, actively engaged in the barber business, barber college or like 
business of such co-partnership, association or corporation, actively engaged 
in the barber business, barber college or like business of such co-partnership, 
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association or corporation shall hold a license as a barber as hereinafter 
provided for. 


Section 2. A barber, barber shop, barber college, or other like business 
within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm, partnership, co-part- 
nership, association, or corporation who, for a valuable consideration or 
hire, shaves or trims the beard; gives facial or scalp massages, or treats 
the same with oils or other preparations, singes, shampoos, cuts or dyes the 
hair of a human being, or applies hair tonic or other cosmetic preparations, 
clays, or lotions to the scalp, neck or face, or engages in the teaching of 
any person or persons in the art of barbering as in this paragraph defined. 
Provided, however, the provisions of this Act shall not apply to (1) persons 
engaged in the practice of medicine, surgery or beauty culture, (2) persons 
actively engaged in the military service of the United States Government 
while acting in line of duty, (3) registered nurses in the course of their 
employment as such, (4) persons who render any of said services to mem- 
bers of their immediate families, or other persons who receive such services 
without charge therefor. 


Section 3. There is hereby created a barbers’ commission for Lauder- 
dale County, to consist of three members appointed by the Governor of 
Alabama. All of the rights, powers, duties, and authority, together with 
all funds, property, books, papers, records and effects belonging to, and 
all obligations incurred by the barbers’ commission created for Lauderdale 
County by the provisions of Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959 
aic hereby trencferred ta the harhers’ commission created by this Act, and 
all rights, privileges ‘and licenses having been granted or having originatea 
pursuant to the provisions of said Act No. 82 and remaining in effect on 
the effective date of this enactment shall continue in effect the same as if 
granted or originated pursuant to the provisions of this Act. The members 
appointed to the barbers’ commission created for Lauderdale County by the 
provisions of Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959, shall serve as 
members of the barbers’ commission created herein, during the remainder 
of the terms for which said former members were appointed. Thereafter, 
the term of any member appointed and qualified to succeed the members 
of such barbers’ commission shail be for three years and until his successor 
shall have been appointed and qualified. Members to fill vacancies shall 
be appointed or selected in the manner following: The commission shall, 
sixty days prior to the expiration of the term of any commissioner or the 
chairman of the commission, give notice in writing to the licensed barbers 
of the county that such vacancy will be created on the date of the expira- 
tion of the term of the commissioner whose term is about to expire; or if 
a vacancy be caused for any reason other than the expiration of the term, 
the barbers’ commission shall within thirty days after such vacancy is 
created give notice to the licensed barbers of the county of such vacancy, 
calling upon the said barbers to suggest to the barbers’ commission the 
names of three barbers to fill the vacancy or vacancies thus occasioned; to 
that end a ballot shall be prepared and enclosed in the letter notifying the 
barbers of the vacancy or vacancies thus created, the said ballot reading: “TI 
hereby nominate fur appointment by the Covernor of the State of Alabama 
to the Barbers’ Commission for Lauderdale County, Alabama, one of the 
following named three Persons s anc ei 
See renee eee ae The ballots shall be numbered and identified 
in such manner as to prevent anyone employing any ballot other than that 
forwarded to the licensed barber entitled to vote; and in addition to the 
ballot, the barbers commission shall forward the licensed barber an enve- 
lope addressed to the barbers’ commission of the county and properly 
stamped with postage of the United States Government. When the ballots 
are returned to the barbers’ commission, they shall be opened on a day 
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designated in the notification forwarded the duly licensed barbers of the 
county in the presence of the commissioners of the barbers’ commission 
then serving, and the ballots shall be counted, and the names of the three 
barbers who shall receive the greatest number of votes shall be selected 
as the three nominees of the barbers’ commission of the county, and the 
barbers’ commission shall then certify to the Governor of the State of 
Alabama the names of the three barbers receiving the highest number of 
votes, and the Governor shall appoint one of the three persons thus desig- 
nated to fill the vacancy created. If more than one vacancy exists at any 
time, there shall be nominated in the manner hereinabove designated and 
certified to the Governor three nominees for each such vacancy, so that if 
there be one vacancy there shall be three nominees, if there be two vacan- 
cies there shall be six nominees, and if there be three vacancies there shall 
be nine nominees certified to the Governor, who shall select for appointment 
one nominee from each group thus nominated. Vacancies shall be filled 
for the unexpired terms. The commission, immediately upon the qualifi- 
cation of the member appointed each year, shall organize by selecting from 
its members a chairman, and may do all things necessary or convenient 
for carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. Each member of the 
commission shall receive as full compensation for each day actually spent 
in the work of the commission the sum of six dollars per days and his 
actual and necessary expenses thereby incurred. The commission shall 
appoint, and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and such as- 
sistants as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties imposed by 
the provisions of this Act. The treasurer so appointed shall be required to 
enter into a bond to be approved by the commission in the sum of not less 
than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) conditioned to pay any shortage or 
loss of funds on hand by said treasurer during his term of office or at the 
time that he is holding office. The commission shall outline the duties and 
fix the compensation of the treasurer. The commission shall obtain such 
office space, furnishings, and other proper conveniences as shall be reason- 
ably necessary for carrying out the provisions of this Act. The principal 
office of said commission shall be located in the county seat of the county. 
The commission shall adopt a seal, with such design as it may prescribe 
engraved thereon, by which it shall authenticate its proceedings. The 
commission shall make appropriate rules and regulations for the admin- 
istration of the office of the commission and for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of this Act. In addition thereto, the commission is em- 
powered to make reasonable inspection of the barbers and barber shops of 
the county to the end that they observe proper methods of sanitation and 
sterilization in and about the conduct of their business. Copies of all 
records and papers in the office of the commission duly certified and au- 
thenticated by its seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with like 
effect as the original. All records kept in the office of the commission 
under authority of this Act shall be open to public inspection under such 
rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by the commission. All fees 
and charges collected by the commission under the provisions of this Act, 
shall be paid into the treasury of the commission. Such funds shall be 
used and kept exclusively in the hands of the treasurer of the commission, 
and shall be used under the direction of the commission, not inconsistent 
with this Act. Funds may be disbursed by an order of the commission, 
and approved by the chairman of the board, on a check being drawn by the 
treasurer against such funds, as may be on hand, for the purpose of paying 
all expenses incurred by the commission, including the compensation of 
members and their employees and their assistants and the treasurer, pro- 
vided the total expenses for every purpose incurred shall not exceed the 
total fees and charges collected and paid into the treasury of the commis- 
sion. All monies remaining in such separate fund at the end of the fiscal 


year, not expended as herein provided, shall become a part of the funds 
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of the commission and shall be retained by the commission and may be 
deposited in any bank or savings account or otherwise. 


Section 4. A barber’s college or school, before it shall be issued a 
license by the barbers’ commission of the county, must comply with the 
requirements and standards as follows: 


a. Require, as a prerequisite to admission, a diploma or other proof 
of graduation from a grammar school, or satisfactory completion of an 
examination devised or approved by the commission, showing knowledge 
equal to such education. 


b. Require, as a prerequisite to graduation, satisfactory completion of 
a course of instruction of not less than fifteen hundred (1500) hours, to be 
completed over a period of not less than nine months of continuous instruc- 
tion of not more than eight hours in any one day. 


ce. Such course of instruction shall include the following, or like and 
equal, subjects: scientific fundamentals of barbering; hygienic bacteriology; 
histology of the hair, skin, muscles, and nerves; structure of the head, face, 
and neck; elementary chemistry relating to sterilization and antiseptics; 
diseases of the skin and hair; massaging and manipulating the muscles of 
the scalp, face, and neck; and hair-cutting, shaving, and bleaching and 
dyeing of the hair. 


In order to receive a license as an apprentice barber an applicant must 
meet the following requirements: 


a. He must have graduated from a barber’s school or college that is 
approved by the commission. 

b. Be seventeen years of age, or older. 

c. Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 

d. Pass an examination conducted by the commission to determine his 
fitness to practice as an apprentice barber. 

e. Meei all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to appren- 
tice barbers. 

In order to reecive 2 Heense as a harher an applicant must meet the 
following requirements: 


a. He must be a licensed apprentice barber and have practiced as such 
under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber for a period 
of not less than twelve months. 

b. Be eighteen (18) years of age, or older. 

c. Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 

d. Pass an examination conducted by the commission to determine his 
fitness to practice barbering, such examination to include factors to deter- 
mine the applicants general educational level as well as his knowledge and 
skill of barbering. The examination shall be conducted with a view of de- 
termining whether the appiicani hus general knowlcdge equal te an ele 
mentary school education or its equivalent, whether he has a ‘thorough 
knowledge of the subjects required to be taught in barber’s school or college, 
and in examining him as to his knowledge of barbering, he shall be taken 
to a barber chair in a barber shop where barbers licensed under this Act are 
practicing barbering and given an examination that will determine his skill 
as a barber, by requiring him to perform any act or acts of barbering and 
a4 name any of the instruments and their parts which are used in a barber 
shop. 

e. Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to a barber. 
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A barber’s license shall be issued without examination by the commis- 
sion to any person who, for two years immediately preceding June 24, 1959, 
has been continuously engaged in the practice of barbering at one or more 
established places of business in the county, provided he shall make appli- 
cation before June 24, 1962, which application shall be accompanied by the 
recommendation of at least two licensed barbers doing business in the 
county, not related to the applicant by blood or marriage, certifying that 
the applicant is of good reputation and qualified to practice barbering. 


A licensed apprentice barber shall not independently practice barbering, 
but may do any and all acts constituting the practice of barbering under the 
immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber. 


Section 5. Words used in the masculine gender in this Act include the 
feminine gender. 


Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice barber’s license, or 
for a license to operate a barber shop, barber college or other like business 
shall apply therefor in writing on blanks prepared and furnished by the 
commission. Such application shall be accompanied by the recommendation 
of at least two licensed barbers doing business in the county, not related 
to the applicant by blood or marriage, certifying that the applicant is of 
good reputation, is qualified to practice the trade of barbering, and recom- 
mending that a license be granted him. The application shall be accom- 
panied by a doctor’s certificate certifying that the applicant has no com- 
municable, contagious, or infectious disease. 


An applicant for any license provided for under this Act, or under Act 
No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959, who is refused such license shall 
be so notified in writing, along with the reason or reasons therefor, such 
notice to be personally delivered to the applicant or sent to his last known 
address by registered mail. 


An applicant for a license who fails to satisfactorily complete an 
examination conducted by the commission or by a barbers’ commission cre- 
ated for Lauderdale County by any other law may apply for reexamination 
at any future meeting of the commission. 


When an applicant shall pass the examination, or an examination given 
pursuant to Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959, and meet the other 
requirements provided for in this Act, the commission shall issue a license, 
the form and contents to be prescribed by the commission, showing the seal 
of the commission and the signatures of the commissioners. This license 
shall be publicly displayed in the place of business where the licensee works 
or operate. The commission shall also issue to each licensee a pocket card 
on which shall be imprinted the seal of the commission and certifying that 
the person whose name appears thereon is a licensed barber, apprentice 
barber, or operator of one of the businesses named herein. 


The original and annual renewal fee for each apprentice barber’s and 
barber’s license shall be seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50). The original 
and any subsequent examination fee for apprentice barber or barber shall 
be fifteen dollars ($15.00). The original and annual renewal fee for oper- 
ating a barber college or school shall be two hundred and fifty dollars 
($250.00). 


Any licensed barber or apprentice barber who retires from the practice 
of barbering and fails to keep his license renewed, may, for a period of

two years after the expiration date of his last license, renew his license 
upon payment of a restoration fee of ten dollars ($10.00) in addition to 
the license fee, and by furnishing the proper health certificate and meeting 
the other requirements of this Act; provided, that he need not take another 
examination unless more than two years have elapsed. 


Every license shall expire on the thirty-first day of December of each 
year. A licensee whose license has expired may, within thirty (30) days 
thereafter, have his license renewed upon making a satisfactory showing to 
the commission, supported by his personal affidavit, which, in the opinion 
of the commission, will excuse the applicant for having failed to renew 
his license within the time required by this Act. 


The commission shall issue a new license to each applicant for the en- 
suing year, in the absence of any reason or condition that might warrant 
the refusal of granting the license, upon the receipt of the written request 
of the applicant, accompanied by the annual fee therefor and the proper 
physicians certificate. 


The commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the written 
complaint of any three persons making out a prima facie case, investigate 
the actions of any licensee, and shall have the power to suspend or revoke 
any license issued under the provisions of this Act, or under the provisions 
of, any other law relative to the regulation of barbers, barber colleges or 
vilisxs Uke businesses in Tanderdale County, where the licensee has fraudu- 
lently obtained his license, or where the licensee 1s gulity o1 tne viviawicn ct 
any state, county, or city statute or ordinance pertaining to barbering or 
the operation of a business affected hereby, the violation of any provision 
of this Act, or the violation of any rule or regulation established by the 
commission. 


The commission shall, before denying an application for a license, or 
before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter down for hear- 
ing, and at ieasi ien days pricr te the date set for the hearing notify the 
applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact state- 
ment of the changes made, and the date and place of hearing. Such notice 
shall be personally delivered to ihe applicant or licensee or by mailing the 
same by registered mail to the last known address of such applicant or 
licensee. At all hearings, the applicant or licensee shall have the oppor- 
tunity to be heard in person or by counsel, or both, and shall have the 
right of attendance of witnesses in his behalf. In the preparation and con- 
duct of the hearings, the commission shall have the power to require by 
subpoena the appearance and testimony of witnesses and the production of 
papers, and any member of the commission may issue subpoenas, administer 
oaths, and examine witnesses. The fees and mileage shall be the same as 
prescribed by law in judicial procedure in the courts of the State in civil 
cases. In case of disobedience to a subpoena, any member of the commis- 
sion may invoke the aid of any court of competent jurisdiction in requiring 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of papers, and 
such court may issue an order requiring the persons to appear before the 
commission, and give evidence, or produce papers, as the case may be, and 
any failure to obey such order of the court may be punished by the court 
as a contempt thereof. Any person so refusing to appear and give testi- 
mony required by such commission shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof by a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be pun- 
ished as provided by law. If the commission shall determine that any appli- 
cant is not qualified to receive a license, or that any licensee is guilty of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this Act, a license shall not be granted, 
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or the same shall be revoked as the case may require. Upon request of 
the applicant or licensee in writing, the commission shall furnish said party 
with a definite statement of its findings of facts and its reason or reasons 
for refusing to grant the license or for its suspension or revocation of same. 
The findings of the commission may be appealed to the circuit court of the 
county, provided an appeal is taken within ten days after such final deter- 
mination of the commission. Any person desiring to appeal under this sec- 
tion shall file with the commission, or some member thereof, a notice in 
writing that he appeals to the circuit court of the county with at least one 
solvent surety payable to the county, conditioned to prosecute such appeal 
to effect, and upon failure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which 
may be taxed against him by the circuit court, and any cause so appealed 
shall be tried de novo in the circuit court. In any of the aforesaid commis- 
sion hearings or court cases, the commission shall be represented by the 
county or circuit solicitor. 


The commission, at least every three months, shall hold an examina- 
tion for the purpose of determining the qualifications of any applicants to 
become barbers or apprentice barbers, and shall conduct said examination 
in accordance with the provisions hereof and in accordance with the rules 
and regulations promulgated by said commission not inconsistent with this 
Act. Such examination shall be conducted in the city, town, or village 
where the principal office of the commission is located. 


Section 6. Any person violating the provisions of this Act shall upon 
conviction be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six months, or by both fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. This provision shall have 
application to any officer or agent of a corporation, co-partnership or asso- 
ciation operated in violation of this Act. Any court of competent jurisdiction 
in the county shall have full power to try any violation of this Act, and 
upon conviction the court may at its discretion revoke the license of the 
person, co-partnership, association or corporation violating the terms hereof. 
Before the commissioners herein vrovided for shall receive a commission 
and enter upon the discharge of their duties, each shall take and subscribe 
the oath provided by law to be taken by elective officers of the State of 
Alabama. 


Section 7. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or re- 
quirement of this Act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions thereof. 
The Legislature hereby declares that it would have passed this Act and each 
section, sub-section, sentence, clause, phrase and requirement thereof, irre- 
spective of the fact that any one or more sections, subsections, sentences, 
clauses, phrases or requirements be declared unconstitutional. 


Section 8. Act No. 82, H. 324, approved June 24, 1959 (Acts of Ala- 
bama, 1959 Regular Session, vol. I, p. 491), entitled “An Act To define, 
regulate, and license barbers and barber colleges and other like businesses 
in all counties having a population of not less than 53,000 nor more than 
56,000 inhabitants, according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial 
census; to create a barbers’ commission for each county to which the Act 
applies; to fix the powers and duties of the commission; and to prescribe 
penalties,” is superseded by this Act and is hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 9. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect the power of the 
State or any county or municipality to tax, license and regulate persons, 
co-partnerships, associations or corporations operating barber shops, barber 
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colleges, or other like businesses in Lauderdale County. The requirements 
hereof shall be in addition to the requirement of any existing or future 
law or ordinance of the State, the county, or any municipality so taxing, 
licensing or regulating persons, co-partnerships, associations or corpora- 
tions operating barber shops, barber colleges or other like businesses. 


Section 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

the taxable property located in the county at a rate not to exceed fifty-five 
one-hundredths of one per cent of the value of the taxable property located 
within the county. An election to determine whether or not such taxes shall 
be levied and the time during which such tax is to continue shall be called, 
held, and conducted in the manner provided by law for calling, holding, and 
conducting elections to determine whether district school taxes shall be 
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levied and collected under this Constitution. The provisions of this amend- 
ment shall not limit, modify, abridge, or impair the power, authority, or 
right of municipalities or school districts to levy and collect special school 
taxes as provided by law.”

lution levying sveciai county taxes, te parallel state sales and use taxes, in 
the manner and at the rates prescribed : in this Act. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like gov- 
erning body of Clay County shall call and provide for holding an election 
for the purpose of determining whether or not such special county taxes 
shall be levied and imposed as provided in this Act. The election shall be 
held on the first Tuesday following the expiration of 10 days after the date 
of this enactment. Notice of the election shall be given by publication in a 
newspaper published in the county at least one time before the date of the 
election. The election shall be held and conducted in the manner provided 
by law for holding other county elections, and the cost of the election, 
including the cost of publishing the notice, shall be paid by the couniy. 
The question to be voted on shall be stated on the ballots substantially as 
follows: “Do you favor a county sales tax for school purposes?” 


Section 3. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this Act 
shall be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State 
of Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC 
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stores) engaged or continuing within the county in the business of selling 
at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise 
and commodities of every kind and character (not including, however, bonds 
or other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal to one percent of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount 
is expressly provided herein. Any person engaging or continuing in busi- 
ness as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on 
the gross proceeds of retail sales of such businesses at the rates specified, 
when his books are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds of 
sales of each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the 
tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amuse- 
ment devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving picture shows, 
vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrestling 
matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and base- 
ball games (including athletic contests conducted by or under the auspices 
of any educational institution or any athletic association thereof, or other 
association whether such institution or association be denominational, a 
state, county, or a city school, or other institution, association, or school), 
skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses or any other place at which any 
exhibition, display, amusement, or entertainment is offered to the public or 
place or places where an admission fee is charged, including public bathing 
places, public dance halls of every kind and description, conducted or carried 
on within the county, an amount equal to one percent of the gross receipts 
of any such business. 


8. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail machines or machinery 
used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines or machinery, 
attachments and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured 
for use on or in the operation of such machines or machinery, and which 
are necessary to the operation of such machines or machinery, and are 
customarily so used, an amount equal to one-half of one percent of the gross 
proceeds of the sale of such machines or machinery, attachments, parts and 
replacements therefor. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half of one per- 
cent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, 
as a credit or part payment of the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax 
levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the 
new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken in trade. 


5. An excise tax may be imposed on— 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible per- 
sonal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other consumption 
in the county, at the rate of one percent of the sale price of such property, 
regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in the 
Soran or in this state, except as provided in paragraphs a and b below; 
an 
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a) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any new 
or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or semi-trailer purchased at retail 
for storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate of one-half 
of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle truck trailer, or 
semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi 
trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment 
on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied shall be paid on the net 
difference, that is, the difference in the price of the new or used vehicle 
sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken in trade; and 


b) The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any ma- 
chines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing 
and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts of 
such machines or machinery attachments, and replacements therefor which 
are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines 
or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in 
the county at the rate of one-half of one percent of the sale price of such 
machines or machinery or the parts, attachments, or replacements therefor. 


b) ‘There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross 
receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted from the 
levy the storage, use, or other consumption of property, the storage, use, or 
other consumption of which is exempted under the state use tax statutes 
from the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, every person storing 
or using or otherwise consuming in the county tangible personal property 
purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed, and the liability shall 
not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; provided, 
however, that a receipt from a registered seller given to the purchaser of 
any property to be used, stored, or consumed in the county shall be suffici- 
ent to relieve the purchaser from further liability for the tax to which 
such receipt may refer. The term “registered seller” means the person 
registered with the state department of revenue pursuant to the state sales 
tax statutes. The term “‘state sales tax statutes’ means Act No. 100, H. 
94, approved August 18, 1959, which levies a retail sales tax for state pur- 
noses and includes all statutes, including amendments to said Act No. 100 
heretofure enacted which exnressiy set forth any exemntions from the 
computation of the tax levied in said Act No. 100 and aii other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the ad- 
ministration of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of the tax 
imposed therein. The term “state use tax statutes” means Article 11 of 
Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, includ- 
ing all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions 
from the computation of the tax levied in said Article 11 and all other 
statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, 
the administration of the said article and the incidents and collection of the 
tax imposed therein. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes shall 
become effective on the first day of the second month next following the 
date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of the adoption 
of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to the commis- 
sioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 days before the 
taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and imposed shall be in 
addition to all other taxes now provided by law and shall be collected as 
hereinafter provided. 
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Section 5. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and 
collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or before 
the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such taxes shall 
file with the state department of revenue a report or return in such form 
as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth with respect to all 
sales and business that are required to be used as a measurement of the 
tax levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such sales and 
the gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth with respect to 
the use tax levied, the total sales price of all property, the use, storage, 
or other consumption of which became subject to the tax during the then 
preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall include also such other items 
of information pertinent to the said taxes and the amount thereof as the 
state department of revenue may require. Any person subject to the taxes 
levied may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, and in 
the event he so defers reporting them, he shall thereafter include in each 
monthly report all credit collections made during the month preceding, and 
shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. All 
reports or returns filed with the state department of revenue under this 
section shall be available for inspection by the governing body of Clay 
County, or its designated agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually making 
sales of tangible property for storage, use, or other consumption in Clay 
County (which storage, use, or other consumption is not exempted from 
the tax imposed) shall at the time of making such sale or, if the storage, 
use, or other consumption of such tangible personal property in the county 
is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such storage, use, or other 
consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect this tax from the pur- 
chaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner 
and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On the twentieth 
day of the month following the close of each quarterly period, each regis- 
tered seller shall file with the state department of revenue a return for 
the preceding quarterly period in such form as may be prescribed by the 
department, showing the total sales of the tangible personal property sold 
by such registered seller, the storage, use, or other consumption of which 
became subject to the tax imposed during the then preceding quarterly 
period; and each return shall be accompanied by a remittance of the 
amount of the tax required to be collected by such registered seller during 
the period followed by the return; provided, that any registered seller may 
defer collecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the 
proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their 
collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection 
of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all credit 
collections made during the preceding quarterly period, and shall omit the 
taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any 
person who has paid to a registered seller the tax and respect to the use, 
storage, or other, or other consumption of tangible personal property in 
Clay County need not file a report or make any further payment of the said 
tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, the storage, 
use, or other consumption of which is subject to the tax imposed, and who 
has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall 
report and pay the tax as required by Section 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Clay County 
41 a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 shall add to 
the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the person 
paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on account of 
said taxes; and every registered seller shall likewise add to the sales price 
and collect from the purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered 
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seller is required to collect. It shall be unlawful for any person subject to 
the tax levied to fail or refuse to add to the sale price or admission fee 
and to collect from the purchaser or person paying the admission fee the 
amount herein required to be so added to the sales or admission price and 
collected from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for any 
person subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any part of 
the amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption or refund of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise 
be unlawful for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales 
price and to collect from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed or 
to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly 
the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute a 
debt due Clay County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all 
other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, together 
with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute and be 
secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom said taxes 
are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All provisions of the reve- 
nue laws of this state which apply to the enforcement of liens for licenses 
taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collection of the county taxes 
levied and the state department of revenue, for the use and benefit of Clay 
County shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and 
exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies that 
this state or the department has for collection of the state sales tax and 
the state use tax. The state department of revenue shall have full authority 
to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to 
enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this Act, and to 
otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act, including any litigation in- 
volving the Act; and the department shall pay such special counsel such 
fees as it deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes 
collected by it for Clay County. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of 
reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
alter Gue date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports, or 
otherwise comply with the state sales tax statutes, the promuigution of 
rules and regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the adminis- 
tration and eiforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act when upplicd to the tax levied pur- 
suant to Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the county tax levied; and all pro- 
visions of the state use tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment 
and collection of the state use tax, making quarterly reports and keeping 
and preserving records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, 
penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the 
state use tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with 
respect to the state use tax, and the administration and enforcement of the 
state use tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act when applied to the county use tax levied shall apply to the county 
tax. The commissioner of revenue and the state department of revenue 
shall have and exercise ihe same powcrs, duties and obligations with respect 
to the county taxes levied as are imposed on the commissioner and the de- 
partment, respectively, by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax 
statutes. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the state use 
tax statutes that are made applicable in this Act to the county taxes levied 
and to the administration of this Act are incorporated herein by reference 
and made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 10. The state department of revenue shall charge Clay County 
for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or percentage of 
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total collections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner of revenue 
and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like govern- 
ing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any event exceed three 
percent of the total amount of special county taxes collected hereunder 
within the county. Such charge for collecting the special taxes for the 
county may be deducted each month from the special sales and special use 
taxes collected before certifying the amount of the proceeds thereof due 
Clay County for that month. The commissioner of revenue shall pay into 
the state treasury all county taxes collected under this Act, as such taxes 
are received by the department of revenue; and on or before the first day 
of each successive month (commencing with the month following the month 
in which the department makes the first collections hereunder), the com- 
missioner shall certify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes col- 
lected under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state 
treasury for the benefit of Clay County during the month immediately pre- 
ceding the making of such certificate. Provided, however, that before cer- 
tifying the amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit 
of the county during each month, the commissioner may deduct from the 
taxes collected in said month the charges due the department for the col- 
lection of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller 
to issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the public 
funds of Clay County in an amount equal to the amount so certified by the 
commissioner of revenue as having been collected for the use of the county. 
The custodian of public funds for Clay County shall deposit the revenue 
derived from the taxes levied herein in a special account separate and 
apart from other county funds, and shall maintain separate records of 
such special account. 


Section 11. The net revenue derived by the county from the taxes 
levied under this Act shall be paid over to the board of education of Clay 
County and shall be spent by the board for the operation and maintenance 
of the schools in the county school system. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 18. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 


affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approved by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

establishment of lists of persons eligible for employment and to establish 
the manner in which such lists shall be used; to establish a period of pro- 
bation for certain city employees; to provide for rules governing working 
hours and leaves of absence; to provide for the laying-off of employees; 
to establish the manner in which employees may be disciplined and to pro- 
vide a procedure under which certain employees may protest such discipli- 
nary action; to give the Personnel Board the authority to require the at- 
tendance of witnesses and the production of documents at such proceedings 
and to establish penalties for failure to attend or produce records as re- 
quired; to require such Board to maintain certain records; to prohibit 
political activity by certain employees of the city; to provide for the ex- 
penses of such Board; and to guarantee certain rights to the governing 
body of the city and to repeal conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama as follows: 


Section 1. PERSONNEL POLICY. The personnel policy of the City 
of Decatur shall be as follows: 


(a) Employment shall be based on merit and fitness, free of political 
considerations. 


(b) Just and equitable incentives and conditions of employment shall 
be established and maintained to promote efficiency and economy in the 
operation of the city government. 


(c) Positions having similar duties and responsibilities shall be classi- 
fied and compensated on a systematic basis. 


(d) Appointments, promotions and other actions requiring the appli- 
eation of the merit principle shall be based on systematic tests and evalu- 
ations. 


(e) High morale shall be maintained by fair administration of this act 
and by every consideration of the rights and interests of employees consist- 
ent with the best interests of the public and the city. 


(f) Tenure of employees covered by this act shall be subject to good 
behavior, the satisfactory performance of work, necessity for the perform- 
a e work, the availability of funds and the other provisions set forth in 

8 act. 


Section 2, DEFINITIONS. The following words, terms, and phrases 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this section, shall 
ae the masculine and feminine genders, and the singular as well as the 
plural: 


1. ALLOCATION means the assignment of positions to a class on the 
basis of the kind, difficulty and responsibility of work of the positions. 


2. APPOINTING AUTHORITY means the official or board designated 
by resolution of the governing body as being the official or board having 
authority to fill vacancies in a specified class, or the governing body itself 
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in the event that the governing body has made no such designation in 
respect to a class, or having made such designation, has thereafter repealed 
such resolution. 


38. BOARD means the Personnel Board of the City of Decatur. 


4. CERTIFY, CERTIFICATION means the act of supplying the ap- 
pointing authority with names of applicants deemed eligible for appoint- 
ment to the class or position to be filled. 


5. CITY means the City of Decatur. 


6. CLASS means a position or group of positions that involve similar 
duties and responsibilities and require similar qualifications and are desig- 
nated by a single title indicative of the kind of work. 


7. ELIGIBLE LIST means a list of names of persons who have suc- 
cessfully competed by examination, arranged in the order of their final 
ratings. 


8. EMPLOYEE means a person regularly occupying a position in the 
classified service or a person who is on authorized leave of absence and 
whose position is being held for him pending his return, but shall not 
include an independent contractor. 


9. DEMOTION means removal of an employee from a position in one 
class to a position in another class having a lower maximum salary limit 
than the position from which he was removed. 


_ 10. GOVERNING BODY means the Board of Commissioners of the 
city or any governing authority which is a successor thereto. 


11. ORIGINAL APPOINTMENT means the appointment to a position 
in the classified service of a person who is not being reemployed from the 
reemployment list, nor being promoted from the promotional eligible list 
and who, except for those in the exempt service and those serving under 
temporary appointment, is not an employee of the city. 


12. LAID-OFF means separated from the classified service of the city 
because of Jack of work or funds or other reason not related to fault, de- 
linquency or misconduct on the part of the employee. 

18. POSITION means a group of current duties and responsibilities 
assigned or delegated by competent authority and requiring the full or part 
time services of one employee. 


14. PROMOTION means a change of employment from a position of 
one class to a position of another class which has a higher maximum salary 
rate. 


15. VACANCY means a position duly created with funds provided for 
payment of a salary, which is not occupied, or which is occupied by a person 
serving under a temporary appointment. 


Section 3. DIVISION INTO CLASSIFIED AND EXEMPT SERVICES. 
All offices and positions of the city shall be divided into classified service 
and exempt service: (a) The exempt service shall include all elected offi- 
cials of the city; voluntary personnel and personnel appointed to serve 
without pay; consultants rendering temporary professional service; such 
positions involving seasonal or part time employment, or which consist of 
unskilled work, as may be specifically placed in the exempt service by the 
rules promulgated as hereinafter provided; attorneys rendering legal serv- 
ice; persons employed by the Municipal Utilities Board of Decatur, Morgan 
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County, Alabama, and by the other boards and commissions of the city; 
provided, however, employees of such other boards and commissions of the 
city may, by resolution of the governing body, after favorable recommenda- 
tion by such other board or commission, be placed in the classified service, 
and the governing body in such resolution shall prescribe the conditions 
under which the employees so transferred may acquire permanent sta- 
tus; (b) the classified service shall include the City Recorder and all 
other positions in the city service that are paid out of the general 
fund of the city and out of funds of boards and commissions whose 
employees are placed in the classified service and which are not specifically 
placed in the exempt service; provided, however, the governing body may 
by resolution, pursuant to a recommendation by the board remove any posi- 
tion from the classified service and place it in the exempt service. Unless 
otherwise specifically provided or clearly implied, the provisions of this 
act shall apply only to the classified service. 


Section 4. STATUS OF PRESENT EMPLOYEES. All employees 
who have held their present positions for at least six months immediately 
preceding the effective date of this act shall have permanent status in their 
present positions. All other employees shall be eligible to acquire perma- 
nent status in their present positions in the manner provided in Section 16, 
upon completing six months’ service in such positions. 


Section 5. STATUS OF PRESENT RULES AND PLANS. All rules, 
regulations and plans promulgated by the present personnel board of the 
city which are not in conflict with the provisions of this act shall remain in 
force and effect after the effective date of this act until the same are 
altered, amended or repealed in the manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF BOARD. The personnel program 
established by this act shall be administered by the board. The board shall 
consist of five members who are residents of the city and who shall be 
appointed by the governing body. The members of the board shall be per- 
sons in sympathy with the application of merit principles to public em- 
ployment. No member of the board shall be employed by or be an official 
of the city, nor hold any elective public office. The members of the board 
shall serve for a term of five years; provided that in the appointment of 
the first board there shall be appointed one member for a term of one year, 
one for a term of two years, one for a term of three years, one for a term 
of four years, and one for a term of five years. Vacancies occurring during 
a term shall be filled for the balance of the term by the governing body. 
Members of the board shall serve without compensation, but funds will be 
provided from the general fund of the city for their reasonable and neces- 
sary expenses. The board shall elect from its own members a chairman, a 
vice chairman and a secretary-treasurer. The board shall meet as often 
as shall be necessary to effectuate the purposes of this act. A majority 
of the members of the board shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business and no action shall be taken without the af- 
firmative vote of a majority of the quorum present at a meeting. The board 
shall have the right to engage such full or part-time personnel as shall be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act, but no person employed by 
the board shall be an official or employee of the city. 


Section 7. GENERAL DUTIES OF BOARD. In addition to the duties 
set forth elsewhere in this act, the board shall advise the governing body 
on matters of personnel administration, including the development of per- 
sonnel rules, a job classification plan and a systematic pay plan; repre- 
sent the public interest in the improvement of personnel administration in 
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the city service; make any inquiry which it may consider desirable concern- 
ing personnel administration in the city service, and make recommendations 
to the governing body with respect thereto. 


Section 8. ADOPTION OF RULES, CLASSIFICATION PLANS, AND 
PAY PLANS. So long as the same are not inconsistent with this act, the 
board shall have the power to recommend to the governing body the adop- 
tion of rules and regulations for the operation of the merit system estab- 
lished hereby, a classification plan, and a pay plan. Within sixty (60) days 
after the presentation of a recommendation of the board, the governing 
body shall act upon the same, and if the governing body by resolution adopts 
the recommendation of the board, the same shall become operative and have 
the force and effect of law. 


Section 9. AMENDMENTS AND REPEAL. Any rule, regulation or 
plan may be amended or repealed in whole or in part in the same manner as 
is provided for the adoption of rules, regulations or plans. 


Section 10. CLASSIFICATION PLAN. After the adoption by the gov- 
erning body of a classification plan, allocation of each position in the classi- 
fied service shall be made by the board with the approval of the governing 
body to the end that all positions in the same class shall be sufficiently 
alike to permit use of a single descriptive title, the same qualifications 
requirements, the same test of competence, and the same pay scale. 


Section 11. PAY PLAN. After a pay plan and any rules for its admin- 
istration have been adopted by the governing body, the board with the 
approval of the governing body will assign each position to one of the pay 
ranges provided in the pay plan to the end that the rate or range of com- 
pensation for each class provided for in the pay plan shall be such as to 
renee fairly the differences in duties and responsibilities in the various 
classes. 


Section 12. EXAMINATIONS. Eligibility for original appointment or 
promotional appointment to vacancies occurring after the adoption of this 
act shall be determined by competitive examinations of applicants therefor, 
except that appointments to positions substantially equivalent to those of 


laborer, custodial worker and utility or senii-sKillcd worker may be made 
by the appointing authority with the approval of the board without such 
examinations. Examinations shall be in such form as will fairly test the 
abilities and aptitudes of the applicants with respect to the duties to be 
performed. Applicants who pass the test and otherwise qualify for the 
employment or promotion shall be placed on the appropriate eligible list 
for the vacancy in the order of the grades they obtained on the examination. 
The board may refuse to examine, or after examination refuse to certify 
the name of anyone who is found to lack any of the established qualifica- 
tion requirements for the examination or position for which he applies or 
who is physically so disabled as to be unfit to perform duties of the position 
to which he seeks appoinimeni, vi who has been convicted of or is under 
indictment for any crime involving moral turpitude or who has been guilty 
of any infamous or disgraceful conduct or who has been dismissed from 
the public service for delinquency or misconduct or who has intentionally 
made a false statement of any material fact or practiced or attempted to 
practice any deception or fraud in his application, or in his examination. 


Section 13. TEMPORARY APPOINTMENT. Pending the availability 
of a list of names certified as provided in Section 15, positions may be 
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filled by temporary appointment. The governing body by resolution adopted 
pursuant to a recommendation of the board may grant permanent status to 
any employee who has served in the vacancy by temporary appointment for 
at least twelve months and who has made a passing score on his examina- 
tion if at the time of such action by the governing body no such list of 
names has been so certified for the vacant position in which the said 
employee is serving. 


Section 14. LISTS OF NAMES OF PERSONS AVAILABLE FOR AP- 
POINTMENT. Lists of names of persons available for appointment to a 
vacancy will be selected for certification as provided in Section 15 in the 
order in which they appear on the reemployment list, promotional eligible 
list, and original appointment eligible list for said vacancy, which lists 
shall have priority one over the other in the order named. The reemploy- 
ment list for a vacancy shall contain the names of former employees with 
permanent status with respect to the vacancy in the inverse order in which 
they were laid-off. The promotional eligible list and the original appoint- 
ment eligible list shall be created as provided in Section 12. A former 
employee with probationary status with respect to the vacancy may, with 
the approval of the appointing authority, have his name placed at such 
position on the promotional eligible list as the appointing authority may 
designate. Policies and procedures for administering eligible lists and cov- 
ering the duration, cancellation, replacement, and consolidation of such lists, 


and the removal or suspension of names therefrom shall be provided in the 
personnel rules. 


Section 15. METHOD OF FILLING VACANCIES. Vacancies shall 
be filled by the appointing authority by the appointment of a person whose 
name is certified within thirty (80) days after certification. Certification 
shall be made whenever a vacancy exists and the name of an applicant for 
such vacancy is eligible for certification. If there is a reemployment list 
with respect to the vacancy, only the top name on such list shall be eligible 
for certification. In the event there is no such reemployment list, and the 
names on the promotional eligible list for such vacancy plus the names on 
the original appointment eligible list for such vacancy equal three or more 
the three names ranked highest on the promotional eligible list shall be 
eligible for certification; provided, however, should the promotional eligible 
list not contain three names, then the names appearing thereon, plus such 
of the names ranked highest on the original appointment eligible list as 
will be sufficient to bring the number certified to three shall be eligible 
for certification. 


Section 16. PROBATION. Except as provided in Sections 3 and 4, to ac- 
uire permanent status, employees shall be subject to a period of probation. 
he regular period of probation shall be six months; provided, however, the 

board may adopt rules and regulations specifying a longer or shorter period 
of probation for a designated class or classes, or for extension of the proba- 
tion period for any individual probationary employee, but no probationary 
period may extend beyond twelve months. The work and conduct of em- 
ployees with a probationary status shall be subject to close scrutiny and 
evaluation. An employee retained beyond the end of the probationary period 
shall have permanent status only if, but only if, the appointing authority 
files a written statement with the board affirming the fact that the services 
of the employee have been found to be satisfactory. 


Section 17. ABSENCES; HOURS OF WORK. Rules shall be adopted 
in the manner hereinbefore provided prescribing hours of work and the con- 
ditions and length of time for which leaves of absence with pay and leaves 
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of absence without pay may be granted. These shall cover such matters as 
vacations, holidays, sick leaves, leaves for military service, and leaves 
granted so that the employee can seek election to public office. 


Section 18. LAY-OFF OF EMPLOYEES. Any employee may be tem- 
porarily separated by being laid-off. Reduction shall be made in such 
class or classes as the appointing authority may designate; provided, how- 
ever, within each affected class employees shall be laid-off in the following 
order; (1) temporary employees who did not have permanent status in some 
other position at the time they were appointed to their present position; 
(2) probationary employees who did not have permanent status in some 
other position at the time they were appointed to their present position; 
(3) other temporary employees; (4) other probationary employees; and (5) 
employees having permanent status. 


Section 19. DISCIPLINE OF EMPLOYEES. Any employee may be dis- 
missed, suspended without pay or demoted by his appointing authority 
whenever the good of the service will be served thereby or the employee’s 
work, performance, conduct on or off the job, or insubordinate attitude so 
warrants; provided, however, that no employee may be suspended for more 
than fifteen working days at any one time or for more than thirty (30) 
working days in any one calendar year; and provided further, that no 
employee shall be dismissed, suspended or demoted for political considera- 
tions. Any person appointed to a position who has secured his certification 
therefor through fraud shall be removed by his appointing authority and 
shall not thereafter be eligible for examination for or appointment to any 
position except by unanimous permission of the board. 


Section 20. PROCEDURE FOR PROTESTING DISCIPLINARY AC- 
TION. An employee shall have the right to protest any disciplinary action 
taken against him by his appointing authority, provided, however, an em- 
ployee serving by temporary appointment and an emplovee having proba- 
tionary status shall have no right to protest any such disciplinary action, 
unless such employee had permanent status in some other position at the 
time he was appointed ¢ to his present position. An eligible employce de- 
siring to protest any disciplinary action directed against him by his appoint- 
ing authority shall file a protest in writing with the board and with his 
annointine anthority within seven (7) days of tne date on whieh the discin- 
linary action was taken and request a hearing before the board. Within 
seven (7) days after receipt of the protest, his appointing authority shall 
file with the chairman of the board and mail to the employee by certified 
mail a statement specifying the charges against such employee on which 
the disciplinary action was based. Upon the filing of such charges, the 
chairman shall call a meeting of the board to be held within thirty (30) 
days after the filing of such specification of charges to hear such protest, 
and shall forthwith give notice by certified mail to the employee and his 
appointing authority of the time and place of such meeting. The board 
shall have the authority to continue the hearing from time to time as may 
he necessary. In prenaring for and conducting such hearing. the chairman 
and secretary-treasurer of the board shall each have the power to admin- 
ister oaths, subpoena and require the attendance of witnesses and the 
production of books, documents and accounts pertaining to the subject under 
investigation. 


Subpoenas issued as herein provided shall be served (and the fees and 
allowances for the service thereof shall be the same) as is provided by law 
for the service of subpoenas issued by the Circuit Court. Said fees and 
allowances in connection with the service of such subpoenas shall constitute 
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reasonable and necessary expenses of the board. In the event any person 
is duly summoned to appear and testify or produce evidence, or both, be- 
fore the board, and such person refuses to attend or testify or produce 
such evidence in obedience to such summons, the board shall have the right 
to invoke the aid of the Circuit Court at law of Morgan County. In such 
event, and upon proper showing by the board to the court, the court shall 
issue, or cause to be issued, an order or subpoena requiring such person to 
appear before the board and produce all evidence and give all testimony 
relating to the issue within his knowledge. Any person failing to obey any 
such summons by either of said officers of the board without good cause, 
to be determined by the court, may be punished by the court as is provided 
by law for contempt of such court and any person failing to obey any such 
order or subpoena of the court without good cause, to be determined by the 
court, may be proceeded against by the court as is by law provided in the 
case of contempt of such court. In addition, any employee of the city who 
fails to obey any of such orders or subpoenas may be disciplined as provided 
in Section 19. 


At the hearing the employee and his appointing authority shall each 
have the right to be represented by counsel and the appointing authority 
shall have the burden of proving that the action taken against the employee 
was lawful and that the penalty imposed was reasonable and proper. Such 
hearing shall be governed by rules of practice and procedure adopted by 
the board, and in conducting such hearing, the board shall not be bound 
by the technical rules of evidence. No informality of procedure in the 
conduct of such hearing shall invalidate any decision made by the board. 
At the conclusion of the hearing, the board shall render a decision (a) af- 
firming the disciplinary action taken; or (b) reversing the action of the 
appointing authority if it is reasonably satisfied from such evidence that 
the disciplinary action taken was not lawful; or (c) modifying the discipli- 
nary action taken and prescribing the proper penalty if it is reasonably 
satisfied from such evidence that the employee was subject to some discipli- 
nary action, but that the penalty imposed was too severe. If the board’s 
decision reduces the severity of the disciplinary action taken against the 
employee, the board, in its decision, may provide that the employee shall 
be reinstated with or without pay; provided, however, in the event any 
employee is so ordered to be reinstated with pay, such pay shall not exceed 
the amount that the employee as such earned during the thirty (30) days 
next preceding the taking of the disciplinary action in question. The de- 
cision of the board shall be filed with the city clerk within ten (10) days 
after its rendition, and a copy thereof shall be mailed to each party in inter- 
est or his attorney at the time of filing. Thereafter an appeal may be 
taken from any decision of the board in the following manner: Within ten 
(10) days after the final decision of such board is filed with the city clerk 
any party, including the governing body, feeling aggrieved at the decision 
of the board, may appeal from any such decision to the circuit court of the 
county. Upon the filing of any such appeal notice thereof shall be served 
upon the board, and a copy of such notice shall be served upon the appellee 
or his attorney by the appellant. Such appeal shall be heard at the earliest 
possible date by the circuit court sitting without a jury. No bond shall be 
required for such an appeal and such an appeal shall be effected by filing 
a notice and request therefor by the appellant upon the board and upon the 
appellee and also by filing a copy of such notice and request for an appeal 
with the clerk of the circuit court. It shall not be necessary to enter excep- 
tions to the rulings of the board, and the hearing of the appeal shall be a 
trial de novo. An appeal may be taken from any judgment of the circuit 
court to the Court of Appeals or the Supreme Court as is now provided by 
law. The service required hereinabove on the board may be effected by 
serving the notice required hereinabove upon any member of the board or its 
attorney. 
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Section 21. RECORDS TO BE MAINTAINED BY BOARD. The board 
shall maintain adequate records of its proceedings, and of its own official 
acts, the examination records of every candidate, and the employment 
record of every employee. 


Section 22. POLITICAL APPOINTMENTS AND ACTIVITIES PRO- 
HIBITED. Employees in the classified service shall be selected without 
regard to political considerations. An employee not on an authorized leave 
of absence shall not actively participate as a candidate or otherwise in any 
campaign for an elective city position nor make any financial contribution 
to the campaign of another for such position. 


Section 23. EXPENSES OF BOARD. The governing body shall make 
necessary appropriations from the general fund to pay the reasonable and 
necessary expenses incurred by the board in the administration of this act. 


Section 24. RIGHT OF GOVERNING BODY. Nothing herein shall be 
construed as restricting the right of the governing body (1) to refuse em- 
ployment and prohibit the further service of any person or persons who are 
members of organizations which are opposed to the basic purpose of local 
self government; or (2) to increase or decrease proportionately the compen- 
sation of all employees. 


Section 25. SEVERABILITY. The provisions of this act are severable. 
If any part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara- 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 26. REPEALER. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with 
this act are repealed. 


Section 27. EFFECTIVE DATE. This act shall become effective fol- 
lowing its passage and approval by the Governor, on October 1, 1961. 


And the substitute was adopted.

H. 1500. To authorize and provide for the establishment, maintenance, 
and operation of a junior college to be located in Jackson or DeKalb County; 
to create a board of trustees to govern such college; to authorize the board 
of trustees to select the location for such college, name it, appoint a presi- 
dent and certain other officers therefor, and prescribe rules and regulations 
to govern the college; to constitute the college a body corporate upon com- 
pliance with certain conditions; to authorize the board of trustees to accept 
gifts, donations, devises, and bequests; and to buy, hold, sell or otherwise 
dispose of real and personal property for and in the name of the college; 
to authorize the governing bodies of Jackson and DeKalb Counties and of 
each incorporated municipality in any of such counties to make appropria- 
tions of public funds in aid of the college; to authorize the board of educa- 
tion of each of these counties and the board of education of any incorpo- 
rated municipality in these counties to use public school funds in aid of such 
college and to provide transportation and certain other facilities to students 
attending the college; to exempt from taxation the property of the college;

Provided, however, no such county shall assess 
against any land within such district an amount in excess of the increased 
value of such parcel by reason of the special benefits derived from the im- 
provement or establishment and operation, and maintenance of the park 
within such district nor unless the question of establishing the district and 
assessing the cost of the local improvement against the lands in the district 
have been approved by a majority of the qualified electors residing within 
the assessment district at an election held on such question as hereinafter 
provided. Any park assessment district established pursuant to this Act 
may consist of land lying entirely without the corporate limits of any mu- 
nicipality in such county or may consist in part of lands without the corpo- 
rate limits of any municipality and in part of land lying within the corpo- 
rate limits of a municipality, or may consist of land lying entirely within 
the corporate limits of any municipality in the county.

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be in- 
troduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage and 
enactment will be made, to-wit: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the levy of additional taxes for educational purposes in 
Covington County; authorizing the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or other like governing body of the county to levy, when approved 
at a referendum election, special county privilege license and excise taxes 
paralleling state sales and use taxes as provided for in Act No. 100, H. 94 
approved August 18, 1959, and Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of 
Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended and supplemented; providing for col- 
ere and enforcement of such taxes when levied by the state department 
of revenue. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Covington County. 


Section 2. (a) If approved by a majority of the qualified voters of 
Covington County who vote thereon at the referendum election provided for 
in subsection (b), the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like governing body of said county may adopt an order, ordinance, or reso- 
lution levying special county taxes, to parallel state sales and use taxes, 
in the manner and at the rates prescribed in this Act. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like gov- 
erning body of Covington County shall call and provide for holding an elec- 
tion for the purpose of determining whether or not such special county 
taxes shall be levied and imposed as provided in this Act. The election 
shall be held on a day not less than 80 nor more than 60 days after the date 
of this enactment. Notice of the election shall be given not more than 30 
nor less than 15 days before the date set for the election, by publication in 
a newspaper published in the county once a week for two successive weeks. 
The election shall be held and conducted in the manner provided by law for 
holding other county elections; and the cost of the election, including the 
cost of publishing the notice, shall be paid by the county board of educa- 
tion. The question to be voted on shall be stated on the ballots substantially 
as follows: “Do you favor a county sales tax for educational purposes?” 


Section 3. (a) The special county taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall 
be privilege license and excise taxes in substance as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation (not including the State of 
Alabama or the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or ABC stores) 
engaged or continuing within the county in the business of selling at retail 
any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and com- 
modities of every kind and character (not including, however, bonds or 
other evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal to one per cent of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount 
is expressly provided herein. Any person engaging or continuing in busi- 
ness as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on 
the gross proceeds of retail sales of such businesses at the rates specified, 
when his books are kept so as to show seperately the gross proceeds of sales 
of each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax 
as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 
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2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of conducting or operating places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football 
and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or under the 
auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic association thereof, 
or other association whether such institution or association be denomina- 
tional, a state, county, or a city school, or other institution, association, or 
school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses or any other place at which 
any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertainment is offered to the 
public or place or places where an admission fee is charged, including public 
bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and description, conducted 
or carried on within the county, an amount equal to one percent of the gross 
receipts of any such business. 


8. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business or selling at retail machines or machinery 
used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing 
of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines or machinery, 
attachments and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured 
for use on or in the operation of such machines or machinery, and which 
are necessary to the operation of such machines or machinery, and are 
customarily so used, an amount equal to one-half of one percent of the 
gross proceeds of the sale of such machines or machinery, attachments, 
parts and replacements therefor. 


4, Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half of one per- 
cent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any used automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as 
a eredit or part payment of the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied 


herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the new or 


used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken in trade.

5. Au excise tax may be imposed on-- 


The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of tangible per- 
sonal property purchased at retail, for storage, use or other consumption 
in the county, at the rate of one per cent of the sale price of such property, 
regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in the 
county or in this state, except as provided in paragraphs a and b below; and 


a. The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any new or 
used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer purchased at retail for 
storage, use, or other consumption in the county, at the rate of one-half of 
one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or 
semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi- 
trailer is taken trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part pay- 
ment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied shall be paid on 
the net difference, that is, the difference in the price of the new or used 
vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken in trade; and 


b. The storage, use, or other consumption in the county of any ma- 
chines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing 
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and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts of 
such machines or machinery, attachments, and replacements therefor which 
are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines 
or machinery, purchased at retail for storage, use, or other consumption in 
the county, at the rate of one-half of one percent of the sales price of such 
machines or machinery or the parts, attachments, or replacements therefor. 


(b) There shall be exempted from the levy of such taxes the gross re- 
ceipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are exempted 
under the state sales tax statutes from the computation of the amount of 
the state sales tax. And there shall also be exempted from the levy the 
storage, use, or other consumption of property, the storage, use, or other 
consumption of which is exempted under the state use tax statutes from 
the state use tax. Subject to these exemptions, every person storing or 
using or otherwise consuming in Covington County tangible personal prop- 
erty purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed, and the liability 
shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; pro- 
vided, however, that a receipt from a registered seller given to the pur- 
chaser of any property to be used, stored, or consumed in Covington County 
shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for the 
tax to which such receipt may refer. The term “registered seller” means 
the person registered with the state department of revenue pursuant to the 
state sales tax statutes. The term “state sales tax statutes’ means Act 
No. 100, H. 94, approved August 19. 1959, which levies a retail sales tax for 
state purposes, and includes all statutes, including amendments to said Act 
No. 100 heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from 
the computation of the tax levied in said Act No. 100, and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the ad- 
ministration of said Act No. 100 and the incidence and collection of the tax 
imposed therein. The term “state use tax statutes’ means Article 11 of 
Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, includ- 
ing all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemp- 
tions from the computation of the tax levied in said Article 11 and all 
other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport 
to affect, the administration of the said article and the incidences and 
collection of the tax imposed therein. 


(c) For the purpose of this Act, the location of the place of business 
of the seller shall determine the liability of the seller for the tax levied 
under the Act. 


Section 4. Unless otherwise expressly provided for in the order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution levying the taxes herein authorized, such taxes shall 
become effective on the first day of the second month next following the 
date of the order, ordinance, or resolution; provided, notice of the adoption 
of such an order, ordinance, or resolution must be given to the commis- 
sioner of the state department of revenue not less than 45 days before the 
taxes are to become effective. The taxes levied and imposed shall be in 
addition to all other taxes now provided by law and shall be collected as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 5. All taxes levied pursuant to this Act shall be paid to and 
collected by the state department of revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or prior 
to the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such taxes shall 
file with the state department of revenue a report or return in such form 
as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth with respect to all 
sales and business that are required to be used as a measurement of the tax 
levied, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such sales and the 
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gross receipts of all such business, and setting forth with respect to the 
use tax levied, the total sales price of all property, the use, storage, or 
other consumption of which became subject to the tax during the then 
preceding quarterly period. Such reports shall include also such other 
items of information pertinent to the said taxes and the amount thereof 
as the state department of revenue may require. Any person subject to 
the taxes levied may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, 
and in the event he so defers reporting them, he shall thereafter include in 
each monthly report all credit collections made during the month preceding, 
and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. All 
reports or returns filed with the state department of revenue under this 
section shall be available for inspection by the governing body of Covington 
County, or its designated agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 6. Every registered seller regularly and continually making 
sales of tangible personal property for storage, use, or other consumption 
in Covington County (which storage, use, or other consumption is not 
exempted from the tax imposed) shall at the time of making such sale or, 
if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible personal property 
in the county is not then taxable under this Act, at the time such storage, 
use, or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect the tax from 
the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the 
manner and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On the 
twentieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly period, 
each registered seller shall file with the state department of revenue a 
return for the preceding quarterly period in such form as may be prescribed 
by the department, showing the total sales of the tangible personal prop- 
erty sold by such registered seller, the storage, use, or other consumption 
of which became subject to the tax imposed during the then preceding 
quarterly period; and each return shall be accompanied by a remittance of 
the amount of the tax required to be collected by such registered seller 
during the period followed by the return; provided, that any registered 
seller may defer collecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collec- 
tion of the proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales 
until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along 
with collection of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly 
report all credit collections made during the preceding quarteriy period 
and shall omit the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such 
Teport ur return. Any person who has naid to a registered seller the tax 
with respect to the use, storage, or other consumptiun of tangible personal 
property in Covington County need not file a report or make any further 
payment of the said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal 
property, the storage, use, or other consumption of which is subject to the 
tax imposed, and who has not paid the tax due with respect thereto to a 
registered seller, shall report and pay the tax as required by Section 5. 


Section 7. Each person engaging or continuing within Covington 
County in a business subject to the taxes levied pursuant to Section 3 shall 
add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or 
the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said taxes; and every registered seller shail likewise add iv the 
sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any tax which 
such registered seller is required to collect. It shall be unlawful for any 
person subject to the tax levied to fail or refuse to add to the sales price 
or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser or person paying the 
admission fee the amount herein required to be so added to the sales or 
admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be 
unlawful for any person subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund 
all or any part of the amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly 
or indirectly the absorption or refund of said tax or any portion thereof. It 
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shall likewise be unlawful for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser the amount of the tax 
imposed or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly 
or indirectly the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 8. The taxes imposed pursuant to this Act shall constitute a 
debt due Covington County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition 
to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, 
together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom said 
taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All provisions of the 
revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforcement of liens for license 
taxes due the state shall apply fully to the collection of the county taxes 
levied and the state department of revenue, for the use and benefit of Cov- 
ington County shall collect such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have 
and exercise for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
that this state or the department has for collection of the state sales tax 
and the state use tax. The state department of revenue shall have full 
authority to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time 
to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by this 
Act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act, including any liti- 
gation involving the Act; and the department shall pay such special counsel 
such fees as it deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes 
collected by it for Covington County. 


Section 9. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, making of reports 
and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest after due 
date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports, or otherwise 
comply with the state sales tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and 
regulations with respect to the state sales tax, and the administration and 
enforcement of the state sales tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act when applied to the tax levied pursuant to Sec- 
tion 3 hereof, shall apply to the county tax levied; and all provisions of 
the state use tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collec- 
tion of the state use tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserv- 
ing records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for 
failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the state use 
tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
state use tax, and the administration and enforcement of the state use tax 
statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when 
applied to the county use tax levied shall apply to the county tax. The 
commissioner of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have 
and exercise the same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the 
county taxes levied as are imposed on the commissioner and the department, 
respectively, by the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes. 
All provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes 
that are made applicable in this Act to the county taxes levied and to the 
administration of this Act are incorporated herein by reference and made 
a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 10. The state department of revenue shall charge Covington 
County for collecting the special county taxes levied such amount or per- 
centage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the commissioner of 
revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
governing body of the county, but such charge shall not in any event exceed 
three percent of the total amount of special county taxes collected here- 
under within the county. Such charge for collecting the special taxes for 
the county may be deducted each month from the special sales and special 
use taxes collected before certifying the amount of the proceeds thereof due 
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Covington County for that month. The commissioner of revenue shall pay 
into the state treasury all county taxes collected under this Act, as such 
taxes are received by the department of revenue; and on or before the 
first day of each successive month (commencing with the month following 
the month in which the department makes the first collections hereunder), 
the commissioner shall certify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes 
collected under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state 
treasury for the benefit of Covington County during the month immediately 
preceding the making of such certificate. Provided, however, that before 
certifying the amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the bene- 
fit of the county during each month, the commissioner may deduct from 
the taxes collected in said month the charges due the department for the 
collection of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller 
to issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the public 
funds of Covington County in an amount equal to the amount so certified 
by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected for the use of the 
county. The custodian of public funds for Covington County shall deposit 
the revenue derived from the taxes levied herein in a special account sepa- 
rate and apart from other county funds, and shall maintain separate records 
of such special account. 


Section 11. The revenue derived by the county from the taxes levied 
under this Act shall be apportioned among the county board of education 
and the city boards of education within the county on a basis of teacher 
units as used by the State Board of Education in the final calculation of 
the minimum program each year. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict wtih this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 18. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1. Act No. 658, H. 1030, approved November 21, 1959, an act 
providing for a county privilege, license, or excise tax on the sale, distribu- 
tion, storage, use, or other consumption in Madison County of cigarettes 
(Acts of Alabama 1959, vol. II, p. 1592) is hereby revised and amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 1. in addition to aii other iaxes now imposed by law, but in 
lieu of any license or privilege tax levied by any municipiality within the 
county upon the sale, distribution, storage, use or other consumption of 
cigareties, every person whos sells, stores, delivers, uses uf otherwise con- 
sumes cigarettes in Madison County shall pay a license or privilege tax in 
the amount of three cents ($.03) on each package of cigarettes containing 
not more than twenty cigarettes and on each package of cigarettes contain- 
ing more than twenty cigarettes three cents ($.03) for the first twenty cig- 
arettes and three cents ($.03) for each additional twenty cigarettes, or frac- 
tional part thereof, in such package; provided, however, when the license 
tax hereby required to be paid shall have been paid by a wholesaler or 
seller of cigarettes such payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that 
such license tax hereby required to be paid shall be paid but once on each 
package of cigarettes. 


“Section 2. Every person, firm, corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in Madison County 
any cigarettes shall add the amount of the license or privilege tax levied 
and assessed herein to the price of the cigarettes, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax levied is, in fact, a levy on the consumer 
with the person, firm, corporation, club or association, who sells or stores 
or receives for the purpose of distributing the cigarettes, acting merely as 
agent for the collection of the tax. The dealer, storer, or distributor shall 
state the amount of the tax separately from the price of the cigarettes on 
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all price display signs, sales or delivery slips, bills and statements which 
advertise or indicate the price of the cigarettes. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor engaged in or continuing in the county in 
the business for which the tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse to add to 
the sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount due on account 
of the tax herein provided or to refund or offer to refund alli or any part 
of the amount collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion thereof. Any person, firm, corpora- 
tion, club or association violating any of the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not more 
than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or imprisoned in the county jail for not 
more than sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Each act in 
violation of this section shall constitute a separate offense. 


“Section 3. The tax provided for in this Act shall be collected and en- 
forced, and the Act shall be administered by such office or officer of Madi- 
son County as may be designated by the court of county commissioners, 
board of revenue, or other like county governing body, in accordance with 
such rules, regulations, or orders as such county authority may prescribe. 
The court, board, or like county governing body, as the case may be, shall 
adopt all necessary rules and regulations governing the collection and en- 
forcement of the tax, and may prescribe penalties for violations thereof. 
Rules, regulations, and orders adopted or promulgated pursuant to this sec- 
tion shall have the force and effect of law. 


“Section 4. The revenue collected from the tax hereby levied, less the 
cost of collection, including any discount allowed on the sale of stamps, 
shall be distributed as follows: Fifty per cent (50%) thereof shall be paid 
over to the City of Huntsville; one per cent (1%) thereof shall be paid to 
the municipality of Madison; one percent (1%) thereof shall be paid to the 
municipality of New Hope; the remaining forty-eight per cent (48%) 
thereof shall be paid to the board of education of Madison County to be 
used for public school purposes. 


“Section 5. The tax hereby imposed is in lieu of any license tax levied 
on the sale, storage, distribution, use, or delivery of cigarettes by any mu- 
nicipality within Madison County. No incorporated municipality within 
Madison County shall, after the effective date of this Act, levy or collect 
any municipal license or privilege tax on the sale, storage, distribution, use 
or delivery of cigarettes; and any ordinance levying such tax, heretofore 
enacted by the governing body of any municipality within Madison County, 
is hereby repealed, effective as of midnight December 31, 1969. However, 
the repeal of any such ordinance shall not affect the right of the munici- 
pality thereafter to collect any taxes, penalties or other charges due to the 
municipality pursuant to such ordinance which had accrued prior to mid- 
night of December 31, 1969; and all such taxes, penalties and other charges 
may be collected after such date in the same manner that they could have 
been collected during the time the ordinance pursuant to which they accrued 
was effective.

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established an Inferior 
Court for Montgomery County. Such Court shall be known as and be called 
the Montgomery County Court. 


Section 2. That said Inferior Court, known as the Montgomery County 
Court, shall have jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices of the 
peace have jurisdiction under the general laws of the State throughout the 
County of Montgomery. Said Court shall have and exercise original and 
final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in Montgomery County 
concurrent in such misdemeanor cases with the jurisdiction now conferred 
by law or that may be conferred hereafter by law upon the circuit courts 
of this State, except as may be herein otherwise provided, and said Court 
shall have preliminary jurisdiction in all felony cases committed in said 
county, that is now or may be hereafter conferred by law upon justices of 
the peace. Affidavits may be taken and warrants issued by justices of 
the peace in the respective precincts of said county where such justices of 
the peace have jurisdiction to issue such warrants returnable to the said 
Court hereby created. Said Court, except as is otherwise provided in this 
Act, shall conform to and be governed by the rules of practice and pro- 
cedure, and shall have the same power and authority as is now or may be 
hereafter conferred by law upon justices of the peace of this State in all 
eases wherein the defendant is charged with a felony; and in all cases

Section 5. That said Court shall have jurisdiction of all bastardy cases 
or proceedings in said county, and all laws now in force or that may be 
hereafter enacted relating to bastardy proceedings before justices of the 
peace shall apply to and be in foree in said Court, and the same rules of 
procedure before justices of the peace in this State shall also apply in said 

ourt. 


Section 6. That the Judge of said Court shall have been a resident of 
Montgomery County for at least five years at the time of his election or 
appointment and shall reside in said county during his continuance in 
office. He shall be at least twenty-five years of age, shall be learned in 
the law, and shall not, during his term of office, practice law in any of the 
courts of this State or of the United States. 
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Section 7. That the Honorable Alex A. Marks is named and designated 
and shall be commissioned by the Governor as Judge of this Court and shall 
hold said office until his successor is elected and qualified as provided in 
this Act. 


Section 8. That the term of office of the Judge of this Court who shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Montgomery County at the general 
election for State and County officers in the year 1966, shall be for six 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1967, 
and every six years thereafter and until his successor is elected or appointed 
and qualified. 


Section 9. After the election of such Judge, the Governor shall issue 
to him a commission, and such Judge, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall take the oath of office in form required by law to be taken 
by the judges of the circuit courts of this State, and any Judge of this 
Court shall be removable for the same causes and in the same manner now 
provided by law for the circuit judges of this State. In cases of a vacancy 
caused by resignation, removal or death of such Judge, or other causes, 
the Governor shall fill the vacancy by appointment, and the person so ap- 
pointed shall hold office as provided in the Constitution of this State. In 
case the Judge of this Court shall be unable at any time to discharge the 
duties of the office from any cause whatsoever, he shall make an order, 
when the facts warrant it, stating the cause of the inability and said order 
shall be entered upon the minutes of the Court. Thereupon the Judge of the 
said Court shall designate some practicing attorney learned in the law, and 
resident of Montgomery County, to act as special judge during the continu- 
ance of such disability. The said person so designated by the said Judge of 
said Court shall perform all the dtuies and exercise all of the powers and 
authority of the Judge of said Court, and hold such office until the regular 
Judge of said Court shall be able to resume the duties of the office. While 
so acting such special judge shall receive the same compensation for each 
day he is holding court as the regular Judge of this Court, which compen- 
sation shall be paid out of the county treasury upon a warrant drawn by 
the Judge of this Court showing that said special judge has performed the 
duties of his office for the period of time he has served as such special 
judge. If for any reason the Judge of this Court is unable to appoint a 
special judge, he shall be appointed by the clerk of this Court hereinafter 
provided for. 


Section 10. That the salary of the Judge of this Court shall be nine 
thousand (9,000.00) dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments out of the general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, upon 
warrants drawn upon the county treasury, in the same manner as the sal- 
aries of the other county officers are now paid. 


Section 11. That the Judge of said Court shall appoint a clerk who 
shall hold office during the term for which said Judge was elected or 
appointed. Said clerk shall give a bond in a penal sum of not less than 
Ten Thousand Dolalrs ($10,000.00) payable to the County of Montgomery, 
and conditioned to faithfully perform the duties of his office, and said bond 
shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of Montgomery County and 
must be approved by him. Upon said bond there shall be the same liabilities 
and remedies as upon the bonds of the circuit court clerks of this State. It 
shall be the duty of said clerk to keep all the records and files of said Court 
in an orderly manner. The Court shall also have a seal which the clerk 
shall keep in the office of the clerk of said Court. The clerk of said Court 
shall have the power and authority to administer oaths and take acknowl- 
edgements and affidavits in all cases in which oaths, acknowledgements and 
affidavits are required or permitted by law, and to sign and issue all proc- 
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esses issuing out of said Court, including warrants, affidavits, summons, 
subpoenas, writs, executions, commitments, and releases of said Court. 
The clerk shall also have the power and authority to take acknowledgements 
of conveyance, and to fix bail in all cases where a person charged with 
crime is entitled to bail under any warrant issued by said clerk; and to 
issue any and all other processes necessary for the conduct of the business 
of the said Court, and to approve all bonds in civil and criminal cases, and 
to enter all judgments and orders of said Court; and he shall certify all 
appeals, certiorari and transcripts; but all judgments and orders of said 
Court shall be signed by the Judge thereof. For the services of the clerk 
in taking affidavits and issuing warrants the clerk of said Court is entitled 
to the same compensation now, or which may hereafter be, allowed by law 
to justices of the peace of this State. In addition to the powers hereinabove 
conferred upon said clerk, he or she shall have the power to issue peace 
warrants for a breach of the peace and search warrants to be executed 
either in the day time or night time, and he or she shall also have all the 
powers and authority, ministerial and judicial, now, or which may hereafter, 
be, vested in clerks of the circuit courts of this State. The salary of said 
clerk shall be payable in monthly installments out of the general fund of 
the treasury of Montgomery County, upon warrants drawn upon the certifi- 
eate of the Judge of said Court that said clerk has performed the duties of 
his office for such month, the amount of such salary to be fixed from time 
to time by the Personnel Board of the City and County of Montgomery, so 
long as said Personnel Board shall continue to exist, and thereafter by the 
Board of Revenue of Montgomery County. 


Section 12. That the clerk of said Court shall keep a docket of civil 
cases in which must be entered all civil actions brought in said Court, the 
names of the parties, the character of the action, the name of the attorney 
by whom brought, and the sheriff’s return, and in which must be entered 
all judgments and orders of the Judge of said Court. The clerk shall also 
keep a criminal docket in which must be entered all criminal cases in their 
order, showing the nature of the offense, the return of the sheriff, the 
amount of bail and the orders and judgments showing the disposition of all 
cases. ‘The clerk shall also keep in said dockets, both civil and criminal the 
names of all witnesses subpoenaed, the date of such subpoenas and the 
sheriff’s return thereon. The clerk shall show on said dockets every execu- 
tion that has been issued and the date thereof, the amount of the cosis, and 
all other matters that may be necessary to keep a perfect record at all 
proceedings had in said Court. All the records and files of said Court shall 
be cpen te the public for inspection free of charge. 

Section 13. That the Judge of said Court shall appoint a deputy clerk 
of said Court who shall hold office in like manner and for the same term 
as the clerk of said Court. Such deputy clerk shall have and exercise all 
the rights, duties and powers of the clerk of said Court, and he or she 
shall give bond conditioned and payable as the bond of the clerk of said 
Court, which bond shall be in a penal sum of not less than Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) and filed in the office of the judge of probate of Mont- 
gomery County and approved by him. The premiums on the bonds of the 
clerk and deputy clerk shall be paid by the County of Montgomery. The 
salary of said deputy clerk shall be payable in monthly installments out 
of the general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, upon warrants 
drawn upon the certificate of the Judge of said Court that said deputy 
clerk has performed the duties of his office for such month, the amount of 
such salary to be fixed from time to time by the Personnel Board of the 
City and County of Montgomery, so long as said Personnel Board shall con- 
tinue to exist, and thereafter by the Board of Revenue of Montgomery 
County. 


Section 14. Neither the Judge of said Court, clerk, deputy clerk, nor 
other personnel shall receive any other compensation than the salaries 
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herein provided to be paid to them, and all fees, fines and forfeitures must 
be paid to the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County or to the State of 
Alabama as provided by law. 


Section 15. That from all final judgments rendered in civil cases by 
the Judge of this Court either party shall have the right of appeal to the 
circuit court of Montgomery County, and from convictions in this Court in 
criminal cases the defendant shall have the same right of appeal to said 
circuit court. All appeals from this Court to the circuit court shall be gov- 
erned by the laws relating to certiorari and appeals from the courts of jus- 
tices of the peace of this State, except that an appeal or certiorari from 
this Court must be taken within fifteen days from the rendition of any final 
judgment of this Court. 


Section 16. That no trial or prosecution shall be instituted in this 
Court by indictment by any grand jury, but all trials or prosecutions in this 
Court shall be begun upon an affidavit and warrant. All trials of misde- 
meanors in this Court shall be without a jury, and no trial by jury can be 
demanded. The Judge of this Court shall determine both the law and the 
facts and shall award the punishment which the character of the offense 
demands. No statement of the offense need be made other than that con- 
tained in the affidavit and warrant of arrest. If the defendant sees fit to 
appeal from a judgment of conviction by this Court, a jury trial may be 
demanded at the time of taking such appeal to the circuit court and the case 
shall be tried in the circuit court de novo as is now provided by law and 
shall be governed in all respects by the rules and regulations as now pro- 
vided by law, or which may hereafter be provided by law in the trial of 
cases appealed from the courts of the justices of the peace of this State. 


Section 17. That whenever there is any defect or other objection found 
in the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint, or warrant pend- 
ing in such Court, the solicitor or other person prosecuting for the State 
shall have the right to amend said warrant to which objection is found and 
make the same sufficient. The Judge may also cause the clerk of said 
Court to issue a new warrant and affidavit for the prosecution of said 
cause. 


Section 18. That all proceedings as to bail, conditional judgments, 
forfeitures, judgments final and alias warrants of arrest shall be the same 
in this Court as are now or may be hereafter provided for by law. Con- 
ditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made absolute, 
and the same orders and judgments made and taken in such matters as 
could be made or taken in the circuit courts of this State, and the same 
procedure shall be followed. 


Section 19. That when a fine is assessed said Court may allow de- 
fendant to confess judgment, with good and sufficient sureties, for the 
fine and costs, as provided by the general laws of this State. Execution 
may issue for the fine and costs, or any portion thereof remaining unpaid, 
the same as in civil cases. The clerk may issue execution against the de- 
fendant and his sureties on all confessions of judgment after the time fixed 
for the payment of same in the order of the Court, said execution to be 
returnable within ninety days after the issuance thereof. Immediately 
after the execution is delivered to the Sheriff of Montgomery County the 
same shall be a lien on all the property of the defendants in said execution, 
and it shall be the duty of the sheriff to collect such execution in the time 
stated therein. 


Section 20. That in any prosecution in this Court, if it appears to the 
Court to be malicious or frivolous, the Court may tax the prosecutor or the 
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person who made the affidavit with the costs, and when the costs are im- 

posed on the prosecutor or person who made the complaint or affidavit, he 

may confess judgment for the same with good and sufficient sureties, and 

failing to do so, or to pay the same presently, he may be imprisoned in the 

county jail or sentenced to hard labor for the County for not exceeding ten 
ays. 


Section 21. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors now in 
force, or that hereafter may be enacted shall apply to and extend to this 
Court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by this Act. 
The Judge of this Court shall have discretionary power and authority to 
dismiss any misdemeanor prosecution upon the payment of costs by any 
defendant charged with a misdemeanor in said Court. 


Section 22. The Judge of this Court in addition to the powers conferred 
by this act, shall have authority to take acknowledgements and proofs of 
all deeds of conveyance required by law to be recorded and certify the same 
for registration; to perform marriage ceremonies the same as the circuit 
judges of this State; to administer oaths and take affidavits in all cases in 
which oaths and affidavits are required by law; to issue search warrants, 
to take recognizances, admit to bail, approve bail bonds in and out of 
court, and do every act and issue every process, mense or final, necessary 
to effect the due administrations of the laws in cases of offenses, jurisdic- 
tion of or powers over which are conferred by this Act; to correct after 
final judgment any error in judgment or process unen the whole record: to 
secure parties or privies in their rights against any oppression or abuse of 
execution, or other process, or upon any release, discharge or payment after 
judgment. 


Section 28. That the solicitor of the circuit court of Montgomery 
County or the assistant solicitor shall be required to attend said Court, and 
shall be the prosecuting officer therein; and shall, also, represent the State 
in all preliminary trials for felony in such Court. For every conviction of 
a misdemeanor in said Court where the defendant pleads not guilty and 
goes to trial there shall be taxed and collected as part of the costs in each 
case the same solicitor’s fees provided for convictions in such cases in the 
circuit cuuris of this State, but no soliciter’s fees shall he taxed or charged 
in any case where the defendant pleads guilty and pays the fine and other 
costs assessed by the Court. 


Section 24. That the Judge of said Court shall have the power to pun- 
ish for contempt in all cases where judges of the circuit courts of this State 
can punish for contempt by a fine of not exceeding fifty dollars and by 
imprisonment in the County jail for not exceeding five days, either or both. 


Section 25. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of said Court after 
the lapse of fifteen days from the rendition of any final judgment in any 
civil suit therein, if an appeal is not taken, unless otherwise directed by the 
court, to issue executions on all judgments in favor of the successful party, 
which must be signed by the clerk, dated on the day it was ‘estat and 


Section 26. Upon the rendition of judgment, execution may be issued 
by leave of the Court before the time described in Section 25 of this Act 
for the issuance of executions if the plaintiff, his agent or attorney shows 
sufficient cause thereof by affidavit, but the defendant is not prevented 
thereby from moving for a new trial nor deprived of any other right that 
he would otherwise have had. 
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Section 27. That all processes of whatever nature or kind issued out 
of said Court, shall be directed “To any Sheriff of the State of Alabama,” 
who shall either by self or deputy execute the same with diligence. Pro- 
vided, however, in any civil case or matter service of any process or proc- 
esses issuing out of this Court may be by certified mail in lieu of any 
other service of process now or hereafter provided for by law. The proce- 
dure for service of process by certified mail under this Act shall be the 
same as now provided for under the general law for service by certified 
mail in lieu of registered mail, except that service of process under this Act 
by certified mail shall not be limited to cases and matters in which service 
is authorized by registered mail. Where service is to be by certified mail 
the clerk of the Court shall require the party for whose benefit the process 
is issued to deposit with him sufficient funds to pay mailing costs and 
postal fees. 


Section 28. That the sheriff of said County shall in person or by his 
deputy or deputies attend on such Court at all times when the same is in 
session, to preserve order, to execute its processes, and to perform such 
other duties in all respects as is required by the circuit courts of this State, 
and he shall furnish all such other subordinate officers as may be neces- 
sary to expedite the business of said Court, the same as are required under 
the laws governing him as an officer of the circuit court. The Judge of 
such Court shall have authority to exercise general supervision of the 
sheriff and his deputies that they may attend strictly to the prompt and 
diligent discharge of their duties in all matters pertaining to the proper 
dispatch of the business of the Court and the preservation of order therein. 


Section 29. That the sheriff shall receive for his services in said Court, 
in civil and in criminal cases the same fees as are now or may hereafter be 
provided by law for similar services in the circuit courts of this State, to 
be taxed as costs in such cases. The fees allowed the sheriff and witnesses 
shall be paid directly to them. 


Section 30. That the same fees and costs that are now or may here- 
after be allowed by law to justices of the peace in all civil and criminal 
cases shall be taxed and collected by the clerk in such cases in said Court in 
the same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided by law for taxing 
and collecting costs in the courts of justices of the peace in this State, and 
when collected shall be paid by the clerk of said Court once a month into the 
treasury of said county; provided that in civil cases for summons and pro- 
ceedings thereon to judgment, if judgment be for more than one hundred 
dollars the fee shall be one dollar and fifty cents. 


Section 31. That said Court shall be held in the County Court House 
of Montgomery County and the Board of Revenue of said County shall pro- 
vide suitable and adequate rooms for the Court and its officers, and shall 
supply them with all necessary records, books, files, stationery, stamps 
used for official business, typewriters, telephones, or other proper facili- 
ties for the efficient discharge and performance of the work and duties of 
the Court and its officers. The Board of Revenue of said County shall also 
pay the salary or salaries of clerical personnel in addition to the clerk and 
deputy clerk of this Court provided for in Sections 11 and 13 of this Act, 
when, in the opinion of the Board of Revenue of said County, after request 
therefor by the Judge of said Court, such additional clerical personnel is 
needed for the efficient discharge and performance of the work of the 
Court and its officers; such additional clerical personnel to be paid a sal- 
ary or salaries to be fixed by the Personnel Board of the City and County 
of Montgomery, and be subject to all the pertinent rules and regulations 
of the said Board governing employees of Montgomery County, so long as 
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the said Personnel Board shall continue to exist, and thereafter the salary 
or salaries of such additional clerical personnel shall be as determined by 
the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County. 


Section 82. The Judge of said Court shall be deemed a county officer 
within the meaning of the general election laws and other laws of this 
State and such general election laws shall govern the election of such Judge, 
unless otherwise provided in this Act. 


Section 33. That said Court may at the discretion of the Judge on 
each secular day open for business, and render judgments by default, nil 
dicit, or other judgments at any time after ten o’clock of each day; and for 
the trial of offenses coming within its jurisdiction, in all cases where the 
party or parties charged can not give bond or security for their appearance 
at the regular term of such Court, and who desire an immediate trial.

That when a forfeiture has been taken against a defendant 
and the sureties of this bail bond, it shall be the duty of the clerk te issue 
an alias warrant for the arrest of the defendant, upon which the same pro- 
ceeding shall be had as upon the original warrant. 


Section 36. That the owner of any judgment rendered by said Court

Such lien shall continue for ten years from the date of such judg- 
ment and no insolvency proceedings or declaration of insolvency shall 
affect or impair such lien, except bankruptcy proceedings instituted within 
four months after the filing of the certificate provided by law. Execution 
may be issued at any time within ten years from the date of such judg- 
ment, whether execution has been previously issued or not. The clerk shall 
be entitled and allowed the same fees as are now allowed by law for the 
issuing of certificates of judgment in the circuit courts of this State. All 
judgments in civil cases rendered by this Court shall be barred within ten 
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years after the rendition thereof unless renewed or revived under proper 
proceedings as is now or may hereafter be provided by law. 


Section 37. That the same provisions in reference to filing of inter- 
rogatories to parties to suits and the same provisions in reference to taking 
of depositions as now or may hereafter be provided for in the filing of in- 
terrogatories and the taking of depositions in the circuit courts of this 
State, shall apply to the filing of interrogatories and the taking of the 
depositions in this Court. 


Section 38. That if for any reason any section, clause, or provisions 
of this Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be 
deemed or held to affect any other section, clause, or provision, but the 
same shall remain in full force and effect. 


Section 39. That all laws, whether local, general, or special, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed, 
insofar as they may conflict with the provisions of this Act.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Act No. 168, H. 287, approved March 15, 1939, entitled “An 
Act To create, establish and regulate an Inferior Court or Court of Common 
Pleas for the County of Montgomery; to provide and define the jurisdic- 
tion of said Court, and the terms thereof; to provide for the judge and the 
officers of such Court, and their powers, duties and compensation; to fix 
the term of office for such judge, and to fix the fees and costs for such 
Court; to provide rules of procedure for said Court, and for the operation 
thereof; and for the transfer of cases to the court hereby created; and to 
provide for registering, and in lien of its judgments; and to abolish justices 
of the peace in all precincts lying within or partly within the City of Mont- 
gomery,” (Local Acts of 1939, p. 87) as amended, is further amended, re- 
vised and re-enacted to read as follows: 


“Section 1. There is hereby created and established an Inferior Court.

Said inferior court, known as the Court of Common Pleas 
of Montgomery, shall have jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices 
of the peace have jurisdiction under the general laws of the State through- 
out the County of Montgomery, and shall have exclusive jurisdiction con- 
current with the Montgomery County Court created by act of the legislature 
enacted at the regular session, 1961, in all civil matters of which justices 
of the peace have jurisdiction in all precincts lying within or partly within 
the limits of the City of Montgomery. Said Court shall have and exercise 
original and final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in Montgom- 
ery County concurrent in such misdemeanor cases with the jurisdiction now 
conferred by law or that may be conferred hereafter by law upon the Cir- 
cuit Courts of this state, except as may be herein otherwise provided, and 
said Court shall have preliminary jurisdiction in all felony cases committed 
in said county, that is now or may be hereafter conferred by law upon 
justices of the peace; that said Court, concurrent with the Montgomery 
County Court, shall have exclusive final jurisdiction of misdemeanors as

peace have jurisdiction to issue such warrants returnable to the said Court 
hereby created.

jurisdiction, but it shall not have jurisdiction to try and determine actions 
of libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or actions in the nature of 
ejectment. 


“Section 5. Said Court shall have jurisdiction of all bastardy cases or 
proceedings in said county, and all laws now in force or that may be here- 
after enacted relating to bastardy proceedings before justices of the peace 
shall apply to and be in force in said Court, and the same rules of procedure 
before justices of the peace in this State shall also apply in said Court. 


“Section 6. The judge of the Montgomery County Court created by 
act of the legislature enacted at the regular session, 1961, shall be ex 
officio judge of the court of Common Pleas of Montgomery and shall serve 
as such without compensation. 


“Section 7. All civil and criminal cases now pending in any court that 
has been or may be abolished or superseded by this act shall be transferred 
for final disposition to the Court created by this act, and the dockets, offi- 
cial papers and records of such abolished or superseded court shall be de- 
livered to the court created by this act. 


“Section 8. The clerk of the Montgomery County Court shall be ex 
officio clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Montgomery and shall serve 
as such without compensation. It shall be the duty of said clerk to keep 
all the records and files of said Court in an orderly manner. The Court 
shall also have a seal which the clerk shall keep in the office of the clerk 
of said Court. The clerk of said Court shail have the power and authority 
to administer oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits in all cases 
in which oaths, acknowledgments and affidavits are required or permitted 
by law, and to sign and issue all processes issuing out of said Court, in- 
cluding warrants, affidavits, summons, subpoenas, writs, executions, com- 
mitments, and releases of said Court. The clerk shall also have the power 
and authority to take acknowledgments of conveyance, and to fix bail in 
all cases where a person charged with crime is entitled to bail under any 
warrant issued by said clerk; and to issue any and all other processes neces- 
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sary for the conduct of the business of the said Court, and to approve all 
bonds in civil and criminal cases, and to enter all judgments and orders of 
said Court; and he shall certify all appeals, certiorari and transcripts; but 
all judgments and orders of said Court shall be signed by the judge thereof.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The executive board of the Alabama Public Library Serv- 
ice (hereinafter referred to as the executive board) may award yearly for a 
period of two years from effective date of this act, to persons of high in- 
tegrity whom it may select, on the nomination of any committee or like 
group of its membership, or on the nomination and advice of the director 
or members, of the staff of the public library service, as the executive board 
shall in its discretion elect to accept, any number of grants and/or schol- 
arships in the field of library science on the graduate or undergraduate 
college level of education, the total yearly amount of all said grants and/or 
scholarships not to exceed $5,500.00 which can be adequately financed 
solely from funds not otherwise obligated which are available to the Ala- 
bama Publie Library Service in accordance with the state plan provided for 
by United States Public Law 597, approved June 19, 1956, the “Library 
Services Act,” as now or at any time hereafter amended.

Section 3. Each recipient of a scholarship under this Act shall enter 
into an agreement with the executive board whereby he agrees to work in 
the field of library science for a period of not less than two years after 
the completion of his training under this Act in an area of locality in Ala- 
bama designated by the executive board, or else to forfeit and become 
liable immediately to the State for the amount granted him under his 
scholarship.

To declare the public policy of the State with respect to violation of 
Section 420, Title 14, Code of Alabama (1940) as amended by an Act 
approved August 17, 1951, and as further amended by an Act approved 
July 24, 1953, in Counties in Alabama having a population of not less than 
150,000, nor more than 250,000 inhabitants according to the last or any sub- 
sequent Federal decennial census; to determine and declare that prosecu- 
tion and the impositions of criminal penalties is inadequate to prevent vio- 
lations and that the remedy at law to enforce the same is inadequate in 
such Counties; to declare that habitual violations of the statute constitutes a 
legal nuisance in such Counties; to provide certain exemptions; to prevent 
unfair competition among merchants and shopkeepers by reason of viola- 
tions of said statute as amended in such Counties; to provide for means and 
procedure and to prescribe evidentiary presumptions for the enforcement 
thereof by injunction and to confer jurisdiction for enforcement upon 
courts having equity jurisdiction in such Counties; to render the provisions 
os Act severable; to declare the date on which the Act shall become 
effective. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) This Act shall apply to all Counties having a popula- 
tion of not less than 150,000, nor more than 250,000 inhabitants according 
to the last or any subsequent Federal decennial census. 


(b) Declaration of Policy. The maintenance of the public health is 
of vital importance to the general welfare of the State and its people. For 
the protection of the public health and general welfare, it is deemed essen- 
tial that one day be set aside each week as a day of rest and relaxation in 
Counties to which this Act applies. This can best be accomplished and the 
enforcement thereof can best be policed by setting aside Sunday, which is 
generally recognized and observed as a day of rest. Section 420, Title 14, 
Code of Alabama (1940) as amended by an Act approved August 17, 1951, 
and as further amended by an Act approved July 24, 1953, has made un- 
lawful the general performance of labor and other activities and has pro- 
vided penalties for the violation thereof, subject to certain enumerated 
exceptions which are deemed by the Legislature to be reasonable and neces- 
sary. For the purposes of this Act and in addition to the enumerated 
exceptions in Section 420, Title 14, Code of Alabama (1940) as amended 
by an Act approved August 17, 1951, and as further amended by an Act 
approved July 24, 1953, there is also excepted from the provisions of this 
Act, due to public necessity and policy, the operation of a food store in 
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which less than four (4) persons have regularly worked each day for the 
immediately preceding thirty (30) consecutive days. Habitual violations 
of the Act are deemed and declared to be a legal nuisance in Counties to 
which this Act applies. The habitual violation of this statute by some 
merchants and shopkeepers causes them to unfairly compete with others 
who comply with the law, and the criminal penalties for violation are in- 
adequate as a means to prevent the same, and there is no adequate remedy 
at law in Counties to which this Act applies. 


Section 2. Courts exercising general equity jurisdiction in Alabama 
within Counties to which this Act applies shall have authority to restrain 
and enjoin habitual violations of said statute. Evidence that such statute 
has been or likely will be habitually violated shall be sufficient ground of 
equitable jurisdiction without other allegation or proof of an inadequacy 
of remedies at law. If it should appear to the reasonable satisfaction of the 
Court from the evidence on a final hearing that such violations may or 
likely would continue unless enjoined, a permanent injunction will issue to 
restrain and enjoin the same. Proof of past violations will create a legal 
presumption that such violations will continue and will be habitual. Any 
other legal and pertinent evidence may be considered. 


Section 3. The procedure for applications for and the grant of in- 
junctions and the dissolution thereof and the right and procedure for appeal 
from the grant or denial or dissolution thereof in Counties to which this 
Act applies shall be governed by the general laws of the State of Alabama 
with respect to injunctions. Jurisdiction of a court of equity to restrain 
and enjoin violations of this statute may be invoked by bill of complaint 
filed in behalf of the State of Alabama by any Circuit or County Solicitor 
or Deputy Solicitor or like prosecuting officer within such Counties. Jur-

RESOLUTIONS 
The following resolutions were introduced: 


By Messrs. Perry, Sessions, Edwards, Rast, Morrow and Hawkins: 


H. J. R. 98. Providing for the relief of Frank L. Dowdey by Jefferson 
County. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES CONCURRING, That the County Commission of Jefferson 
County, Alabama, hereby is authorized to draw or cause to be drawn, a 
warrant on the Treasurer of Jefferson County, Alabama, payable to Frank 
L. Dowdey to compensate him for injuries sustained by him on September 
2, 1958, while engaged within the Hne and scone of his duties as a county 
employee, and as a result of which his left arm and left thigh were broken, 
with complications. The Treasurer of Jefferson County, Alabama, hereby 
is authorized to pay said Warrant to the said Frank L. Dowdey in the 
amount of $3,000 out of such general funds of Jefferson County, Aiabama, 
not otherwise appropriated. 


On motion of Mr. Perry the rules were suspended and H. J. R. 98 was 
adopted.

Ry Messrs. Perry, Sessions, Edwards, Rast, Morrow and Hawkins: 


H. J. R. 99. To create a commission to study and to report to the 
Legislature on certain questions with respect to the merit system for public 
employees in Jefferson County and to memorialize Jefferson County, and 
the municipalities therein, to appropriate the funds needed to defray the 
expenses of any such commission. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING: 
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1. There is hereby established the Jefferson County civil service study 
commission. The commission shall consist of nine persons appointed as 
hereinafter prescribed, and representing the following classifications: 


(a) A person connected with organized labor, to be named jointly by 
all labor organizations operating within the county; 


(b) <A person employed as and with at least five years experience in 
personnel management in business or industry, appointed by the Birming- 
ham Chamber of Commerce; 


(c) A member or former member of the county personnel or civil 
service board, appointed by the present civil service or personnel board of 
such county; 


(d) A member of the citizens supervisory commission or other agency 
having the power to appoint members of the personnel or civil service 
board for the county, appointed by such citizens advisory commission or 
other like agency; 


(e) An official of the county or a municipality therein who serves as 
an appointing authority under the civil service system, preferably with 
prior experience as a member of the classified civil service, appointed by 
the president of the Jefferson County Commission; 


(f) A merit system employee of the county, appointed by the presi- 
dent of the Jefferson County Commission; 


(¢g) A merit system employee of the City of Birmingham, appointed 
by the mayor or other chief executive officer of such city; 


(h) <A merit system employee of a municipality in the county other 
than Birmingham, appointed jointly by the chief executive officers of the 
several municipalities in the county except the largest one; 


(i) A former member of the House of Representatives or the State 
Senate of Alabama, appointed by the presently serving members of such 
legislative delegation from such county. 


2. The commission shal] investigate, study and report to the Legisla- 
ture upon the following questions: 


(a) Should the composition of the citizens supervisory commission 
provided for in Act No. 248, approved July 6, 1945, (1945 General Laws of 
Alabama, page 381) Section 5, as amended, or the provisions relating to 
its organization, functions and powers be altered or amended? 


(b) Should department heads be classified employees under the civil 
service or merit system of such county? 


(c) Should the power to fix and alter maximum, minimum and inter- 
mediate salaries for each grade and classification of positions under the 
classified service be the prerogative and duty of the personnel board in 
such county or the appointing authority or both? 


(d) Should the procedures prescribed by law or by the rules of the 
personnel board or the citizens supervisory commission or followed by the 
personnel board in passing upon the dismissal or demotion of employees 
and appeals from the determination of the board in such cases be altered, 
amended or repealed? 


(e) Should any laws be enacted, amended or repealed to improve the 
practical administration of the civil service or merit system law in the 
county and the relation of the personnel or civil service board and its em- 
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ployees to the appointing authorities and the employees in the classified 
service ? 


3. The several persons authorized above to appoint members of the 
commission shall certify their appointments of members of the commission 
to the judge of probate of Jefferson County, within thirty days after the 
adoption of this resolution. Appointments shall be for a term expiring 
May 31, 1968. In the event of a vacancy the successor to the person who 
ceases to hold such position shall be appointed in the same manner that 
the first member of the commission was appointed to such position. The 
person so appointed shall qualify by taking the oath of office prescribed 
by Section 279 of the Constitution of Alabama. 


4, The judge of probate shall call the first meeting of the commission 
to be held within 30 days after the last appointment to membership has 
been certified. At its first meeting the commission shall elect a chairman 
from its own membership and he shall continue to serve as chairman so 
long as he remains eligible for membership on the commission, and when 
he ceases to be eligible for membership on the commission, the commission 
shall elect his successor. The chairman may call upon the sheriff of the 
county or any deputy sheriff thereof to attend the meetings with the com- 
mission to preserve order and to execute the decisions, rulings and orders 
of the commission and of the chairman thereof. The chairman of the com- 
mission shall be the keeper and custodian of the minutes, records, property 
and paraphernalia of the commission. The governing body of Jefferson 
County is hereby memorialized to furnish the chairman of the commission 
such supplies as are needed by the commission and a place of safe deposit 
for the records and property of the commission. 


5. Members of the commission shal] receive no compensation for 
serving as such. A majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum 
to transact business but a less number may adjourn from time to time. 
The commission shall adopt, from time to time, such rules, regulations and 
modes of procedure as it deems expedient to enable it to transact its busi- 
ness in an orderly manner. 


6. If Jefferson County and the municipalities therein appropriate 
funds sufficient to enable the commission to employ clerical assistants, the 
commission shall have the power to select. and employ a secretary who may 
be designated an executive secretary of the cummission. The commission 
shall fix the salary and prescribe the duties and qualifications of such 
secretary within the appropriation made to the commission by the county 
and the municipalities therein. The commission may also contract with 
and employ such other personnel as the commission needs in the course of 
its study provided that the combined salaries agreed to be paid such em- 
ployees shall not exceed the amount appropriated by the county and munici- 
palities therein for use of the commission. Employees of the commission 
hereby established shall not be subject to the provisions of any merit or 
civil service system law applicable to the employees of the county and the 
municipalities therein. The executive secretary shal] qualify by taking the 
oath of uffice prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution of Alabama. 


7. After the organizational meeting the commission shall meet not 
less than once each sixty days until it has made a final report on the ques- 
tions herein submitted to it. Such report shall be made not later than 
May 31, 1963. The chairman of the commission or any three members 
thereof may call a special meeting of the commission at the courthouse of 
Jefferson County at any time deemed necessary in the public interest. 
Such notice shali be signed by the person or persons calling such meeting 
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and shall state briefly the purposes thereof. Such notice shall be mailed 
to each person who is a member of the commission and be published once 
each day for the three consecutive days immediately preceding the meeting, 
in a newspaper published in the County. 


8. The commission is hereby directed to call upon the State of Ala- 
bama or any of its agencies or institutions for any aid or assistance that 
may be rendered to it; and the state departments and agencies are hereby 
memorialized to cooperate with such commission by furnishing such aid 
and assistance. The commission is particularly memorialized to employ 
such special and technical personnel as may be necessary to assemble the 
data and information and to make the analyses and draw the conclusions 
therefrom which will enable it to advise the Legislature with respect to the 
foregoing questions if Jefferson County and the municipalities therein 
make funds available to the commission to use for this purpose. 


9. The personnel board of Jefferson County is hereby requested to 
make available to the members of the commission all books, records, and 
data of that department at all reasonable times. The appointing authority 
and all employees in the classified service of the county are also urged to 
furnish such information and data as the commission may request. 


10. The governing body of Jefferson County and the governing body 
of every municipality in such county are hereby urged to cooperate with 
the commission hereby established to the end that the study made by the 
commission shall be authentic and valuable to the Legislature; and the 
governing bodies of such counties and municipalities are hereby urged to 
appropriate such sums as are necessary to enable this commission to make 
a thorough and detailed study of the Jefferson County public personnel 
system and to report their findings and recommendations to the Legislature.

The State Department of Pensions and Security, in accord- 
ance with the authority vested in it by Act No. 703, Acts of Alabama 1951, 
as amended, is authorized to establish, in keeping with Title I of the Fed- 
eral Social Security Act as amended, a medical assistance program for cer- 
tain persons 65 years of age and over not receiving old age pensions. The 
Department of Pensions and Security shall be responsible for the admin- 
istration of the program but may contract with another State agency or 
private organization in connection with this program. 
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Section 2. Medical assistance for persons 65 years of age and over 
not receiving old age pensions shall mean the same as the term is defined 
in the Federal Social Security Act as amended; provided that any individual 
receiving medical assistance under this Act shall have full freedom of 
choice in selecting any provider of medical care and services, as defined in 
Title I of the Federal Social Security Act as amended, who is duly licensed 
to provide such care and services to the general public by a State licensing 
authority when such licensing is required and who qualifies and agrees to 
participate under this Act; provided further that all providers of such 
medical assistance to the aged electing to qualify to participate in the 
State plan under this Act shall have the opportunity to do so. 


Section 3. The State Board of Pensions and Security, in conference 
with the Commissioner, shall determine from time to time the scope and 
kinds of medical assistance for the aged which the Department will admin- 
ister. This determination shall be made with due regard to (a) the amount 
of State and Federal funds available for this purpose; (b) the most press- 
ing medical needs of the aged not receiving old age pensions but without 
sufficient income and resources to meet the costs of necessary medical 
services; and (c) the assurance that persons in similar circumstances will 
receive equitable treatment throughout the State. 


Section 4. In keeping with Section 19 of Act No. 708, Acts of Ala- 
bama 1951, Regular Session, as amended, the Commissioner shall develop 
reasonable standards and rules of procedure for determining eligibility for 
medical assistance for the aged, including those necessary to comply with 
the: Federal Social Security Act as amended. Such standards and rules 
shall prescribe safeguards which restrict the use or disclosure of informa- 
tion concerning applicants for and recipients of medical assistance for the 
aged to purposes directly connected with the administration of this Act. 


Section 5. Medical assistance for the aged shall be payable under this 
Act on behalf of any needy person who has attained the age of 65 years, 
and who: (a) has made application therefor in the manner prescribed by 
the State Department of Pensions and Security; (b) has been certified by 
the appropriate medical profession to be in need of medical assistance under 
this Act; (c) has not sufficient income and resources (including insurance, 
workmen’s compensation, etc.) to meet the cost of necessary medical serv- 
ices; (d) is a resident of the State; (e) has not directly or indirectly dis- 
posed of or deprived himself of any property for the purpose of qualify- 
ing for the benefits of this Act; and (f) is not receiving an old age pension. 


Medical assistance for the aged shall be payable under this Act on 
behalf of any person who is a patient of an institution, public or private, 
where such payments are matchable under the provisions of the Federal 
Social Security Act as amended and where such institution conforms to the 
requirements of the Federal Social Security Act as amended and appli- 
cable statutes of Alabama. Medical assistance for the aged shall be payable 
under this Act on behalf of any person who needs non-institutional care 
and services for such care and services as provided under Title I of the 
Federal Social Security Act as amended. 


Section 6. Eligibility for medical assistance for the aged shall be 
determined by the department of pensions and security either through pro- 
cedures established in Act No. 703, Acts of Alabama 1951, Regular Session, 
cp ry a or through such other procedures as the department shall 

evelop. 


Section 7. A hearing shall be provided any applicant for or recipient 
of medical assistance for the aged as provided in Section 17 of Act No. 
703, Acts of Alabama 1951, Regular Session, as amended. 
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Section 8. The penalty for false representation under this Act shall 
be the same as contained in Section 20 of Act No. 703, Acts of Alabama 
1951, Regular Session, as amended. 


Section 9. Any portion of this Act which shall come in conflict with 
the provisions of the Federal Social Security Act by reason of amendments 
of said Federal Social Security Act hereafter adopted shall, on certificate 
of the Attorney General that such conflict exists, be suspended in its oper- 
ation until amendment thereof can be given consideration by the next 
legislative session. 


Section 10. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1961.

In Section 2, page 2, strike out all the words and figures following 
“(5) Exempt Preparations.” and insert in lieu thereof the following: (a) 
After due notice and a public hearing, the State Board of Health may by 
regulation exempt from the application of this Act, to such extent as it 
determines to be consistent with the public welfare, pharmaceutical prepa- 
rations found by the Board (1) either to possess no addiction-forming or 
addiction-sustaining liability, or does not possess an addiction-forming or 
addiction-sustaining liability sufficient to warrant imposition of all of the 
requirements of this Act, and (2) does not permit recovery of a narcotic 
drug having such an addiction-forming or addiction-sustaining liability, 
with such relative technical simplicity and degree of yield as to create a 
risk of improper use. (b) In exercising the authority granted in (a), the 
Board, after due notice and a public hearing, may grant exempt status to 
such pharmaceutical preparalivis as determined to be exempt under the 
Federal narcotics law and regulations and permit the administering, dis- 
pensing, or selling of such preparations under the same conditions as per- 
mitted by the Federal regulations dealing therewith. (c) If after due 
notice and a public hearing the Board shall subsequently determine that 
any exempt pharmaceutical preparation does possess a degree of addiction 
liability that, in its opinion, results in abusive use, it shall by regulation 
publish the determination in a newspaper of general circulation. The de- 
termination shall be final, and after the expiration of a period of six 
months from the date of its publication, the exempt status shall cease to 
apply to the particular pharmaceutical preparation.

H. 1216. To Amend Title 37, Section 404, of the Code of Alabama 
1940, as heretofore amended, relating to the election of mayor and alder- 
men and the legislative functions of municipal councils.

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j Mr. Long (Perry) offered the following substitute for the bill, H. 
1216: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


TO AMEND TITLE 387, SECTIONS 404, 426, 428, 429, 456 and 457, 
of the Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, relating to the elec- 
tion 7 mayor and aldermen and the legislative functions of municipal 
councils, 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Title 37, Section 404, of the Code of Alabama 1940, as 
hart amended, be, and the same hereby is, amended so as to read as 
ollows: 


“404. ELECTION OF MAYOR AND ALDERMEN: legislative func- 
tions.—In all cities and towns at the general election to be held on the 
second Tuesday in August, 1964, and quadrennially thereafter, there shall be 
elected a mayor, who, in cities having a population of twelve thousand or 
more according to the last or any subsequent federal census, shall not sit 
with the council, nor have a vote in its proceedings, and he shall have the 
power and duties herein conferred. In all cities and towns having a popu- 
lation of less than twelve thousand inhabitants according to the last or 
any subsequent federal census, the legislative functions shall be exercised 
by the mayor and five aldermen. The mayor shall preside over all delib- 
erations of the council. At his discretion he may vote as a member of the 
council on any question coming to a vote, except in case of a tie, in which 
event he must vote. The aldermen in such municipalities shall be elected 
by the city or town at large, at the first general election held on the second 
Tuesday in August, 1964, and quadrennially thereafter or from wards as 
the said councils may determine, not less than six months before an elec- 
tion, and shall receive such salary as the council may prescribe, which must 
be fixed by the council not less than six months prior to each general munici- 
pal election.” 


Section 2. That Title 37, Section 426, of the Code of Alabama 1940, as 
nerehators amended, be, and the same hereby is, amended so as to read as 
ollows: 


“426. ELECTION OF PRESIDENT OF COUNCIL AND ALDER- 
MEN.—In cities having a population of twelve thousand or more, there 
shall be elected at each general municipal election the following officers, 
who shall compose the city council for such cities, and who shall hold office 
for four years and until their successors are elected and qualified, and who 
shall exercise the legislative functions of city government and any other 
powers and duties which are or may be vested by law in the city council 
or its members: A president of the city council; and in cities having seven 
wards or less, two aldermen from each ward, to be elected by the qualified 
voters of the several wards voting separately in every ward; except in 
cities of less than twenty thousand population, in which two aldermen from 
each ward shall be elected by the electors of the city at large; in cities 
having more than seven wards, one alderman from each ward, and a suf- 
ficient number of aldermen from the city at large to make the total number 
of aldermen fourteen exclusive of the president of the council; and in cities

having fifty thousand population or more the city council may create not 
exceeding twenty wards. The president of the council shall have the right 
to vote on all questions the same as any other member of the council. 
Provided, however, that the city council of any city having a population 
of twelve thousand or more may by ordinance or resolution, if adopted 
by two-thirds vote of the city council more than six months prior to any 
general municipal election, provide that the city council of said city shall 
consist of five aldermen to be elected from the city at large. And provided 
further, that the city council of any city having a population of more than 
thirty thousand, according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial 
census, or according to any census of such city made pursuant to article 3 
of chapter 10 of this title, or Act No. 845 of the Acts of 1953 (sections 481 
(1) and 481 (2) of this title,) and having only five wards, may, by ordi- 
nance or resolution adopted by two-thirds vote of the city council, at least 
six months prior to a general municipal election, provide that the city 
council shall consist of a president and five aldermen. If such an ordinance 
or resolution is adopted one alderman shall reside in each of the respective 
wards of the city, the president and all the aldermen shall be elected by 
the voters of the city at large, and the president shall vote only in case of 
a tie. 


Section 3. That Title 37, Section 428, of the Code of Alabama 1940, as 
heretofore amended, be, and the same hereby is, amended so as to read as 
follows: 


“428, POWERS AND DUTIES OF PRESIDENT OR PRESIDENT 
PRO-TEMPORE OF COUNCIL.—In case of the absence of the mayor from 
a city of twelve thousand or more inhabitants, or his inability to serve on 
account of sickness or any other good reason, the president of the council, 
or the president pro tempore of the council in case of absence or disability 
of the president of the council, shall act as mayor pro tempore with the 
power and authority of the mayor during such time. In the event of a 
failure or refusal of the president of the council or the president pro tem- 
pore of the council, to act, the council may appoint one of its members to 
act as mayor pro tempore with like effect, which appointment shall be en- 
tered in the minutes of the council]. In the event of a vacancy, from any 
cause, in the office of mayor, the nresident of the council shall succeed to 
the office of mayor for the unexpired term; in the event of a vacancy in 
the office of the president of the council, the president pro tempore shall, 
in like manner, be president of the council for the unexnired term: in the 
event of a vacancy in the office of the president pro tempore, the office 
shall be filled from the membership of the council. In cities of less than 
twelve thousand inhabitants, and in towns, in case of the absence or dis- 
ability of the mayor, the functions of the office shall be exercised by the 
chairman pro tempore of the council, and during his absence or disability, 
by such person as the council may appoint from its membership, which 
appointment must be entered upon the minutes of the council. In the event 
of a vacancy from any cause, in the office of mayor, the council shall fill 
the vacancy either from its own membership or from without the member- 
ship of the council. The person elected by the council to fill the vacancy 
in the office of mayor shall bea qualified elector in the municipality and 
must meet all over legal qualifications required by law for the perform- 
ance of the duties of the office to which elected. In cities having a popu- 
lation of twelve thousand, or more, which have by ordinance or resolution, 
adopted by two-thirds vote of the city council more than six months prior 
to any general municipal election, provided that the city council shall con- 
sist of five aldermen to be elected from the city at large, there shall be 
elected by the council and from its members a president of the council 
and a president pro tempore of the council, which appointments must be 
entered upon the minutes of the council. In such cities, in case of the 
absence or disability of the mayor, the functions of the office shall be exer- 
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cised by the president of the council and, during his absence or disability, 
by the president pro tempore of the council. In the event of a vacancy 
for any cause in the office of mayor, the president of the council shall] suc- 
ceed to the office of mayor for the unexpired term; in the event of a 
vacancy for any cause in the office of president of the council, the presi- 
dent pro tempore shall, in like manner, be president of the council for the 
unexpired term. The provisions of this section shall not apply to cities 
operating under commission form of government.” 


Section 4. That Title 37, Section 429, of the Code of Alabama 1940, as 
ners amended, be, and the same hereby is, amended so as to read as 
ollows: 


“429, POWERS AND DUTIES OF COUNCIL IN GENERAL.—AII 
legislative powers and other powers granted to cities and towns shall be 
exercised by the council, except those powers conferred on some officers by 
law or ordinance. They shall perform the duties required in this title, 
including the following: 


1. The members of such council shall, on the first Monday in October, 
after their election, assemble and organize the council. 


2. In all towns or cities a majority of the whole number of members 
to which such corporation is entitled, including the mayor in towns and 
cities of less than twelve thousand population, shall be necessary to con- 
stitute a quorum. 


8. They shall determine the time and place of holding their meetings, 
which at all times shall be open to the public, and in towns and cities of 
less than twelve thousand population, in the absence of the mayor, shall 
appoint a temporary chairman, which appointment shall be entered of 
record. In cities of more than twelve thousand population, they shall elect 
viva voce a president pro tempore. 


4. They shall determine the rules of their own proceedings and keep 
a journal thereof, which shall be open to the inspection and examination 
of all citizens and shall have the force and effect of a record, and a copy 
thereof, certified by the clerk, shall be prima facie evidence in any court 
or elsewhere. 


5. They may compel the attendance of absent members in such man- 
ner and under such penalties as they may prescribe. 


6. All cities and towns shall have a seal, in the center of which shall 
be the words, “city seal” or “town seal,” as the case may be, and around 
the margin the name of the city or town, which shall be affixed to all 
pene orders, or certificates which it may be necessary or proper to 
authenticate. 


7. All elections of officers shall be made viva voce, and a concurrence 
of a majority of the whole number of elected members to the council shall 
be required. On the vote resulting in an election or appointment, the name 
of each member and for whom he voted shall be recorded. 


8. They shall fix, by ordinance, the terms of service, not to exceed 
the term of the mayor, of ail the officers appointed or elected, whose terms 
are not prescribed by law. 
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9. They shall prescribe by an ordinance the powers to be exercised 
and the duties to be performed by the officers appointed or elected so far 
as such duties and powers are not prescribed by law. 


10. Except as otherwise provided, they shall have power to establish 
a police force and to organize the same under the general supervision of 
the chief of police, and to provide one or more station houses, and to require 
all things necessary for the maiutenance of an efficient police department. 


11. Except as otherwise provided herein, they shall have the manage- 
ment and control of the finances and all of the property, real and personal, 
belonging to the city or town. 


Section 5. That Title 37, Section 456, of the Code of Alabama 1940, 
be, and the same hereby is, amended so as to read as follows: 


“456. STYLE OF ORDINANCES; HOW ADOPTED.—tThe style of 
an ordinance of a city or town shall be, “Be it ordained by the city (or 
town) council of as follows:” inserting the 
name of the city or town, as the case may be, and no ordinance or resolu- 
tion intended to be of permanent operation shall be adopted by the council 
at the same meeting at which it is introduced, unless unanimous consent 
of those present is given for the immediate consideration of such ordinance 
or resolution, such consent to be shown by a vote taken by yeas and nays, 
and the names of the members voting to be entered upon the minutes, and 
no ordinance or resolution intended to be of permanent operation shall be- 
come a law unless on its final passage a majority of the members elected 
to said council in cities of over twelve thousand inhabitants, or the mayor 
and three aldermen, or four aldermen in cities of less than twelve thousand 
inhabitants and in towns shall vote in its favor. The council shall award 
no contract on bids except by resolution.” 


Section 6. That Titie 37, Section 457, of the Code of Aiabuma 1540, be, 
and the same hereby is, amended so as to read as follows: 


“457. RESOLUTIONS AND ORDINANCES TRANSMITTED TO 
AND APPROVED BY THE MAYOR.—In cities having a population of 
twelve thousand or more, all resolutions or ordinances intended to be of 
a permanent operation, after having been passed by the council, shall by 
the clerk, be transmitted, within forty-eight hours after their passage, to 
the mayor or acting mayor, for his consideration, who, if he shall approve 
thereof, shall sign and return the same to the clerk, who shall publish 
them, and such ordinances and resolutions shall thereupon have the force 
of law; but the council may provide that they shall be effective from 
approval. An ordinance or resolution may be recalled from the mayor at 
any time hefore it has hecome a law, or has been acted on by him. by a 
resolution adopted by a majority of the members elected to the council, in 
regular or special session.” 


Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

And the bill: 


H. 1203. To define and regulate the business of selling checks, drafts 
or money orders or of receiving money for the purpose of paying bills, 
invoices or accounts of the obligor; to provide for the issuance of licenses 
and the making of examinations and investigations by the state securities 
commissioner; to provide for the filing of a bond or bonds by the applicant 
for such licenses; to limit the amount of fees to be charged; to provide for 
the suspension, surrender and revocation of licenses; to create a trust of 
certain funds held by a licensee; to provide for the adoption of rules and 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for violations of this Act. 


Was taken up. 


Mr. Locke offered the following substitute for the bill, H. 1203: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To license and regulate the business of selling, issuing or otherwise 
dispensing checks, drafts, money orders or other instruments for the trans- 
mission or payment of money, and the business of receiving money as 
agent for obligors for the purpose of paying such obligors’ bills, invoices 
or accounts, as a service or for a fee or other consideration; to exempt 
certain transactions and businesses from the operation of this act; to pro- 
vide for the administration of this act by the state securities commissioner; 
to provide for appeals from certain orders of the state securities commis- 
sioner to the Circuit Court of Montgomery County and to the Supreme 
Court of Alabama; and to prescribe penalties for violation of, or non- 
compliance with, this act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as the “Sale of 
Checks Act.” 


Section 2. For the purposes of this Act: 
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“Person” means any individual, partnership, association, joint stock 
association, trust or corporation. 


“Licensee” means any person duly licensed by the commissioner pur- 
suant to this act. 


“Check” means any check, draft, money order or other instrument for 
the transmission or payment of money. 


“Commissioner” means the securities commissioner of the State of 
Alabama. 


Section 8. No person, as a service or for a fee or other consideration, 
shall engage in the business of selling, issuing or otherwise dispensing 
checks or receiving money as agent for obligors for the purpose of paying 
such obligors’ bills, invoices or accounts without first obtaining a license 
from the commissioner pursuant to the provisions of this act. 


Section 4. Nothing in this act shall apply to the sale or issuance or 
dispensing of checks, or the receiving of money as agent for obligors for 
the purpose of paying such obligors’ bills, invoices or accounts, by: 


(a) Banks, trust companies, and savings and loan associations or- 
ganized under the laws of this state or of the United States; or 


(b) The Government of the United States or any department or 
agency thereof; or 


(ec) The State of Alabama or any municipal corporation, county or 
other political subdivision of this state. 


Neither shall this act apply to the receipt of money by an incorporated 
telegraph company or any agent thereof for immediate transmission by 
telegraph. 


Section 5. Each application for a license to engage in the business of 
selling or issuing or dispensing checks or receiving money as agent for 
obligors for the purpose of paying such obligors’ bills, invoices or accounts 


shall be made in writing and under cath te the commissioner in such form 


as he may prescribe. The application shall state the fuli name and business 
address of 


(a) The proprietor, if the applicant is an individual; 


(b) Every member, if the applicant is a partnership or association, 
except that if the applicant is a joint stock association having fifty or 
more members the name and business address need be given only of the 
association and each officer and director thereof; 


(c), The corporation and each officer and director thereof, if the ap- 
plicant is a corporation. 


Section 6. Each application for a license shall be accompanied by an 
investigation fee of $100, and a license fee in the amount required by See- 
tion 9 hereof. The license fee shall be refunded if the application is denied. 
No investigation fee shall be refunded. All investigation fees collected by 
the commissioner under the provisions of this act shall be deposited with 
the State Treasurer and shall be set aside by him in a separate fund ear- 
marked for the use of the State Securities Commission in the administra- 
tion and enforcement of this act. 
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Section 7. Each application for a license shall be accompanied by: 


(a) Certified financial statements, reasonably satisfactory to the com- 
missioner, showing that the applicant’s net worth exceeds $5,000; and 


(b) <A corporate surety bond in the principal sum of $10,000 for the 
principal office plus an additional principal sum of $5,000 for each addi- 
tional location, office or agency of such applicant in this state at which 
the business is to be conducted, but in no event shall the bond be required 
to be in a principal sum in excess of $50,000. If the bond accompanying 
the application is in a principal sum less than $50,000, the application shail 
also be accompanied by a list of the locations, offices and agencies at which 
the business is to be conducted. The bond shall be in a form satisfactory 
to the commissioner and shall be issued by a bonding company or insurance 
company authorized to do business in this state, to secure the faithful per- 
formance of the obligations of the applicant and the agents and subagents 
of the applicant with respect to the receipt, transmission and payment of 
money in connection with the sale or issuance or dispensing of checks or 
the payment of obligors’ bills, invoices or accounts. 


In lieu of such corporate surety bond the applicant may deposit with 
the State Treasurer bonds or other obligations of this state or of any 
municipal corporation, county, or other political subdivision or agency of 
this state in principal amount at least equal to that of the corporate surety 
bond otherwise required. Such bonds or obligations shall be deposited with 
the State Treasurer to secure the same obligations as would a corporate 
surety bond, but the depositor shall be entitled to receive all interest and 
dividends thereon and shall have the right to substitute other bonds or 
obligations for those deposited, with the approval of the commissioner, and 
shall be required so to do on order of the commissioner made for good 
cause shown. 


Section 8. Upon the filing of the application, the payment of the 
investigation fee and license fee, and the approval by the commissioner of 
the bond or securities delivered pursuant to Section 7 hereof, the commis- 
sioner shall investigate the financial responsibility, financial and business 
experience, character and general fitness of the applicant and, if he deems 
it advisable, of its officers and directors, and, if he finds these factors and 
qualities meet the requirements of this act and are such as to warrant the 
belief that the applicant’s business will be conducted honestly, fairly, 
equitably, carefully and efficiently and in a manner commanding the con- 
fidence and trust of the community, he shall issue to the applicant a li- 
cense to engage in the business of selling and issuing and dispensing 
checks and receiving money as agent of obligors for the purpose of paying 
er obligors’ bills, invoices or accounts, subject to the provisions of this 
act. 


Section 9. Each licensee shall pay to the commissioner with his ap- 

lication, and annually thereafter on or before April 1st of each year, a 
license fee of $250 for the principal office and an additional $5.00 for each 
additional location, office or agency at which the business is to be con- 
ducted; provided, however, that no such additional fee shall be required for 
any agent or sub-agent of a licensee if the agent or sub-agent is exempted 
by Section 4 (a) hereof; and provided, further, that no person shall be 
i re to pay an amount in excess of $500 per year for a license here- 
under. 


Section 10. Each licensee may conduct business at one or more loca- 
tions within this state and through or by means of such employees, agents, 
sub-agents or representatives as such licensee may from time to time desig- 
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nate and appoint. No license under this act shall be required of any such 
employee, agent, sub-agent or representative with respect to transactions 
in which he is acting for or in behalf of a licensee hereunder. 


Section 11. Each licensee shall file with the commissioner annually 
on or before April 1st of each year a statement listing the locations, of- 
fices and agencies authorized by the licensee to act for or on behalf of the 
licensee in selling or issuing or dispensing checks or receiving money as 
the agent of obligors for the purpose of paying such obligors’ bills, in- 
voices or accounts. A supplemental! statement setting forth any changes in 
the list of locations, offices and agencies shall be filed with the commis- 
sioner on or before the lst day of July, October and January of each year 
and the principal sum of the corporate surety bond or deposit required 
under Section 7 hereof shall be adjusted, if appropriate, to reflect any 
increase or decrease in the number of locations, offices and agencies. An 
additional $5.00 for each new location, office or agency shall be paid to 
the commissioner, unless the maximum license fee provided by Section 9 
hereof has already been paid. Such annual and supplemental statements 
shall not be required of any licensee who pays the maximum licensee fee 
provided by Section 9 hereof and who continues to maintain a corporate 
surety bond or deposit in the principal sum of $50,000. 


Section 12. No license shall be denied or revoked except on ten days’ 
notice to the applicant or licensee. Upon receipt of such notice the appli- 
cant or licensee may, within five days of such receipt, make written demand 
for a hearing. Pending final determination of the matter by the commis- 
sioner or by the courts, any revocation order shall be suspended provided 
that the licensee posts a bond in an amount deemed adequate by the com- 
missioner but not to exceed $50,000. Such bond shall secure the same 
obligations as does the corporate surety bond or deposit required by Sec- 
tion 7 hereof but shall be in addition to the bond or deposit required thereby. 
Upon receipt of such written demand, the commissioner shall thereafter, 
with reasonable promptness, hear and determine the matter as provided by 
law. If the applicant or licensee deems himself aggrieved by such deter- 
mination or order of the commissioner, he may, within fifteen days after 
such determination or order, have such determination or order reviewed by 
appeal to the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, Alabama, sitting in 
equity, by filing a petition setting out the specific order or action or part 
thereof whereby such person deems himself aggrieved. All such petitions 
shall be given preferred settings and shall te heard by the court as speed- 
ily as possible. Such an appeal shall be perfected upon the posting of a 
bond for the costs of the appeal, accompanied by the said petition. Any 
party to said appeal may appeal to the Supreme Court of Alabama from 
the judgment or decree of the said circuit court, within thirty days from 
the rendition of said judgment or decree, in the manner provided bv law 
for appeals to the Supreme Court of Alabama from circuit courts, sitting 


in equity. 


Section 18. The commissioner may at any time revoke a license, on 
any ground on which he might refuse to grant a license, for failure to pay 
an annual fee ur foi Violation of any provision of this act, subject to the 
provisions of this act. - : 


Section 14. Any provision hereof to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
commissioner may at any time, if in his opinion the protection of the public 
so requires, increase the principal sum of the bond or deposit required of 
any applicant or licensee by Section 7 hereof but in no case shall the prin- 
cipal sum of the required bond or deposit exceed $50,000, except as provided 
by Section 12 hereof. 
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Section 15. If any person to whom or which this act act applies or 
any agent, sub-agent or representative of such person violates any of the 
provisions of this act or attempts to transact the business of selling or 
issuing or dispensing checks, or the business of receiving money as agent 
of obligors for the purpose of paying such obligors’ bills, invoices or ac- 
counts, as a service or for a fee or other consideration, without having first 
obtained a license from the commissioner pursuant to the provisions of 
this act, such person and each such agent, sub-agent or representative shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than $100 nor more than $500, and may also be confined in the county 
jail, or sentenced to hard labor for the county, for not more than twelve 
months. Each violation shall constitute a separate offense. 


_ Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. Should any pro- 
vision, portion or section hereof be held invalid or unenforceable by a court 
of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not invalidate or render un- 
enforceable the remaining provisions, portions or sections hereof. 

Section 17. This act shall become effective on April 1, 1962.

Section 2. Upon the filing of notice of appeal in the circuit court of 
Montgomery County, the register shall forthwith notify the chief justice 
of the Supreme Court of Alabama, who shall, within seven days thereafter, 
designate three circuit court judges residing in different congressional dis- 
tricts to serve as judges of the special court. Any one of the three judges 
of the special court may perform all functions, conduct all proceedings, ex- 
cept the trial of the appeal, and enter all orders required or permitted. But 
a single judge shall not appoint a master or order a reference, or hear and 
determine any motion to dismiss the appeal, or enter a summary or final 
judgment. The action of a single judge shall be revisable by the full spe- 
cial court at any time before final judgment. 


Section 3. The provisions of Code of Alabama 1940, Title 48, Sections 
ee which conflict with this Act, are repealed to the extent of any such 
conflict. 
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Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law. 


Section 5. This Act does not affect rights and duties that matured, 
penalties that were incurred, and proceedings that were begun before its 
effective date.

H. 322. (with substitute). Relating to public health; regulating the 
handling, sale, and distribution of amphetamines, sometimes called “benze- 
drine”’, “dexedrine” or “bennie pills”; and prescribing penalties. 


Was taken up. 


The question was upon the adoption of the substitute reported by the 
Standing Committee on Health, said committee substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public health; regulating the possession, dispensing, han- 
dling, sale, and distribution of amphetamines, and/or other stimulating 
drugs; and prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The legislature finds that it is essential to the public health 
and safety to regulate and control the possession, dispensing, handling, 
sale. and distribution of amphetamines, and/or other stimulating drugs as 
hereinafter defined. The purpose of this Act is to reguiale aid control 
such possession, dispensing, handling, sale, and distribution, and, in partic- 
ular, but without limitation of such purpose, to ensure that the public 
shall receive the therapeutic benefiis of such drugs undcr medical suner- 
vision to the full extent required to ensure safety and efficacy in their 
use; to complement and supplement the laws and regulations of the Con- 
giess of the United States and the apnronriaie avencies of the Federal 
Government affecting such possession, dispensing, handling, sale, and dis- 
tribution; to prevent such possession, dispensing, handling, sale, or distribu- 
tion for harmful or illegitimate purposes; and to place upon manufacturers, 
wholesalers, licensed compounders of prescriptions, and licensed practi- 
tioners prescribing such drugs, a basic responsibility for preventing the 
improper distribution of such drugs to the extent that such drugs are pro- 
duced, supplied, handled, dispensed, possessed, sold, or prescribed by them. 


Section 2. For the purpose of this Act: 


(1) “Amphetamines, and/or other stimulating drugs” means, any drug 
consisting of amphetamine, desoxyephedrine, methamphetamine), mepnen- 
termine, pipradol, phenmetrazine, methylphenidate or any salt, mixture or 
optical isomer thereof which drug, salt, mixture or optical isomer has a 
stimulating effect on the central nervous system, (and any compounds, 
preparations and mixtures thereof), or any other drugs of comparable 
pharmacological action. 


(2) “Delivery” means sale, dispensing, giving away, or supplying in 
any other manner. 
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(3) “Patient” means, as the case may be, the individual for whom an 
amphetamine and/or other stimulating drug is prescribed or to whom an 
amphetamine and/or other stimulating drug is administered, or the owner 
or the agent of the owner of the animal for which an amphetamine and/or 
other stimulating drug is prescribed or to which such drug is administered. 


(4) “Person” includes individual, corporation, partnership, and associ- 
ation. 


(5) “Practitioner” means a person licensed by law to prescribe and 
administer amphetamines and/or other stimulating drugs. 


(6) “Pharmacist” means a person duly licensed by law and registered 
with the State Board of Pharmacy as compounder, dispenser, and supplier 
or drugs upon prescription. 


(7) “Prescription” means a written or oral order, by a practitioner 
to a pharmacist for an ahphetamine and/or other stimulating drug for a 
particular patient, which specifies the date of issue, the name and address 
of such practitioner, the name and address of the patient (and, if such 
drug is prescribed for an animal, the species of such animal), the name 
and quantity of the drug prescribed, the directions for use of such drug, 
and the signature of such practitioner. 


(8) “Manufacturer” means a person other than a pharmacist or prac- 
tioner who manufactures amphetamines and/or other stimulating drugs, 
and includes a person who prepares such drugs in dosage forms by mixing, 
compounding, encapsulating, entableting, or other process. 


(9) “Wholesaler” means a person engaged in the business of distrib- 
uting amphetamines and/or other stimulating drugs to persons included in 
any of the classes named in Section 4. 


(10) “Warehouseman” means a person who stores amphetamines and/ 
or other stimulating drugs for others and who has no control over the dis- 
position of such drugs except for the purpose of storage. 


Section 8. Except as provided in Section 4, the following acts, the 
failure to act as hereinafter set forth, and the causing of any such act or 
failure are unlawful. 


(1) The delivery of amphetamines and/or other stimulating drugs un- 
less: (a) Such drug is delivered by a pharmacist upon an original written 
prescription of a practitioner licensed by law to administer such drug, or 
(b) upon an oral prescription of such practitioner which is reduced promptly 
to writing and filed by the pharmacist, and there is affixed to the immedi- 
ate container in which such drug is delivered a label bearing the name and 
address of the owner of the establishment from which such drug was deliv- 
ered, the date on which the prescription for such drug was filled, the num- 
ber of such prescription as filed in the prescription files of the pharmacist 
who filled such prescription, the name of the practitioner who prescribed 
such drug, the name and address of the patient, (and if such drug was pre- 
scribed for an animal, a statement showing the species of the animal), and 
the directions for the use of the drug as contained in the prescription; or 
such drug is delivered by a practitioner in the course of his practice and the 
immediate container in which such drug is delivered bears a label on which 
appear the directions for use of such drug, the name and address of such 
practitioner, the name and address of the patient, (and, if such drug is 
prescribed for an animal, a statement showing the species of the animal). 


(2) The refilling of any such original written or oral prescription for an 
amphetamine and/or other stimulating drug, unless such refilling is author- 
ized by the prescriber either in the original prescription or by oral order 
which is reduced promptly to writing and filed by the pharmacist. 
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(3) The delivery of an amphetamine and/or other stimulating drug 
upon prescription unless the pharmacist who filled such prescription files 
and retains it as required by Section 5. 


(4) The possession of an amphetamine and/or other stimulating drug 
by any person unless such person obtained such drug on the prescription of 
a practitioner or in accordance with Section 3. 


(5) The refusal to make available and to accord full opportunity to 
check any record or file, as required by Section 6. 


(6) The failure to keep records as required by Section 5. 


(7) The using of any person to his own advantage, or revealing, other 
than to an officer or employee of the State Board of Pharmacy, or to a 
court when relevant in a judicial proceeding under this Act, any informa- 
tion required under the authority of Section 6 concerning any method or 
process which as a trade secret is entitled to protection. 


(8) Obtaining or attempting to obtain amphetamines and/or other 
stimulating drugs by fraud, deceit, misrepresentation, or subterfuge; or by 
the forgery or alteration of a prescription or of any written or oral order; 
or by the concealment of a material fact; or by the use of a false name or 
the giving of a false address. 


Section 4—The provisions of paragraphs (1) and (4) of Section 3 shall 
not be applicable to the delivery of amphetamines and/or other stimulating 
drugs to any person included in any of the classes hereinafter named, or 
his agent or employee for use in the usual course of business or practice 
or in performance of official duties, as the case may be; or the possession 
of amphetamines and/or other stimulating drugs by such person or his 
agent for such use: Pharmacists; practitioners; persons who procure am- 
phetamines and/or other stimulating drugs for disposition by or under the 
supervision of pharmacists or practitioners employed by them, or for the 
purpose of lawful research, teaching, or testing and not for resale; 
hospitais and other institutions which prucure amphetamincs and/or other 
stimulating drugs for lawful administration by practitioners; officers or 
employees of Federal, State, or local governments; manufacturers and

Section 5—(a) Persons (other than carriers) to whom the provisions 
of Section 4 are applicable shall make a complete record of ali stocks of 
amphetamines and/or other stimulating drugs on hand on the effective 
date of this Act and retain such record for not less than two calendar years 
immediately following such date, and retain each commercial or other record 
relating to such drugs maintained by them in the usual course of their 
business or occupation, for not less than two calendar years immediately 
following the date of such record. 


(b) Pharmacists shall, in addition to complying with other provisions 
of this section, retain each prescription for an amphetamine and/or other 
stimulating drug received by them, for not less than two calendar years 
immediately following the date of the filling or the date of the last refilling 
of such prescription, whichever is the iater date. 


Section 6—Persons required to keep files or records, relating to am- 
phetamines and/or other stimulating drugs by Section 5 shall, upon the 
written request of an officer or employee duly designated by the State 
Board of Pharmacy (1) make such files or records available to such officer 
or employee, at all reasonable hours, for inspection and copying, and (2) 
accord to such officer or employee full opportunity to check the correctness 
of such files or records, including opportunity to make inventory of all 
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stocks of such drugs on hand; and it shall be unlawful for any such person 
to fail to make such files or records available or to accord such opportunity 
to check their correctness. 


Section 7—The State Board of Pharmacy is hereby authorized to pro- 
mulgate necessary regulations for the administration and enforcement of 
this Act. 


Section 8—Any person who violates any provision of this Act shall 
upon conviction thereof be subject to imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, or both such impris- 
onment and fine; but if the violation is committed after a conviction of 
such person under this Act has become final, such person shall be subject 
to imprisonment for not more than two years or a fine of not more than 
one thousand dollars, or both such imprisonment and fine.

The Senate has passed the following House Bills and returns same here- 
with to the House:

tion thereof, medication, medicines, supplies, treatment, and care and the 
charge sheets and the costs, expenses, fees and charges therefor and there- 
of, as to and of a patient in said hospital, and when the custodian of such 
hospital records certifies and affirms in writing that the hospital was op- 
erated or organized under or pursuant to the laws of Alabama or of the 
United States of America, including U. S. Veterans Hospitals, located in 
Alabama Counties of more than 600,000 population, and that the same are 
a true and correct copy of such hospital records; with the proviso that all 
circumstances of the making of such hospital records, including lack of 
personal knowledge by the entrant or maker, may be otherwise shown to

affect the weight of such hospital records but that this shall not affect 
their admissibility; and to provide for the costs and taxing and collection 
thereof for said copies and certificates and affirmance in writing thereto 
and the filing of said copies with the Clerk or Register of the Court having 
jurisdiction of the suit or proceeding, and to provide for subpoena duces 
tecum therefor.

establish in Lauderdale County a court to be known as the “Lauderdale 
County Inferior Court”; defining its criminal and civil jurisdiction; pro- 
viding it with officers, "defining their powers, duties, compensation, term 
of office and the manner of their selection; regulating its procedures and 
process; prescribing costs and fees therein; to direct the county governing 
body to furnish quarters, books, forms, stationery, equipment and supplies 
requisite to the efficient function of the court.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment wlil be made, to-wit: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To abolish the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County; providing 
for the transfer of cases now pending in said Law and Equity Court to the 
Court hereby created and to the Lauderdale County Circuit Court, abolish- 
ing the criminal jurisdiction of justice of the peace courts in Lauderdale 
County, Alabama, and providing for the transfer of criminal cases pending 
in said courts to the court created by this Act; to create and establish in 
Lauderdale County a court to be known as the “Lauderdale County Court”; 
defining its criminal and civil jurisdiction; providing it with officers, de- 
fining their powers, duties, compensation, term of office and the manner of 
their selection; regulating its procedures and process; prescribing costs and 
fees therein; to direct the county governing body to furnish quarters, 
books, forms, stationery, equipment and supplies requisite to the efficient 
function of the court. Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1: The Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County created 
by Act dated May 29, 1931, is hereby abolished. 


Section 2: All cases now pending in said Law and Equity Court hereby 
abolished shall be transferred to the court created by this Act and to the 
Circuit Court of Lauderdale County, Alabama, together with all papers 
and judgment entries pertaining to said cases, and further proceedings 
thereon had in said courts as if such case or eases had originated therein. 


Section 3: The criminal and quasi-criminal jurisdiction now conferred 
by law upon justice of the peace courts in Lauderdale County, Alabama, is 
hereby abolished. 


Section 4: All criminal cases and matters now pending in any justice 
of the peace court or before justices of the peace shall be transferred to 
the Court created by this Act and further proceedings be had thereon as if 
such case or cases had originated in the court hereby created. The dockets, 
official records, and papers relative to such criminal cases and matters in 
justice of the peace courts or before justices of the peace shall be delivered 
to the court created by this Act. 


Section 5: There is hereby established a court in and for said county 
which shall be called and known as Lauderdale County Court. 


Section 6: The court established by this Act shall have civil jurisdic- 
tion in cases at law in which the matter in controversy does not exceed 
Five Hundred ($500) Dollars, exclusive of interest and costs, said jurisdic- 
tion to be concurrent with the jurisdiction of any other court in the county 
having jurisdiction in such cases. 


Section 7: The court established by this Act shall have original crimi- 
nal jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in Lauderdale County and 
all peace proceedings commenced in said county; and it shall have prelimi- 
nary jurisdiction of all felony, bastardy, and peace proceedings cases and 
of all other criminal and quasi-criminal proceedings cognizable in justice 
of peace courts and of all cases arising under Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 
34, Code of Alabama, 1940. 
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Section 8: In all criminal cases in this court hereby established, 
wherein justices of the peace formerly had jurisdiction there shall not be 
charged a solicitor’s fee. In all other criminal cases solicitor’s fees shall 
be taxed and collected as provided for under the general laws of the State 
of Alabama for criminal cases. 


Section 9: The judge of the Lauderdale County Court must be a 
resident and qualified elector of Lauderdale County, admitted to the prac- 
tice of law in the State of Alabama and not less than 23 years of age. 
The county governing body shall immediately after this Act becomes effec- 
tive, and every four years thereafter, and at such times as a vacancy may 
occur appoint a judge of the Lauderdale County Court from among at 
least two persons nominated by the Lauderdale County Bar Association. 
Such nominations by the Lauderdale County Bar Association shall be 
certified to the county governing body by letter over the signature of the 
duly elected president of said Lauderdale County Bar Association. Should 
the county governing body fail or refuse to appoint a judge from among 
nominees submitted by the Lauderdale County Bar Association within 14 
days after receiving the names of such nominees, the Presiding Circuit 
Judge of Lauderdale County Circuit Court is empowered and directed to 
make such appointment from among these persons nominated by the Lau- 
derdale County Bar Association. The judge shall take and subscribe to the 
constitutional oath of office before he enters upon the discharge of the 
duties of his office. He shall take office on the day after his appointment, 
and shall hold office for a term of four years, and until his successor has 
been appointed and qualified. He shall be entitled to carry on a general 
practice of law; provided, however, that he shall not act as attorney in 
any matter previously heard in this court nor shall he practice criminal 
law in any court of Lauderdale County, Alabama. 


Section 10: The judge of the Lauderdale County Court shall receive 
a salary which shall be fixed by the county governing body of Lauderdale 
County, but in no event shall such salary be less than Forty-eight Hundred 
($4,800) Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of 
the general fund of Lauderdale County, Alabama, upon warrant of the 
Probate Judge of Lauderdale County. The Probate Judge is hereby au- 
thorized and dirceted to issne such warrants monthly. 


Section 11: The Circuit Court Clerk of Lauderdale County shall be 
ex-oiiiciv clerk of the Lauderdaie County Court. Said clerk shall have the 
power to issue search warrants and shall also have ali the powers and 
authority, both ministerial and judicial, which are now or which may here- 
after be vested in the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County. 
Said clerk shall be entitled to fees in all civil causes as hereinafter set out 
in section 15 and in all criminal cases the clerk shall be entitled to the 
same fees, and shall be paid in the same manner as are now or may here- 
after be allowed to ex-officio clerks of county courts, law and equity courts 
and courts of like jurisdiction under the general laws of the State of Ala- 
bama. The county governing body may require a bond of the clerk not to 
exceed Five Thousand ($5,000) Dollars. 


Section 12: The clerk of the Lauderdale County Court shall keep a 
docket book or books in which he shall make fair and accurate entries of 
all causes brought before the court, and shall keep minutes of all the pro- 
ceedings, including the service and return of process, the appearance of 
such parties as may appear, the fact of trial, the judgment, including dam- 
ages, fine and sentence, with costs separately stated, the issuing of exe- 
cution and to whom issued, with the date thereof and the return thereon, 
and a memorandum of the items of all costs, including witness fees, which 
shall be in the same amount and paid in the same manner as now exists in 
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the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County. The docket or a certified copy 
thereof shall be evidence of the matters therein stated. The clerk shall 
also be under the duty to do any and all other acts necessary or incident to 
the efficient operation of the court created by this Act. 


Section 13: Said court shall be in session continuously from day to 
day. Cases may be set for trial at any time. The clerk of said court shall 
keep and maintain a trial calendar and the placing of any case on said 
trial calendar with the date of trial shall be notice to all persons. 


Section 14: (a) A civil action shall be commenced by the filing of 
a statement of a claim, including the last known address of the defendant, 
in concise form and free from technicalities. 


(b) A notice to appear shall be served on the defendant to which 
shall be attached a copy of the verified statement of claim, and such serv- 
ice shall be sufficient to give the court jurisdiction of the premises. The 
time for appearance shall be not more than ten days from the date of the 
service of said notice, after which time a hearing on the claim shall be had. 
All processes issued by the court shall be served by the Sheriff of Lauder- 
dale County or by Registered or Certified mail with return receipt, or by 
any person not a party to or otherwise interested in the suit, especially 
appointed by the judge for that purpose. For the service of such processes, 
the Sheriff shall receive the same fees as are allowed by law to him for 
similar services performed in the Circuit Court. 


(c) When notice is to be served by Registered or Certified mail, the 
clerk shall enclose a copy of the statement of claim, verification, if any 
there be, and notice in an envelope addressed to the defendant, at his last 
known address, prepay the postage and mail the same forthwith, noting on 
the record the day and hour of mailing. When the return receipt indicating 
that delivery has been made to the defendant is received, the clerk shall 
attach the same to the original statement of claim and it shall constitute 
prima facie evidence of service upon the defendant. 


(d) When service is by a private individual, as above provided, he 
shall make proof of service by an affidavit, showing the time and place of 
service on the defendant. 


(e) The plaintiff shall be entitled to a judgment by default, without 
further proof, upon failure of defendant to appear as ordered by the court. 
When the claim of the plaintiff is verified and for a liquidated amount 
damages may be assessed without further proof; when the amount is un- 
liquidated, plaintiff shall be required to present proof of his damages. 


Section 15: The clerk shall be allowed a fee of $3.50 in all cases in 
which the matter in controversy does not exceed $100.00, and in all cases 
in which the matter in controversy exceeds $100.00, the clerk shall be 
allowed a fee of $6.00; provided, however, that in all proceedings of gar- 
nishment, replevin, and attachment the fee allowable to the clerk shall be 
$7.00. In addition to all other costs, the clerk shall collect the sum of 
Fifty cents ($.50) per case library tax. 


Section 16: (a) On the return day or within ten days thereafter, as 
the judge may designate, the trial shall be had. Immediately prior to the 
trial of any case, the judge shall make earnest effort to settle the contro- 
versy by conciliation. If the judge fails to induce the parties to settle their 
differences without a trial, he shall proceed with a hearing on the merits. 
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(b) The judge shall conduct the trial in such manner as to do sub- 
stantial justice between the parties according to the rules of substantive 
law, and all rules and regulations relating to pleading, practice and pro- 
cedure shall be liberally construed so as to administer justice. 


(c) If the plaintiff fails to appear, the suit may be dismissed for want 
of prosecution, or defendant may proceed to a trial on the merits, or the 
case may be continued, as the judge may direct. If both parties fail to 
appear, the judge may continue the case, or order the same dismissed for 
want of prosecution, or may make any other just and proper disposition 
thereof as justice may require. 


Section 17: The judge of said court shall forthwith from time to 
time make rules for a simple, inexpensive and speedy procedure to effectu- 
ate the purposes of this Act and shall have full power to prescribe, modify 
and improve the civil forms to be used therein, including forms of writs of 
attachment, garnishment and replevin. All rules and forms authorized by 
this section shall be effective upon approval of the presiding Judge of the 
Circuit Court of the Circuit in which Lauderdale County is located. 


Section 18: (a) Judgments of the Lauderdale County Court may be 
recorded in the same manner, under the same conditions and, when so 
registered, shall have the same effect as judgments in circuit courts. 


(b) Upon judgment being entered in any cause, execution may there- 
upon be issued against the party against whom the judgment is rendered 
for the amount of such judgment and costs, and such execution shall be 
directed to any sheriff or constable of the State of Alabama, and shall be 
of full force throughout the State. 


Section 19: Prosecution for misdemeanors committed in Lauderdale 
County may be commenced in this court by making an affidavit before the 
judge or clerk of said court, writ on said affidavit to be issued by the 
clerk and when the defendant is arrested on such affidavit, said cause 
shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant had 
been indicted by a grand jury. An amendment of the affidavit without the 
defendant’s consent shall entitle the defendant to a continuance. 


Section 20: There shall be no right to trial by jury in the Lauderdale 
County Court, either in civil or criminal cases. 


Section 21: Appeals may be had to the Circuit Court of Lauderdale 
County from judgments returned in the Lauderdale County Court, in the 
same manner that appeals may be taken from judgments in justice of the 
peace courts, and all provisions of laws which apply to and govern appeals 
from justice of the peace courts shall also apply to and govern appeals from 
the Lauderdale County Court. 


Section 22: The county governing body shall furnish suitable quarters 
for the court hereby established and provide the necessary forms, books, 
records, stationery, equipment and supplies required for the efficient func- 
tioning of the court. 


Section 23: The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
effect the part which remains. 
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Section 24: All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 25: This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

three per cent to the incorporated city or town in which the owner of the 
motor vehicle resides; in the case of motor trucks and truck-tractors

pounds shall be paid to the state and the remainder of the license fees 
paid on such trucks for-hire shall be distributed thirty-seven per cent to 
the state and sixty-three percent to the incorporated city or town in which 
the owner of the motor vehicle resides. All amounts of motor vehicle and 
trailer license taxes received by a city or town hereunder in excess of 
twenty per cent of such motor vehicle and trailer license taxes shall be 
used exclusively for the construction, improvement, and maintenance of 
highways or streets and administrative expenses in connection therewith, 
including the retirement of bonds for the payment of which such revenues 
may have been pledged, and for no other purposes.

any deficit in the corporation’s annual budget; to provide that any amounts 
payable by any such county or municipality under any such agreement may 
be made payable solely from current revenues received during the fiscal 
year in which such amounts are payable; and to provide that any ap- 
propriations made hereunder and any payments provided for in any such 
agreements shall be deemed revenues of the public hospital corporation 
receiving them within the meaning of said Act No. 211 and said Act No.

annual payments to such corporation of either specified sums or a portion

On motion of Mr. Murphy the House non-concurred in the Senate sub- 
stitute for the bill, H. 162, and requested a Committee of Conference on 
the disagreement of the two Houses on the Senate substitute for the bill, 
H. 162, said Senate substitue being as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To alter, rearrange, and add to the limits of the City of Chickasaw, 
Alabama, and to alter and rearrange the limits of the City of Mobile, Ala- 
bama, by removing certain area from the limits of the City of Mobile, 
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Alabama, and adding same to the limits of the City of Chickasaw, Ala- 
bama, and to describe the area so removed from the City of Mobile, Ala- 
bama, and so added to the City of Chickasaw, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The boundaries of the City of Chickasaw, Alabama, are 
altered, rearranged, and extended to include within the corporate limits of 
said City, the three parcels of land hereinafter described as “Parcel A”, 
“Parcel B”, and “Parcel C”, and the boundaries of the City of Mobile are 
altered to exclude from within the corporate limits of said City the said 
land described as follows: 


PARCEL A: A tract of land located partly in the South-West quarter 
of North-West quarter, partly in the West half of the South-East quarter 
and partly in the East half of South-West quarter of Section 20, Town- 
ship 3 South, Range 1 West of the St. Stephens Principal Meridian, Mobile 
County, Alabama, having an area of 30.382 acres, more or less, and de- 
scribed as follows: 


Begin at the southeast corner of said Section 20; thence in a northerly 
direction along the east boundary of said Section 20, 1281.0 feet to the 
north boundary of Second Avenue as shown by map of the Survey of North 
Mobile, made for the North Mobile Development Company, Inc., by B. F. 
Bates, Civil Engineer, said map being recorded in the office of the Judge 
of Probate of Mobile County, Alabama, in Deed Book No. 145, N. S. 
Pages 252 to 268, inclusive; thence in a westerly direction along the north 
boundary of Second Avenue as shown by said map 1818.4 feet to intersec- 
tion with the west boundary of Fourth Street as shown by said map; said 
intersection being point of beginning of boundary of tract of land herein 
described; thence continuing in a westerly direction along the north boun- 
dary of Second Avenue as shown by said map of North Mobile 800.0 feet to 
the southeast corner of Lot 1 in Block 2; thence in a Northerly direction 
along the east line of said Lot 1 in Block 2 140 feet to the northeast corner 
of said Lot 1 Biock Z; thence west 50 feet to the northwest corner of said 
Lot 1 Block 2; thence south 140 feet to the southwest corner uf said Let 
1 Block 2; thence south 50 feet to the northwest corner of Block 14 of said 
North Mobile; thence westerly along the south line of Second Avenue 350 
feet to the northeast corner of Lot 10, Block 13 of suid North Mobile: thence 
northerly along the east line and the extension thereof of Lot 2 Block 1 
of said North Mobile and across an alley and along the east boundary of 
Lot 10 in said Block 1, 284 feet; thence turning an angle of 89 degrees and 
55 minutes and 15 seconds to the left in a westerly direction 310 feet, more 
or less, to the center line of Eight Mile Creek; thence in a general north- 
easterly direction along and with the meanders of said center line of Eight 
Mile Creek to intersection with a northerly projection of the west boundary 
of Fourth Street as shown by said map of North Mobile; thence in a south- 
erly direction along said projection and along west boundary of Fourth 
Strect as shown hy said map 1650.0 feet more or less, to point of begin- 
ning. 


PARCEL B: Beginning at a point which is the intersection of the 
West line of the Southern Railway right-of-way and the southern limits 
of the City of Chickasaw; thence run Westwardly along the Southern limits 
of the City of Chickasaw to the intersection with the East line of Craft 
Highway (at this point Craft Highway is sometimes known as Wilson Ave- 
nue); thence run Southwardly along the East line of Craft Highway to a 
point on the East line of Craft Highway which point is 450 feet South 
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of the North line of the Southeast % of the Southeast %4 of Section 28, 
Township 3 South, Range 1 West; thence run due East in a straight line 
parallel with the South line of Sections Twenty-seven and Twenty-eight, 
Township 3 South, Range 1 West, to the intersection of the West line of 
the Southern Railway right-of-way; thence run Northwardly along the 
West line of the Southern Railway right-of-way to the point of beginning. 


PARCEL C: Beginning at a point which is the intersection of the 
West line of U. S. Highway 43 and the North line of the present City limits 
of the City of Chickasaw, Alabama; thence run Northwardly along the 
West line of U. S. Highway 48 to a point which is the intersection 
of the West line of U. S. Highway 43 and the South line of Chickasaboque 
Creek; thence run Westwardly along the South line of Chickasabogue 
Creek to Eight Mile Creek; thence run Westwardly and Southwardly along 
the South and Eastern line of Eight Mile Creek to a point which is the 
intersection of the Eastern line of Eight Mile Creek with the Northern line 
of the City Limits of the City of Chickasaw, Alabama; thence run East- 
wardly and Southwardly along the limits of the City of Chickasaw, Ala- 
bama, to the point of beginning. 


Section 2. All territory included in the limits of Parcel B above, and 
all property having a situs within such territory, shall not be subject to 
assessment for ad valorem taxation by the City of Chickasaw for a period 
of ten years from the effective date of this Act. In fixing this exemption 
the Legislature is mindful that said territory and property situated thereon 
are wholly commercial in nature and it is the intent of the Legislature to 
extend this exemption for the benefit of the City of Chickasaw and any 
businesses or industry now situated or which may locate thereon, for the 
mutual advantage of both. 


Section 3. Should any word, phrase, clause, section or part of this 
Act be held to be unconstitutional by any Court of competent jurisdiction, 
it shall not affect the remainder of this Act. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming law.

H. J. R. 102. To commend the Governor and the people of the State 
of North Carolina on their fight to maintain states rights in the face of 
outside racial and communistic violation of state laws. 
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WHEREAS, the question of states rights is one which has been bitterly 
fought over for many years, and the public officials and the citizens of 
those state which have been and which are continuing to fight for those 
inalienable rights have consistently and against great odds endeavored to 
conduct the struggle in a manner consistent with the best interests of all 
of the people, and 


WHEREAS, a mass of uninvited, unwanted persons, with arrogance of 
approach and premeditated violence toward the citizens of the South and 
utter disregard for peaceful determination of controversial questions re- 
cently has inflicted itself upon the peoples of various states in the South 
particularly those of the Sovereign State of North Carolina and in the 
process has attempted to assume for itself a cloak of interstate commerce 
immunity, and 


WHEREAS, upon their arrival within the State of North Carolina, 
this aforesaid rabble immediately started inciting riots, kidnapping, and 
in other ways disrupted the peaceful and orderly way of life of the citizens 
of the said State of North Carolina, and 


WHEREAS, when attempts were made by the Governor, the public of- 
ficials, and the people of the State of North Carolina to quell the riotous, 
illegal, and profane acts of said rabble which had invaded the state, the 
United States Attorney General, Robert F. Kennedy, stated: “On the basis 
of facts reported to me, I would hope and expect that persons responsible 
for the violence, including the holding of a man and his wife as hostages, 
will be prosecuted to the full extent of the law. The local authorities in 
Monroe and the officials of the State of North Carolina moved vigorously 
and effectively under difficult circumstances to control the disturbance. 
The situation is under control and no action by the Federal Government is 
contemplated.”

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama and the citizens thereof wish to assure the Governor, the Legis- 
lature and the citizens of the State of North Carolina that the State of 
Alabama, its Legislature and its citizens fully support the courageous ac- 
tions taken by them, offer whatever assistance this State and its people can 
give, and urge the State of North Carolina, its Governor and the public 
oificiais of the City of Monroe to continue in their efforts to maintain 
self government and to resist dangerous actions on the part of irresponsible 
rioters seeking to destroy or endanger both a magnificent way of life and 
a great republican form of government which has successfully led the peo- 
ples of the South and of these United States to greatest heights, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Alabama Legislature does 
hereby condemn the malicious and communistic actions which have taken 
place within the Sovereign State of North Carolina, and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Alabama Legislature does 
hereby commend the actions of the Federal Government and the Attorney 
General of the United States, Robert F. Kennedy, for allowing the public 
officials of the Sovereign State of North Carolina the right of coping with 
the domestic and communistic situation which has arisen in our sister 
state.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its nassage 
and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide a family court in and for Madison County for the trial or 
other disposition of cases and proceedings involving children, marriage, 
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divorce and alimony, desertion and nonsupport, and other domestic or fam- 
ily relations, by establishing a family relations division of the circuit court 
and providing for an additional circuit judge and other officers and per- 
sonnel for the administration of such court division. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. A family relations division of the circuit court in and for 
Madison County shall be established as herein provided. This division of 
the court shall, as its primary function, handle all cases and proceedings 
in such county involving divorces, annulments of marriages, custody and 
support of children, granting and enforcement of alimony, proceedings 
under the Reciprocal Non-Support Act, and all other domestic and marital 
matters over which the circuit courts have jurisdiction. The division and 
the judge thereof shall also have and exercise original and exclusive juris- 
diction over juveniles for the purposes above declared, and for the enforce- 
ment of Chapter 7, Title 18, Code of Alabama, and non-support cases arising 
in the county under Title 34, Code of Alabama, and amendments and addi- 
tions thereto. For the purpose of this Act, a juvenile is defined as any 
boy or girl who has not reached his or her eighteenth birthday. All cases 
and proceedings involving domestic and marital matters which originate 
in the circuit court shall be assigned to the family relations division; how- 
ever, if the docket of the division is overcrowded, a portion of such cases 
a be reassigned by the presiding judge of the circuit to other judges of 
said court. 


Section 2. On the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1963, and thereafter, there shall be an additional circuit judgeship in Mad- 
ison County and an additional circuit judge shall be elected to preside over 
the family relations division of the circuit court of said county. At the next 
general election for any state officers held after this Act becomes law, a 
circuit judge shall be elected to fill the additional judgeship hereby created. 
The judge so elected shall hold office until the next general election for cir- 
cuit judges. At the first general election for circuit judges held after the 
election of the first judge to fill the judgeship hereby created, and every 
six years thereafter, a judge shall be elected to fill such judgeship at the 
same election that other circuit judges are elected, and such judge shall 
hold office for the same term as other circuit judges. 


Section 3. The judge of the family relations division of the circuit 
court of such county shall take the same oath of office, shall have and 
exercise all the jurisdiction, powers, rights, and authority, and possess all 
of the qualifications, perform all of the duties, and be subject to the obli- 
gations and penalties that other circuit judges may have, exercise, per- 
form and be subject to: PROVIDED, his primary duty shall be to try or 
otherwise dispose of cases and proceedings instituted or pending in the 
family relations division of the circuit court. 


Section 4. The judge of the family relations division of the circuit 
court of Madison County shall be paid by the State of Alabama the same 
salary and in like manner as are other circuit judges in the county. The 
county shall supplement the salary of the judge of the family relations 
division of the circuit court in the same amount and in like manner as it 
supplements the salaries of other circuit judges of the county. 


_ Section 5. (a) The judge of the family relations division of the cir- 
cuit court shall appoint a deputy register of the circuit court who shall 
serve the family relations division of such court. Such deputy register 
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shall hold office at the pleasure of the judge of the family relations di- 
vision of the circuit court. He shall receive as compensation for the 
performance of his duties an annual salary of $._..._. » payable in 
equal monthly installments from the general fund of the county, unless 
there is in the county a duly established civil service system under which 
the pay plan of county employees is set, in which event the deputy regis- 
ter, whose employment is hereby authorized, shall be compensated pur- 
suant to the pay plan so established. It is specifically provided, however, 
that the rules and regulations of such civil service system shall not apply 
to nor govern the appointment or discharge of such deputy register, but 
they shall only govern the amount and the manner of payment of his com- 
pensation. The deputy register, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall give bond to the State of Alabama in a sum to be set by the 
governing body of the county, with surety acceptable to such county gov- 
erning body, to faithfully execute all of the duties of his office during his 
continuance therein. 


(b) The judge of the family relations division of the circuit court 
may appoint a bailiff, who shall perform the same duties as the other bail- 
iffs in the circuit court of such county; but when not so engaged as a 
bailiff, he shall perform the duties of a deputy sheriff or jailer, as the 
sheriff of the county may direct. The bailiff shall receive an annual sal- 
ary of $__--....-.--.- , to be paid in equal monthly instalments from the gen- 
eral fund of the county. 


(c) The judge of the family relations division of the circuit court shall 
appoint a court reporter for such division of the court. The court reporter 
so appointed shall receive the same salary from the State of Alabama as do 
the other court reporters of the circuit court of the county, and he shall 
receive the same salary from the county as the other court reporters of 
the circuit court of the county. The court reporter so appointed shall also 
serve as secretary to the judge of the family relations division of the 
circuit court. 


Section 6 (a) The judge of the family relations division of the 
circuit court shall appoint a chief probation officer for said court and 
such other probation officers as may be necessary to properly admin- 
ister the functions uf the court. The chief probation officer and such 
other probation officers as may be necessary shal! receive as compensation 
for the performance of their duties such salary, payable out of the 
county treasury, as is prescribed by the judge of the family relations 
division of the circuit court and approved by the county governing body, 
unless the county has a duly established civil service system, in which 
event the chief probation officer and all other necessary probation officers 
shall be in the classified service of the county, and they shall be appointed, 
compensated and discharged pursuant to rules and regulations of the 
county civil service system. The chief probation officer shall have a degree 
from a recognized college or university with major work in social science 
and shall have had specialized training or experience in probation and 
parole work. 


(b) The judge of the family relations division of the circuit court 
shall appoint and fix the compensation of such additional clerical personnel 
as may be necessary, but such appointments and compensation shall be 
subject to the approval of the county governing body, unless the county 
has a duly established civil service system, in which event such clerical 
personnel shall be in the classified service of the county, and they shall be 
appointed, compensated, and discharged pursuant to rules and regulations 
of the county civil service system. 
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Section 7. Proceedings in the hearing of cases of dependent, neglected, 
or delinquent children in the family relations division of the circuit court 
shall be in conformity with the provisions of Chapter 7, Title 13, Code of 
Alabama, except as herein otherwise provided. Should any adult be 
charged with violation of the law in the family relations division of the 
circuit court he shall be tried by the judge without the intervention of a 
jury. Should any adult defendant desire a jury trial, he shall demand it 
in writing prior to entering into a trial on the merits of his cause, and 
after demand for jury trial has been made the deputy register of the family 
relations division of the circuit court shall forthwith forward the warrants 
and complaint to the clerk of the circuit court, who shall place the case on 
the trial docket for the next ensuing term of the criminal division of the 
circuit court. Appeals from the decisions and orders of the judge of the 
family relations division of the circuit court shall lie directly to the Supreme 
Court of Alabama or Court of Appeals in the same manner as appeals from 
the orders and decisions of other circuit judges of the State of Alabama. 


Section 8. On the filing of a bill of particulars for divorce or sepa- 
rate maintenance, where the bill or petition is contested, or where the sup- 
port of children is involved, the judge of the family relations division of 
the circuit may request one ‘of the probation officers of said court to cause 
an investgation and report to be made as to the character, family relations, 
past conduct, earning ability and financial worth of the parties to the 
action. The report of such investigation shall be made available only to 
the parties or their counsel of record and the court. 


Section 9. Traffic violations by juveniles are specifically exempted 
from the coverage of this Act, provided that any recorder, judge of a 
county court, or justice of the peace in such county may, in the event a 
juvenile becomes a chronic violator of traffic laws, transfer said case to 
the family relations division of the circuit court in the same manner that 
other cases are transferred from inferior courts to the circuit courts of this 
state. 


Section 10. All salaries payable under this Act which may be law- 
fully paid by the state under general laws shall be paid by the state. All 
salaries which may not be paid by the state under general laws shall be 
paid by the county. PROVIDED, the local costs of operations of the fam- 
ily relations division of the circuit court up to but not exceeding 80 thou- 
sand dollars per annum shall be borne, share and share alike, by the county 
and the most populous city in the county. Such costs shall be paid by the 
county in the first instance, and the council, commission, or other like gov- 
erning body of the city shall reimburse the county for its share. 


Section 11. Whenever a family relations division of the circuit court 
has been organized pursuant to this Act and is ready to function, the juve- 
nile court or any other special court having jurisdiction only of juveniles 
and matters involving domestic relations in such counties, either or both, 
is hereby abolished, and any general, special, or local law creating such 
court is as to Madison County superseded and repealed. All cases or causes 
pending in any such court when this Act becomes effective in any county 
of this state shall be forthwith transferred to the family relations division 
of the circuit court of such county. A certificate from the judge of the 
family relations division of the circuit court, stating that such court has 
been duly organized and is ready to function shall be authority for the 
transfer of all cases then pending in the juvenile court or any other court 
abolished by this Act to the family relations division of the circuit court 
of such county.
